$1.3 Million 
Rand Report Released 
No Reason for Ban 


U.S.Judge 
Overrules 
Military Ban

SACRAMENTO - On 
Monday, August 30, United 
States District Judge Milton 
L. Schwartz ruled that Pen¬ 
tagon efforts to ban lesbians 
and gays in the military is un¬ 
constitutional. Schwartz cited 
“illegal prejudice” as the rea¬ 
son for his ruling and ordered 
the Navy to reinstate Mel 
Dahl, a sailor who was dis¬ 
charged in 1982 because he is 
gay. 

Dahl enlisted in 1980, was 
trained as a cryptographer, and 
admitted he was gay in an in¬ 
terview with officials in 1981 — 
Dahl stated he is gay but 
denied engaging in sexual 
misconduct. 

Dahl first argued his own 
case in 1989 in federal court, 
when he was a first-year law 
student at McGeorge. He later 
transferred to Gonzaga Law 
School in Spokane, graduat¬ 
ing last May. He is now an at¬ 
torney in Boston. Dahl was 
relieved by the ruling and 
said he hopes his 11-year bat¬ 
tle to expunge an unfairly giv¬ 
en discharge is over. 

However, his hope may be 
premature. The government 
is appealing a number of 
court decisions ordering rein¬ 
statement of gays and les¬ 
bians who were discharged, 
including that of Keith Mein- 
hold. Last January, U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Judge Terry Hatter of 
Los Angeles struck down the 
government’s ban and barred 
the Defense Department 
(DOD) from denying enlist¬ 
ment to or discharging les¬ 
bians and gays. The DOD is

The Defense Department 
on Thursday, August 26, final¬ 
ly made public the taxpayer- 
funded $1.3 million Rand Cor¬ 
poration report that recom¬ 
mends allowing gays and les¬ 
bians to serve openly in the 
armed forces. 

Accused of deliberately de¬ 
laying the release of the re¬ 
port by some members of 
Congress who want the ban 
lifted, the Defense Depart¬ 
ment said last week that the 
report was kept under wraps 
because it had not been put 
into final published form. 

To examine how best to 
carry out President Bill Clin¬ 
ton’s desire to end discrimina¬ 
tion based on sexual orienta¬ 
tion in the military, Defense 
Secretary Les Aspin in April 
had commissioned two sepa¬ 
rate studies: one by senior 
military officials, the other by 
the Rand Corporation, a pri¬ 
vate research organization 
based in Santa Monica, Cali¬ 
fornia, with close ties to the 
military. 

Although leaks in July 
about the content of the Rand 
report made it clear that the 
report was favorable to gays 
and lesbians, it was not offi¬ 
cially released until last week. 
The report’s findings, which 
completely contradict the pol¬ 
icy settled on by Clinton in 
July, again point out that the 
president caved in to pressure 
from the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
The Chiefs sided with the 
military’s own conservative 
report, which insists, “Homo¬ 
sexuality is incompatible with 
military service. The presence 
in the military of individuals 
identified as homosexual 
would have a significantly ad¬ 
verse effect on both unit cohe¬ 
sion and the readiness of the 


force — the key ingredients of 
combat effectiveness.” 

The Rand report directly 
challenges those notions. “A 
policy that ends discrimina¬ 
tion based on sexual orienta¬ 
tion can be implemented in a 
practical and realistic man¬ 
ner,” it says. 

The report advocates a pol¬ 
icy that focuses on a service 
member’s conduct and that 
considers sexual orientation 
as “not germane,” or relevant, 
in determining who may 
serve in the military. Such a 
policy does not emphasize 
“behavior presumed because 
of sexual orientation” and 
“holds all service members to 
the same standard of profes¬ 
sional conduct. It requires tol¬ 
erance and restraint to foster 
the good of the group, but im¬ 
plies no endorsement of a ‘ho¬ 
mosexual lifestyle.’” 

Regarding unit cohesion 
and combat readiness, the 
Rand report points out, “It is 
not necessary to like people 
in order to work with them, 
so long as members share a 
commitment to the group’s 
objectives.... The experience 
of analagous organizations 
such as foreign militaries and 
domestic police and fire de¬ 
partments suggests that any 
increase [in disruptions] is 
likely to be quite small.” 

The release of the Rand re¬ 
port comes in time to poten¬ 
tially effect the debate in 
Congress over whether or not 
to legalize the ban, which cur¬ 
rently is just a matter of Pen¬ 
tagon policy. When lawmak¬ 
ers in both the House and 
Senate return next week 
from their recess, they will be 
facing a vote on an even more 
restrictive version of the mil¬ 
itary ban than the one Clinton 
endorsed. This version of the

Lawyer Tries To Defend 
City — by Declaring 
Gay Rights Law Invalid

The latest attempt to have 
the San Francisco gay rights 
ordinance thrown out has 
been made by a local attorney 
who was selected by the City 
Attorney’s Office to defend 
the city, a city hospital, and 
the medical director of the 
site, against charges of sexual 
orientation discrimination. 

Attorney Garrett Sander¬ 
son of Carroll, Burdick, and 
McDonough will seek to have 
the ordinance, Article 33 of 
the Municipal Police Code, 
which prohibits anti-gay job 
discrimination, ruled invalid 
by San Francisco Superior 
Court Judge William Cahill 
on September 9. 

Attorney Jonathan Siegal 
of Eggleston, Siegal, and Le- 
Witter said that the practical 
effect of the motion, if grant¬ 


ed, will be to “invalidate the 
statute for all of the defen¬ 
dants in the case, including 
the City, and that it would 
serve as a negative precedent 
for all such cases in the City.” 
He called the legal maneuver 
a “a backhanded attempt by 
the City to declare its own or¬ 
dinance invalid, while main¬ 
taining plausible deniability.” 

Not true, said Assistant 
City Attorney Dennis Af¬ 
tergut. 

Sanderson was specifically 
instructed by the City Attor¬ 
ney’s Office not to attempt to 
defend the city by arguing 
that state law preempts the 
rights of the city to make 
such local non-discrimination 
laws, Aftergut told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

But Sanderson, who still

Laird Runs Credible Race, 
But Loses Demo Primary 
For State Assembly Seat

Openly gay candidate and former Santa Cruz Mayor John 
Laird lost his bid for the state Assembly on August 31. 

Laird came in third behind front runners Democrat Gary 
Patton and Republican Bruce McPherson, who will face each 
other in a November 2 run-off. 

The contenders for the post led Laird and six other candi¬ 
dates in the election. 

Laird received 15.9 percent of the vote and was never able 
to overcome the lead held by Patton, who was positioned as 
a progressive environmentalist during the race and received 
23.8 percent of the vote. 

“I’m finishing third in a two-person race,” Laird told the 
press after his defeat. “I feel like I ran a credible race. You 
haven’t heard the last from John Laird.” 

McPherson’s success was a surprise to political observers 
who expected former Pacific Grove California council member 
Susan Whitman to show a strong finish. She received only 14 
percent of the vote. 

Only 22 percent of registered voters in Monterey County, 
and 25.4 percent in Santa Cruz County, turned out for the elec¬ 
tion for the Assembly seat. ▼

Unions Join With Gays 
To Stop Homophobic Attacks

AFL-CIO, the nation’s 
largest labor organization, 
will consider a resolution sub¬ 
mitted by the San Francisco 
Labor Council, which increas¬ 
es its commitment to support 
lesbian and gay rights against 
right-wing attacks, when it 
meets in convention in San 
Francisco October 4-7, 1993. 
At the same time, lesbian and 
gay labor activists are con¬ 
verging on the Bay Area to 
present the lesbian and gay 
labor agenda to the AFL-CIO, 
and to make plans for a na¬ 
tional lesbian and gay labor 
organization. 

The resolution urges local 
unions to take a leadership 
role in fighting right-wing, 
anti-gay ballot initiatives na¬ 
tionwide. The motion states 
(in part): 

“Whereas, the ultra-righ 
wing are among the most vi¬ 
cious anti-labor forces in the 
land ... Be it resolved, that the 
AFL-CIO National Conven¬ 
tion calls upon our affiliated 
unions to help spearhead 
community coalitions op¬ 
posed to these scapegoating 
campaigns.” 

In 1983, the AFLCIO vot¬ 
ed to support gay rights legis¬ 
lation “as consistent with the 
principles of trade-unionism 
and a person’s right to privacy. 
That resolution motivated 
hundreds of labor organiza¬ 
tions throughout the country 
to join the effort to secure gay 
and lesbian rights and put the 
AFL-CIO’s 13 million 
members on record in support 
of these rights. 

“While this resolution 
breaks new ground by asking 
local unions to lead local ef¬ 
forts against right-wing anti¬ 
gay initiatives, the resolution 
itself is a consistent develop¬ 
ment of labor’s historic sup¬ 
port of lesbian and gay rights, 
particularly in the work¬ 
place,” commented gay ac¬ 
tivist and San Francisco La¬ 
bor Council Delegate Howard 
Wallace, who authored the 
pro-gay resolution.

The resolution is expected 
to pick up national support in 
the coming weeks before the 
October meeting and ob¬ 
servers are optimistic about 
its chances for adoption. 

In conjunction with the 
AFLCIO Convention, repre¬ 
sentatives from lesbian and 
gay labor groups around the 
country are convening a 
meeting in Oakland, of the 
National Lesbian/Gay Labor 
Coalition, on October 1, 
which will plan lesbian/gay la¬ 
bor events during next year’s 
Stonewall 25th Anniversary 


Celebration in New York 
City. 

Simultaneously, the Laven¬ 
der Caucus of the Services 
Employees International 
Union, Western Regional 
(SEIU) will hold a three day 
leadership conference at the 
Oakland headquarters of 
SEIU local 250. On October 3, 
a reception for AFLCIO con¬ 
vention Delegates will be 
jointly sponsored by San 
Francisco’s Lesbian Gay La¬ 
bor Alliance (LGLA) and the 
Lavender Caucus of the Ser¬ 
vice Employees International 
Union (SEIU), which will give 
lesbian and gay labor activists 
the opportunity to meet with 
delegates and leaders from 
their international unions.

Ward To Add 
$ 25 Mil to S.F.'s Coffers

San Francisco property tax 
assessments have generated a 
five percent increase — or $25 
million — in the 1993-94 As¬ 
sessment Roll submitted this 
week by Assessor Doris Ward 
to the City Controller. 

The total amount of tax¬ 
able properties in San Fran¬ 
cisco is valued at $55 billion, 
which will generate an esti¬ 
mated $607 million in rev¬ 
enue for the City this year. 

“I’m delighted with the in¬ 
crease in light of the current re¬ 
cession and loss of value ex¬ 
perience by some properties. 
We were able to produce the 
additional $25 million in rev¬ 
enue by capturing sales of 
properties with old Proposi¬ 
tion 13 protected values and 
by reassessing the properties 
where construction activity 
has occurred,” said Ward. 

Under Proposition 8, Ward 
must lower assessments when 


they exceed market value — 
and the Assessor’s office has 
also automatically lowered 
the assessed value of 3,000 
single family residences. 

According to Ward, next 
week the Assessor’s office 
will send notices of value to 
about 35,000 more homeown¬ 
ers and ask them to compare 
the assessments to the home’s 
market value to assist in mak¬ 
ing sure the property is not 
over-assessed. 

Property taxes are frozen 
at one percent of the assessed 
value of the house by Propo¬ 
sition 13, with two percent in¬ 
flationary increase allowance. 
Current property taxes in San 
Francisco are 1.5 percent of 
the assessed value. 

The $25 million in rev¬ 
enues are unreserved funds 
that become part of the city’s 
General Fund, and are not re¬ 
stricted for use or earmarked 
for any specific city depart¬ 
ment such as the Health De-

partment or Department of 
Social Services. 

According to Ward, when 
the economy picks up, assess¬ 
ment revenues should in¬ 
crease as all commerical and 
residential property assess¬ 
ment reductions are only al¬ 
lowed on a temporary basis 
by law. 

Ward, former President of 
the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors, was recently 
named the vice chair of the 
National Association of Coun¬ 
ties Taxation and Finance 
Steering Committee. ▼

New Directors Named for 
HIV/People of Color Programs

The National Task Force 
on AIDS Prevention of Black 
and White Men Together has 
announced the appointment 
of four new program direc¬ 
tors of HIV services for gay 
men of color, including two 
men who lead the San Fran¬ 
cisco-based Gay Men of Color 
Consortium programs. 

“Basically we’re just bring-- 
ing in new talent to meet the 
needs of gay men of color,” 
said Randy Miller. 

Miller, former director of 
Raifiki Services, a practical 
and emotional support group 
for people of color, was ap¬ 
pointed NTFAP program di¬ 
rector. 

The Gay Men of Color 
Consortium of community- 
based AIDS service, preven¬ 
tion, and education groups in¬ 
clude the American Indian 
AIDS Institute, GAPA Com¬ 
munity HIV Project, Proyecto 
Contra SIDA, and the Broth¬ 
ers Network. 

NTFAP serves as the lead 
fiscal agent for the group. 

Ernest Andrews has be¬ 
come the program director of 
Health Outreach Prevention 
and Education Services 
(H.O.P.E.S.), a program of the 
consortium that provides case 
management services. Those 
services include one-to-one 
support and counseling for 


gay men of color, regardless 
of antibody status, who have 
difficulty maintaining safe sex 
behavior. 

Andrews worked for six 
years as AIDS Education Co¬ 
ordinator for the Multicultur¬ 
al Alliance for the Prevention 
of AIDS, a program of the 
Bayview/Hunters Point Foun¬ 
dation. 

Carol Yoshimoto, former 
executive director of the Life 
Foundation of Hawaii, re¬ 
places Miller as program di¬ 
rector of EACH, an innova¬ 
tive advocacy model that pro¬ 
vides early intervention treat¬ 
ment information for gay 
men of color. 

Tony Glover has been ap¬ 
pointed director of The 
Brothers Network, which pro¬ 
vides HIV/AIDS prevention 
and support services to gay 
and bisexual men and trans- 
gendered persons of African 
descent. Glover is a one time 
AIDS discrimination special¬ 


ist for the New York City 
Commission on Human 
Rights, and former director 
and co-chair of Men of All 
Colors Together/New York. 

The service programs are 
funded primarily through the 
city’s Health Department, the 
Centers For Disease Control, 
and Ryan White Care Funds. 

The importance and effica¬ 
cy of culturally-sensitive pro 
grams in meeting the needs 
of gay and bisexual men of 
color who have, or are at high 
risk for, HIV and AIDS are 
well documented, according 
to Miller. 

And, Miller says, a key 
component of the success of 
NTFAP and its programs is 
that the programs are con¬ 
sumer-based. 

“The programs are about 
the empowerment of gay and 
bisexual men of color and the 
program are staffed by and 
for them,” Miller told the Bay 
Area Reporter.

Sacto Takes Up Lesbian Health Issue: 

Breast Cancer Tax Fund Gains Support

SACRAMENTO- A key 
state senate committee has 
approved a plan to place an 
additional tax on cigarettes in 
order to fund breast cancer 
research. The bill, AB 478, is 
authored by Assemblymem- 
ber Barbara Friedman (D- 
North Hollywood), and would 
raise California cigarette tax¬ 
es two cents a pack in order 
to pay for tests and mammo¬ 
grams for women without 
health insurance and to fund 
a $38 million research project. 

The legislation passed in 
the Assembly and received a 
12-1 bipartisan vote in the 
Senate Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee. It has now advanced 
to the Senate floor, where it 
is expected to be heard next 
week. 

The legislation will be vi¬ 
tal to lesbians, who have both 
an elevated risk to breast can¬ 
cer at almost three times the 
rate of the mainstream popu¬ 
lation and less access to 
health care.

(R-Redlands), opposed the bill 
in committee because he op¬ 
poses tax increases. “If the 
program was so important, 
we ought to have cut some¬ 
where else in the state health 
budget to pay for it,” he said. 


Fellow Republican Marian 
Bergeson (R-Newport Beach), 
supported the bill, saying, 
“this is a critical issue that has 
to be addressed.” She said she 
believes the benefits of the 
bill far outweigh concerns 
over a mere two cent tax. 
Friedman herself has said 
that rapidly increasing rates 
of breast cancer have made 
implementation of the pro¬ 
gram absolutely vital. 

Laura Opsahl of Fried¬ 
man’s office said the bill has a 
“great chance” of passing the 
Senate, and will then go back 
to the Assembly for approval 
of final “clean up” language, 
and “will hopefully be on the 
Governor’s desk by the end of 
session, which is September 
10. Then he’ll have a month 
to sign it. 

“The Governor decided 
not to take a position on the 
bill until it reaches his desk,” 
she said, “but the administra¬ 
tion has asked us to do some 
preliminary work on imple¬ 
mentation which makes us 
hopeful that the bill will be 
signed,” Opsahl told the 
B.A.R. ▼

CAMP PENDLETON - 
The Marine Corps said Fri¬ 
day, August 27, that investiga¬ 
tors have linked three 
Marines to an Oceanside man 
who is allegedly involved in a 
gay pornography ring. 

The Naval Criminal Inves¬ 
tigative Service announced 
that it will pursue felony 
charges against one Marine. 
That Marine came forward to 
tell military officials he had 
posed for some photographs 


in the nude, but that he was 
never paid. 

The Uniform Code of Mil¬ 
itary Justice prohibits mem¬ 
bers of the Armed Forces 
from posing nude. The Ma¬ 
rine could be subject to ad¬ 
ministrative or disciplinary 
action. 

Two other Marines also 
were identified in photo¬ 
graphs seized by Oceanside 
police, but they were appar¬ 
ently both clothed. 

At least two of the Marines 


are linked to civilian Luciano 
Ceballos, accused of being in¬ 
volved with the gay porn 
ring. 

Oceanside police investiga¬ 
tors — who said last week that 
as many as 200 Marines may 
have been involved in the 
ring — have now closed their 
investigation. They found no 
evidence of criminal wrong¬ 
doing such as postal viola¬ 
tions or pornography involv¬ 
ing minors. Only the NCIS is 
pursuing the case now. ▼ 


Lesbian Murder Suspect Faces 
First Hearing in Solano County

A preliminary hearing will 
be held this week in the case 
of a Solano County lesbian, 
charged last spring with the 
murder of her lover. 

Roseann Peterson, 24, will 
appear at a hearing in Solano 
County Municipal Court on 
charges that she brutally mur¬ 
dered Laura Venable, 29, last 
March. 

Venable’s decapitated 
body was found wrapped in¬ 
side a sleeping bag and 
buried in a wicker basket in a 
small grassy utility area on 
Columbus Parkway in Vallejo 
on May 20, according to 
Solano County Assistant Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Robin Keeney. 

Venable’s body — and her 
severed head — were so de¬ 
composed that identification 
was obtained from dental 
records and fingerprints, 
Keeney said. 

The day after the murder, 
for which Peterson remains 


in custody in lieu of $200,000 
bail, Peterson was arrested at 
the home of a male friend — 
after the friend returned 
home from work to discover 
Peterson standing over the 
decapitated body of his dog, 
covered with blood and point¬ 
ing a crossbow at him, 
Keeney said. 

When police showed up, 
Peterson allegedly ran 
screaming from the house, re¬ 
portedly carrying an object in 
her hand and threatening 
them. 

She was disarmed by a 
gunshot to the abdomen. In 
the melee, a Solano County 
Deputy Sheriff was also 
wounded by another officer’s 
bullet. 

According to Keeney, Pe¬ 
terson admitted the killing in 
a statement following her ar¬ 
rest, and said that after Ven¬ 
able had assaulted her with a 
baseball bat, Peterson 
stabbed her lover, beat her 
with the baseball bat, 


chopped off her head, and 
took the body out and 
dumped it. 

Kenney said that friends of 
Peterson say she was abused 
by Venable, and friends of 
Venable say that she was 
abused by Peterson. 

Bay City News reports that 
Venable’s family sought help 
from a local domestic vio¬ 
lence group and that Peterson 
was described as “an abusive 
lover” that Venable felt she 
could not escape. 

According to Keeney, Pe¬ 
terson’s Solano County Public 
Defender may attempt to en¬ 
ter a plea of not guilty by rea¬ 
son of insanity to the charges 
when the case is bound to Su¬ 
perior Court for trial. 

But Keeney said he plans 
to show at trial that because 
Peterson, however troubled, 
demonstrated she knew right 
from wrong by burying her 
lover’s body, she was not 
legally insane when she com¬ 
mitted the murder. ▼

represents defendants Mary 
Ann Johnson and Laguna 
Honda Hospital, is under no 
such obligation to abandon on 
their behalf. 

Aftergut also said that al¬ 
though Carroll, Burdick, and 
McDonough had been han¬ 
dling the case on a no-fee ba¬ 
sis for the City, the City At¬ 
torney’s Office made the deci¬ 
sion last week to represent it¬ 
self as a defendant. 

“We’ve taken the case back 
on our own behalf. We are 
going to represent ourself,” 
Aftergut said. 

“At the time we called 
him, our legal team was del¬ 
uged with other trials. The 
decision had nothing to do 
with political issues. The case 
was likely to go to trial,” Af¬ 
tergut said. 

Trial or not, the city’s use 
of an attorney who files a mo¬ 
tion to invalidate the HRO — 
which the city supports — is 
controversial. 

“The city, in other cases, 
takes the position that Article 
33 must exist to protect the 
rights of gay and lesbian em¬ 
ployees, but in this case they 


wink at the opposite posi¬ 
tion,” said Pesner’s co-counsel 
D’Vora Tirschwell. 

But, Aftergut said, an at¬ 
torney has “an ethical obliga¬ 
tion” to raise standard legal 
challenges and defenses for 
clients — unless a client in¬ 
structs him not to. 

The City Attorney’s Office 
has 1600 active litigation cases 
and 80 of those cases are han¬ 
dled by outside attorneys on a 
pro bono — or no-fee — basis. 

The California State Court 
earlier this month agreed to 
hear arguments in a review of 
a Los Angeles Appeals Court 
ruling that struck down the 
L.A. HRO on the grounds 
that state law preempts the 
rights of local jurisdictions to 
make civil rights laws. 

Following that Appeal 
Court ruling, a San Francisco 
Superior Court Judge ruled in 
a gay discrimination case that 
Article 33 was invalid, but 
that decision is being ap¬ 
pealed by City Attorney 
Louise Renne. 

The City Attorney’s Office 
and the American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union are also filing 
briefs with the state Supreme 
Court, arguing that the ordi¬ 
nances are valid and the 
Court of Appeal ruling should 
be overturned. ▼ 


Beauty, Grace, and AIDS Education: 
The 1993 Ms. Gay Universe Pageant

Gay beauty pageants, of 
which there are at least one 
every other month in San 
Francisco, have not only be¬ 
come a favorite activity to 
raise funds for AIDS, but an 
effective vehicle for HIV/ 
AIDS education as well. Dur¬ 
ing the interview portion, fi¬ 
nalists for the “beauty crown” 
are often asked questions like, 
“If the man of your dreams 
asked you on a date and 
wanted to have unsafe sex 
with you, what would you 
do?” 

Even before the theatre 
doors open, and again during 
intermission, staff and volun¬ 
teers from various AIDS or¬ 
ganizations are quick to go to 
work to distribute education 
materials and safe sex kits, 
and answer questions from 
patrons who approach their 
information tables. 

There seems to be a keen 
interest in these pageants es¬ 
pecially among Asians and 
Latinos. Many of pageant con¬ 
testants come from these 
communities. So far this year, 
the following pageants have 
done their share of entertain¬ 
ing San Franciscans: “Gay 
Faces ‘93” “Supermodel of 
the 90’s,” “Mr. & Ms. Pacific 
Friends,” and “Mr. & Ms. Gay 
Asian Pacific Alliance.” 

The winners of the last 
two pageants are preparing to 


compete in the forthcoming 
“Mr. & Ms. International 
Friendship Weekend,” to be 
held in Pittsburgh, Pennsylva¬ 
nia. 

On September 11, 1993, 
the Palace of Fine Arts will 
be the site of what is proba¬ 
bly the most prestigious of 
these pageants, the “Ms. Gay 
Universe.” At least 30 contes¬ 
tants are expected to vie for 
the title, currently held by a 
young gay man from South¬ 
ern California who competed 
last year as “Miss Zimbabwe.” 

The lucky contestant who 
will inherit Miss Zimbabwe’s 
crown will have to best every¬ 
one else in different cate¬ 
gories — national costume, 
cocktail dress, and formal 


evening wear — not to men¬ 
tion the need to score high 
with her answer to the inter¬ 
view question. 

Bay Area couturiers are 
again expected to gain promi¬ 
nent exposure by designing 
and sponsoring the gowns of 
pageant contestants. Ito Cura- 
ta, producer of the event, is 
himself a noted designer. 

While recent pageants 
have been transformed into a 
battle of humor and tackiness, 
the Ms. Gay Universe 
Pageant opts for more ele¬ 
gance, charm, and wit. “It’s 
our own version of the Super¬ 
bowl,” says one Filipino gay 
man who has never missed 
the yearly pageant since it 
started in the late 1980s. ▼

You're a Homophobe 

We are aware that our enemies read the Bay Area Reporter, 
poring over it for quotes the so-called religious right can re¬ 
move from context, and for photos that they can use to “show” 
that we lead lifestyles that are somehow too free. Since we 
know they are out there, looking for incrimination the way re¬ 
pressed old ladies used to peruse every new edition of dictio¬ 
naries to see how many objectionable words they could find, 
we would like to speak to them, now, along with our friendlier 
readers. 

The events around the world — specifically in the former 
Yugoslavia and in Israel — demonstrate two ways of dealing 
with the fractionalization of the peoples of this planet: While 
Israel makes real efforts to accommodate its marginalized pop¬ 
ulation of Palestinians, Bosnia-Herzegovenia’s various peoples 
have apparently decided no accommodation is possible and has 
instead opted for partitioning. 

Experience has proven, over and over again, that oppressed 
minorities cannot be held down forever. No matter how secure 
the oppressors are in the rightness of their actions, no matter 
how much better financed, no matter how strong their defens¬ 
es, at some point the walls of inequity that once protected 
them will come tumbling down. 

Serfs and peasants and slaves and homeless tribes: they all 
share a history of living in chains, and they have all learned 
the inevitability that chains break. 

Gay people are breaking their chains: no amount of homo¬ 
phobia, no laws, no fire-and-brimstone preaching, can change 
the certain success of that fight. We will succeed because, like 
the Palestinians and the Jews before them and the Christians 
before them, we have a sacred right to exist unencumbered by 
the selfish rules and wishes of others. 

We are excited by the new developments in the middle 
east, but broken-hearted that the citizens of Bosnia feel they 
cannot live without walls, whether the old Iron Curtain or the 
newer partitioning of their country. We also know the parti¬ 
tions won’t, eventually, be any more successful than the Cur¬ 
tain was. The world’s newfound mania for fractionalization 
will end, and its current intolerance will fall to a renaissance 
of nobility. And the same will happen in Colorado, in Oregon, 
in Tampa, in Cobb County, Georgia, in the U.S. military, and 
anywhere else bigots try to partition lesbians and gays out of 
mainstream America. 

Walls go up, walls come down. Wall-builders are eventually 
reviled, and bridge-builders are hailed. Someday the children 
of those who build walls against us will have to expend the 
time and trouble to tear those walls down, and will curse those 
who erected them in the first place. 

No resident of America, certainly, can take seriously the 
sentiment that all people are created equal, and still harbor the 
sick belief that one way of life entitles one group of people to 
treat another group the way lesbians and gays are now being 
treated across this land. It must stop. It will stop.

In keeping with the rest of this editorial, the B.A.R. is hap¬ 
py to acknowledge the 30th anniversary of the March on Wash¬ 
ington that prompted Dr. Martin Luther King’s famous “I 
Have a Dream” speech. Like the Declaration of Independence, 
we think it is a remarkable piece of writing, worthy of reading 
and re-reading that’s why we are reprinting it. We would urge 
everyone reading this, whether friend or foe, to turn to the cen¬ 
ter pages of this section to read it again.

A Socialist Perspective on Gay Rights

I have never been able to fully grasp the ha¬ 
tred and terror that certain whites display to¬ 
ward human beings of other skin colors. 

Nor have I ever really fathomed the brutish¬ 
ness of so many males toward women. 

And I am always appalled by the hysteria of 
deranged straights on the mat¬ 
ter of homosexuality. 

Sure, I understand — I hope 
— the economic and social 
roots of these maladies. The 
cause lies in the history. Still 
and all, unreasoning bias con¬ 
tinues to astound me, perhaps 
because nothing in my experi¬ 
ence lends any credence to the 
garbage spewed by bigots. 

Most of my best friends, for 
example, are gay. In 70 crowd¬ 
ed years of meeting people, 

I’ve never encountered a 
group with such a high degree of creativity, tal¬ 
ent, intelligence, wit, literacy, social sensitivity, 
compassion, good humor, and capacity for com¬ 
mitment. And all of this together spells leader¬ 
ship. 

Gay people aren’t handed these sterling 
qualities with their birth certificates, of course. 
They accumulate virtue the same way every 
other group of oppressed people does, through 
surviving and surmounting the hand they are 
dealt. 

The differently-sexualized are less wedded 
to the sick popular culture and more attuned to 
reality. They tend to be respecters of persons 
and easy collaborators. I trust my life to my 
lesbian and gay cohorts — at home, at hostile 
meetings, in dangerous demonstrations, and on 
picketline eruptions. 

I would totally trust my life to them in the 
Army. 


And I would run like hell from the queer- 
bashers and forked-tongued demagogues that 
this society spawns. That is why I think that 
nothing less than sweeping revolution is de¬ 
manded — or how else can we carve out the 
new cultural environment and psycho-sexual 
services capable of rehabilitating the Rambo- 
ite, fundamentalist pathologicals? 

But meanwhile there is much to be learned 
from the tempest over gays in 
the armed forces — a furor 
which Bill Clinton’s dishonor¬ 
able compromise will not even 
begin to quell. The uproar re¬ 
veals three aspects of the sex¬ 
ual minorities issue that have 
nothing to do with prejudice 
and everything to do with es¬ 
tablishment politics, military 
depravity, and the pivotal 
place of the traditional monog¬ 
amous family in the machin¬ 
ery of capitalism. 

1. Will open gays endanger "national 
security"? Let's hope so. 

The generals argue that their bailiwicks 
were never designed to be conductors of social 
change. Indeed not. 

The military juggernaut exists to protect the 
“American way of life” —which depends on 
bitter feuding among workers. What’s good for 
General Motors is very, very bad for non¬ 
males, non-whites, non-christians, non-citizens 
and other non-conventionals (like my readers). 
The business of big business is isms — classism, 
sexism, racism, ageism, heterosexism. And the 
business of the armed services is defending big 
business. 

Proletarian solidarity is verboten. It is dan¬ 
gerous to officers and orders. And now that 
blacks and women are entrenched in the ranks, 
somebody has to remain excluded or inferior

Campaign Vet 

As one of the four veterans who gave six weeks of 
our lives on the “Tour of Duty” bus tour promoting 
equal treatment for gays and lesbians in the military, 
you may be interested in my comments on your recent 
article, “Campaign for Military Service: Decamping 
After Six Months.” 

I am an Army veteran of World War II and I am 75 
years old. Most of your readers have probably heard 
about conditions and treatment of gays and lesbians 
50 years ago, but living in those times is quite differ¬ 
ent from hearing or reading about it. I believe that the 
treatment and attitude toward us 50 years ago was the 
same as it had been for centuries, that is, hatefully 
negative. 

We carried our campaign through the most 
backward, most homophobic areas of America I never 
deceived myself into believing that we had converted 
vast numbers of the citizens of these areas into sup¬ 
porting our issue, but, except for scattered hecklers, 
we were generally well received and, to my 
knowledge, we never received anything but positive 
and supportive media coverage wherever we went. I’m 
sure that in many, if not most, of our stops, people who 
believed they had never seen or heard a real “homo¬ 
sexual” were impressed favorably with the four of us. 

The Human Rights Campaign Fund had original¬ 
ly opposed involvement in the military issue and join¬ 
ed the action only at the last minute, raising huge 
amounts of money which was used to add their voice 
to the others urging us to write letters to our 
legislators. The National Gay/Lesbian Task Force was 
an early advocate of equal treatment of gays and les¬ 
bians in the military through its Military Freedom 
Project. But it was considered necessary to form a 
special, ad hoc organization, CMS to concentrate ex¬ 
clusively on this issue. 

In addition to the centuries-old prejudices against 
homosexuality and the institutionalized homophobia 
in the military services, CMS was faced with misguid¬ 
ed anti-military feeling and just plain indifference in 
the gay community. We were just as naive as our 
fledgling president in thinking that by simply sign¬ 
ing an executive order, all of the above obstacles would 
suddenly evaporate. 

We lost. But our loss can be the foundation for a new 
and more effective campaign for our equal treatment 
if we learn from our failure. 

If we are 10 per cent of the population, or if we are 
3 percent of the population, we should have numerous 
openly gay and lesbian officials in public office. Yes, 
we have friends at all these levels, but where were 
these friends when we needed them on the military 
issue? 

The Campaign for Military Justice, under the direc¬ 
tion of one of our true leaders, Tom Stoddard, was suc¬ 
cessful in bringing our issues to the attention of every 
American for the first time. We are no longer a silent 
minority. We are no longer invisible.

Those Vaccinations Again 

Jerry Rosco’s article on the World Health Organiza¬ 
tion’s anti-smallpox vaccine as a possible cause (or trig¬ 
ger) of AIDS provides valuable coverage of an 
important story which the U.S. press has generally 
seen fit to avoid. This possiblity, reported on the front 
page of The Times of London, provides a possible ex¬ 
planation for the high incidence of AIDS in Brazil, 
Haiti and certain African states (but not others). I do 
not believe it can explain why AIDS hit gay America 
so severely (but not straight America or Europe). Even 
so, Rosco may be on the right track. 

Just as AIDS in Africa was immediately preceded 
by a smallpox vaccination campaign, AIDS in 
America was immediately preceded by an experimen¬ 
tal hepatitis-B vaccination campaign targeted 
specifically at promiscuous gay men in six urban 
centers. 

The gay hepatitis-B experiments continued from 
1978 to 1980, supervised by the Centers for Disease 
Control, the National Institutes of Health and the Na¬ 
tional Institute of Allergy and Infectious Diseases. A 
number of big pharmaceutical companies also par¬ 
ticipated, some of which were also involved in the U.S. 
Army biowarfare program. A few months after the 
beginning of the experiment, KS began to show up 
in gay men. Six months after the experiment ended, 
the first official reports of AIDS began to be 
published. 

Critics of mass vaccinations have long maintained 
that it can severely depress the immune system. And 
history has provided many instances of tainted vac¬ 
cines leading to mass illness. Could it be that two, 
more or less synchronous campaigns, mounted by 
large, powerful politico-medical institutions, con¬ 
tributed to sudden outbreaks of severe immune defi¬ 
ciency among Africans and American gay men? 

Anyone interested in these questions should read 
Dr. Alan Cantwell, Jr.’s book Queer Blood (Aries Ris¬ 
ing Press), which convincingly connects the two in- 
oculaton programs to the sudden outbreak of AIDS 
in two distant groups.

An Important Day for All of Us 

When Congress reconvenes on Tuesday, Sept. 7, it 
will very quickly vote to codify a Congressional ver¬ 
sion of the Clinton “Lie and Hide” policy for lesbian, 
gay and bisexual military personnel. The version of 
the policy that Congress will vote on would seriously 
worsen the Clinton policy. 

As homophobic California Representative Bob Dor- 
nan said, Congress’s version is not just an anti-gay ban, 
“it’s a ban plus.” For example, it would weaken the 
“don’t ask” provisions of “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell.” It 
would also eliminate all provisions for equal enforce¬ 
ment of military codes of conduct for heterosexual and 
homosexual violatons, thereby encouraging a vicious 
double-standard of enforcement to continue. 

For these reasons, we do not want Congress to pass 
its own version of the military lesbian and gay policy. 
I hope readers will write or call their senators and 
their representatives in Congress. Tell them that you 
want them to vote against codification of any version 
of the anti-gay military ban. 

Also on Sept. 7, the U.S. Senate will vote on the con¬ 
firmation of Dr. Jocelyn Elders as Surgeon General. 
She is a compassionate and outspoken advocate of 
honest education about sex and AIDS. The far right 
is using the entire month of August to mount a 
ferocious grassroots campaign against her. They will 
succeed in defeating her unless our senators hear from 
her supporters. Please write a quick letter to both of 
your senators and tell them that, as a constituent, you 
want them to vote to confirm Dr. Jocelyn Elders as 
Surgeon General.

Blame Congress, Not Clinton 

I deeply regret that we were unsuccessful in getting 
rid of the ban on gays and lesbians in the military, but 
I would like to explain why I agree with Deam Tomich 
(Letters, Aug. 12) and Bob Kane (Letters, July 22) that 
it is unfair for many of us to want to kick Clinton in 
the ass. Allow me to put this situation in context: 

Beyond having some horrible bigots in Congress 
such as Nunn, Helms, etc., the fact is that Congress 
as a whole is overwhelmingly unsympathetic to us. 
Our support comes mainly from a small group of pro¬ 
gressive Democrats from a few states such as Califor¬ 
nia and New York — heavily outnumbered by bad 
guys in both parties. For example, Ron Dellums, 
Chairman of the House Armed Services Committee, 
argued forcefully for ending the ban. He was outvoted, 
43-12 — not even close! 

Except for a few small organizations, our commu¬ 
nity largely sat on its hands, putting very little effort 
toward lobbying Congress (or sending letters) to sup¬ 
port us. Our right-wing opposition, on the other hand, 
was so well organized, that a typical member of Con¬ 
gress would get mail opposing us — by 100 to 1! 

Therefore, under the circumstances, had Clinton 
signed an Executive Order ending the ban, inevitably 
he would be immediately and overwhelmingly over¬ 
turned by a vote of Congress — and to top if off, like¬ 
ly a total and permanent ban would become law. 
Accordingly, Clinton would have cut off his nose to 
spite his face, knowing that he had not the slightest 
chance to prevail. We would, likewise, have gone from 
the frying pan into the fire, had Clinton taken the 
“courageous” position. 

I only hope that a better day will come, in which we 
will be far more effective and that Congress will be 
much more sympathetic. But we cannot ignore reali¬ 
ty regarding the position that Clinton was in, as a 
result of our weakness.

Could 
we get an interview? How about an opportunity for 
some, uh, participant observation?

But 
I object on principle to any author getting the shitty 
end of Peifer’s computer keyboard just because the 
girl has a bee in her G-spot about “the holiest leather 
women ever” and “offensive ... anything goes” sex 
liberals.

Profiteering in our country by the corporate health 
insurance providers must stop. Health care is the right 
of every American. 

Medical care should not be a source ot huge and un¬ 
controllable profit which benefits only greedy in¬ 
surance companies and greedy doctors.

The Governor's Race Heats Up 


T hose Kathleen-Brown- 
for-Governor backers 
who have been quietly 
hoping that State In¬ 
surance Commissioner John 
Garamendi would eventually 
back out of the race for the 
Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination — in favor of keep¬ 
ing his “sure” present job — 
can forget about it. 

Garamendi, the 43-year-old 
insurance boss and former 
state senator from the Sierra 
foothills, all but made his can¬ 
didacy in next year’s primary 
official during a breakfast 
meeting with southern Cali¬ 
fornia political writers last 
week, and left no doubt he is 
eager and willing to take on 
the highly-financed State 
Treasurer Brown next June 
for the right to face incum¬ 
bent Republican Pete Wilson 
in the ’94 general election. 

Promising to work for ba¬ 
sic reform of many state pro¬ 
grams and to create a Califor¬ 
nia “renaissance” that would 
make the state a model multi¬ 
racial society, Garamendi says 
that California “is on the 
wrong path and in desperate 
trouble” under the adminis¬ 
tration of Pete Wilson. Al¬ 
though not making his ex¬ 
pected candidacy official (a 
formal announcement will 
come later, he says) Garamen¬ 
di said he could not envision 
any circumstances under 
which he would not become 
an official candidate. 

The meeting with political 
writers seemed designed to 
put aside persistent rumors 
that Garamendi was reported¬ 
ly considering foregoing what 
most observers see as an up¬ 
hill race against Brown, who 
has consistently run well 
ahead of the Insurance Com¬ 
missioner in both public opin¬ 
ion polls and fundraising. As 
of June 30, Brown, a proven 
fundraiser, reported having 
$3.5 million cash on hand for 
her campaign, while Gara¬ 
mendi reported having 
$585,000; nevertheless, Gara¬ 
mendi told reporters this 
week that he is “serious” 
about running and hopes to 
raise $5 to $6 million for his 
battle against Brown. 

Blaming Wilson and the 
GOP for most of the state’s 
woes, Garamendi said the Re¬ 
publicans have failed to en¬ 
force laws against hiring ille¬ 
gal immigrants because they 
favored “a cheap labor poli¬ 
cy.” He also said he’d seek 
fundamental reform of educa¬ 
tion, health care, transporta¬ 
tion, and economic develop¬ 
ment in the state if elected. 

Garamendi, the state’s first 
elected insurance chief, de¬ 
scribed insurance companies 
and other special interests as 
“pigs at the trough” that must 
be put on a leaner diet. Con¬ 
sidered a “moderate” political¬ 
ly, he is recognized as a pol¬ 
ished, experienced campaign¬ 
er and has convinced political 
writers he’s in it to win. 

John Garamendi indeed 
makes an attractive candidate 
and Brown, despite her cur¬ 
rent standings, would be fool¬ 
ish to take this man lightly; 
the Democratic race for the 
gubernatorial nomination 
could turn out to be very in¬ 
teresting. The question is, 
could a knockdown, drag-out 
battle with Brown for the 
nomination next June pro¬ 
duce just what Pete Wilson 
and the Republicans are se¬ 
cretly hoping for — a fractured 
Democratic party without 
enough time to heal its

wounds before the November 
general election? 

People and Politics 

In a feature story by the 
Los Angeles Daily News, 
reprinted by dailies around 
the state, headlined “L. A. 
Gays Gain Political Promi¬ 
nence” we are told that the 
city to the south, due in large 
part (so says the Daily News) 
to the week-lorig demonstra¬ 
tions against President Clin¬ 
ton’s “don’t ask, don’t tell, 
don’t pursue” policy on gays 
in the military, signifies what 
“many see as Los Angeles’s 
emergence as the new center 
of the gay and lesbian rights 
movement in the United 
States.” Really? 

The Daily News story 
points out that “San Francis¬ 
co’s gay community has 
placed its major focus on the 
AIDS epidemic” while Los 
Angeles, with the political ap-

pointments being made from 
its gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty, particularly by its new Re¬ 
publican mayor, seems to 
have (according to the Daily 
News) taken the lead in gay 
and lesbian rights. Could be, 
but not from where I sit. 

While I’m only too pleased 
to learn that gays and les¬ 
bians are gaining “political 
prominence” in Los Angeles 
(and anywhere else this might 
be happening) I am equally as 
pleased that the Los Angeles 
press recognizes San Francis¬ 
co’s gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity for placing its “focus on 
the AIDS epidemic,” some¬ 
thing all cities, everywhere, 
should be doing. It is not only 
good, but great, to see that 
Los Angeles, as well as other 
cities such as Boston, Wash¬ 
ington, New York, Seattle 
and others are finally grant¬ 
ing the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity its long overdue “po¬ 
litical prominence,” but San 
Francisco has nothing at all to 
apologize for in that depart¬ 
ment. Indeed, I am convinced 
that Harvey Milk smiles on us 
every day. 

While the state GOP is 
busy trying to find a credible 
candidate to run against Sen¬ 
ator Dianne Feinstein next 
year (the only declared chal¬ 
lenger the Republicans have 
so far is the homophobic ex- 
Representative William Dan- 
nemeyer) Feinstein is busy 
raising re-election funds 
across the state, with much of 
it expected, again, from gay 
and lesbian and women’s 
groups; two Republican 
House members — Chris Cox 
of Newport Beach and multi¬ 


millionaire freshman Michael 
Huffington of Santa Barbara 
— are said to be considering a 
run at Feinstein. 

Meanwhile, Bruce Her- 
schensohn, the arch-conserva¬ 
tive television commentator 
that lost to Barbara Boxer last 
year, is said to be “seriously” 
considering a run for the 47th 
congressional seat if incum¬ 
bent Cox declares against Di¬ 
anne. 

Say what?? Acting Army 
Secretary John Shannon has 
been placed on administrative 
leave and will appear before a 
judge next month on charges 
of shoplifting what is the top 
Army civilian official accused 
of lifting, you ask? Why, a 
woman’s skirt and blouse, of 
course! (Does Sam Nunn 
know about this?) 

Meanwhile, the Miss 
America Woman of Achieve¬ 
ment Award will be present¬ 
ed next week to Mary D. 
Fisher, the HIV-positive 
daughter of millionaire check¬ 
book Republican Max Fisher; 
it was Mary Fisher who gave 
one of the only decent speech¬ 
es at last year’s Republican 
convention. The $50,000 grant 
(which will be donated to the 
Family AIDS Network) was 
given at the request of Leanza 
Cornett, the current Miss 
America and a worker in the 
fight against the epidemic. 

Assessor Doris Ward’s of¬ 
fice announced last week that 
the 1993-94 Assessment Roll 
has increased by five percent 
over last year, representing 
about 25 million additional 
tax dollars generated for the 
City over last year’s collec¬ 
tions, showing somebody in 
the Assessor’s office is doing 
a good job; Doris Ward: a hell 
of a nice lady and one of the 
city’s finest public servants. 

And what is Senator Bob 
Dole up to? At age 70, he is 
busily running back and forth 
between New Hampshire and 
Iowa, the two states with the 
earliest presidential primar¬ 
ies; while most people sharp¬ 
ly cut back their work load 
(or even retire) at that age, 
Dole is crisscrossing the coun¬ 
try, raising money for GOP 
candidates, and building up 
political chits to help him get 
the 1996 nomination against 
Bill Clinton. Described even 
by members of his own party 
as a man with a “sardonic 
personality,” and most often 
thought of as a “hatchet man,” 
Dole would, if elected, be 
even older going into the 
White House than Reagan 
was when he left. The anti¬ 
gay Bob Dole as President? 
Think about that one for 
awhile. 

Boston police announced 
last week they will dispatch 
recruiters to gay bars and 
gay/ lesbian community cen¬ 
ters, looking for men and 
women who want a career in 
the police department, mak¬ 
ing it only the fourth city to 
do so; the others: San Francis¬ 
co, New York City, and Los 
Angeles. 

Smell a coverup here? The 
U. S. Marine Corps, in an in¬ 
vestigation into charges of 
dozens of San Diego Marines 
(many of them “heterosexual”) 
involved in a porno ring fea¬ 
turing Marines in gay videos 
(only for money, of course) 
says that only a single enlist¬ 
ed man may be charged with 
a felony for posing nude, but 
claims there remains “little 
evidence” of widespread 
wrongdoing” among mem-

Reporter's Notebook

It’s summer doldrums at 
City Hall, according to Dana 
Van Gorder, Supervisor Car¬ 
ole Migden’s legislative aide 
to Supervisor Carole Migden. 
“It’s just awfully quiet around 
here because it’s quiet and ev¬ 
erybody’s been on vacation,” 
he says. “But things will be 
cranking up again after Labor 
Day.” 

Migden’s still in Ecuador — 
“actually she’s vacationing in 
the Galapagos Islands,” Van 
Gorder says. 

“She went on some wom¬ 
en’s cruise. She’s cruising 
around looking at the animals 
with the tree-hugger types,” 
he laughed. 

Supervisor Susan Leal is 
on vacation still, too. On the 
East Coast, meaning that 
she’s doing some fundraising 
for her expected bid for elec¬ 
tion as Supervisor. Aide Be- 
van Dufty is also on vacation. 

And Supervisor Sue Bier- 
man has returned from a visit 
to Nebraska. 

Wait until after Labor Day 
when all the ballot cam¬ 
paigns, like the sales tax and 
government reform measures, 
begin. 

There were lots of off-the- 
record Oh-My-Gods and 
rolled eyes in the marble cor¬ 
ridors over the legal strate¬ 
gies of a pro-bono lawyer 
hired by the City Attorney’s 
Office to defend it, Laguna 
Honda Hospital, and LHH’s 
director against alleged anti 
gay-job bias charges. Al¬ 
though the City instructed the 
attorney not to have the city’s 
Human Rights Ordinance 
ruled invalid as part of his de¬ 
fense of the City, the lawyer 
filed the defense on behalf of 
the administrator being sued 
by a gay psychologist who 
was allegedly constructively 
discharged. And when my ed¬ 


itor tried to politely ask the 
lawyer if we could take his 
photo, he was shuttled 
through voicemail and then 
the lawyer’s people called our 
people to say we could forget 
it. And here I had assumed 
with a stunt like that, he must 
have wanted publicity. 

Less than a week after 
Lester Olmstead-Rose took 
over as the director of 
Community United Against 
Violence on August 16, he 
was on Nightline, the ABC 
program moderated by Ted 
Koppel. Olmstead-Rose was 
up against the Reverend 
Amos Brown of Third Bap¬ 
tist Church about the contro¬ 
versy over Reverend Eugene 
Lumpkin. “I couldn’t see Kop¬ 
pel or anyone, I was listening 
to an audio feed in a studio,” 
Olmstead-Rose said. And try¬ 
ing to get a word in edgewise 
against Brown, who really 
does not like the political 
power of the lesbian and gay 
community — but agrees that 
Lumpkin went too far in his 
comments. 

Sad sight last week at the 
swearing in of Wayne Friday 
as Police Commissioner by 
Mayor Jordan: Candidate for 
City Attorney Neil Eisenberg 
standing in the back of the 
room, looking a little nervous 
and out of place as incumbent 
City Attorney Louise Renne 
walked by. Eisenberg’s not 
popular in many segments of 
the gay community because 
of his pro-bono support of Po¬ 
lice Captain Richard Cairns 
on charges stemming from 
the October 6, 1989 Castro 
Street police activist con¬ 
frontation. They also note 
that Eisenberg lost most of 
that case when the Police 
Commission found Cairns 
guilty of misconduct charges 
and suspended him from the 
force for 45 days without pay 


for unauthorized use of force. 

And, I guess this little item 
has to be filed in the Only in 
San Francisco department. 
After seeing that Dr. Troga- 
wa Rinpoche, the renowned 
Tibetan healer from Chakpori 
Ling, was going to make a 
rare Bay Area appearance, I 
went to pay my respects and 
took my pal Doug. My curios¬ 
ity was really picqued be¬ 
cause the ad said that the 
Lama would possibly speak 
on a Buddhist perspective 
about HIV and AIDS, the 
mind, and death and dying. 
After all, this is the center of 
the epidemic and more than 
12,000, mostly gay, have died 
here. The talk was co-spon- 
sored by the Gay Buddhist 
Fraternity and the local chap¬ 
ter of Dharmadhatu — that’s 
an international Buddhist sect 
whose own bisexual leader, 
Thomas F. Rich, died at the 
old Pacific Presbyterian Hos¬ 
pital of AIDS under an as¬ 
sumed name. But not before 
he had unprotected sex and 
infected a young male stu¬ 
dent who then infected his 
girlfriend. It was a major 
scandal a couple years back. 

Well, Dr. Trogawa was a 
big bust, one-time physician 
to the Dalai Lama or not. He 
arrived late, his translator 
wasn’t up to speed, and by 
the time I made my obei¬ 
sances and walked out 40 
minutes into his very boring 
talk, the Lama hadn’t said 
one word about AIDS or HIV 
or anything about sex. Worse, 
he didn’t even directly ac¬ 
knowledge the Gay Buddhist 
Fraternity in his introductory 
remarks. And, I’d gotten all 
dressed up in my best Ti¬ 
betan Buddhist yogi oufit just 
for the occassion. Come to 
think of it, why do they call it 
the Gay Buddhist Fraternity? 
Aren’t there any Buddhist 
dykes? T

Marky's Dirty Underwear

A few weeks back, 
GLAAD’s New York 
chapter canceled plans 
to produce an anti-vio¬ 
lence television spot that 
would have featured singer 
and model Marky Mark. That 
decision was made after the 
underwear poster boy assault¬ 
ed a record company executive 
in Los Angeles. The police re¬ 
port filed by the bashing vic¬ 
tim stated that the altercation 
began when Marky Mark 
“started rnaking disparaging 
remarks about homosexuals.” 

Now, several GLAAD chap¬ 
ters are demanding that 
Marky’s designer briefs be re¬ 
placed with a pink slip. These 
chapters are calling for Calvin 
Klein to drop Marky Mark as 
a model in Klein’s high-profile 
underwear ads, which have 
targeted gay consumers. The 
Committee Against Anti-Asian 
Violence and the Anti-Violence 
Campaign have joined in that 
demand. 

The recent gay bashing in 
L.A. is but another addition to 
Marky Mark’s disturbing— and 
continuing — record of hate 
crimes. In 1986, Marky Mark 
attacked a group of African- 
American elementary school 
children. In 1988, he served 
time in jail for assaulting two 
Vietnamese men. 

Racism and homophobia 
should hardly be “fashionable.” 
Certainly, Calvin Klein needs 
to re-think his use of Marky 
Mark as company representa¬ 
tive and underwear spokes- 
model. Marky Mark has be¬ 
come a representative for big¬ 
otry, a model of intolerance, 
and the spokesperson for ha¬ 
tred in America. 

By dropping Marky Mark 
now, and telling the nation 
why, Calvin Klein could send a 
strong anti-violence message of 
his own.

Public TV Ignores 
Lesbian/Gay Public 

A new study challenges 
some old premises in the de¬ 
bate over public television. In 
particular, the study dispels 
the myth (promulgated by 
Right Wing bigots) that the 
Public Broadcasting System fa¬ 
vors liberal points of view and 
promotes a “homosexual agen¬ 
da.” The findings of this inde¬ 
pendent, national study appear 
in the September/October is¬ 
sue of Extra! magazine, which 
is published by the media 
watchdog group Fairness & 
Accuracy in Reporting (FAIR). 

After examining the types 
of people who appear as 
sources in a large sample of 
public TV programs (1,644 
sources, appearing in 423 seg¬ 
ments in 114 programs), the re¬ 
searchers could not find a sin¬ 
gle representative of a gay or 
lesbian organization. In fact, 
lesbian and gay activists were 
totally absent from public af¬ 
fairs programming in the time 
period studied. 

The authors conclude that 
public television under-repre¬ 
sents “slighted constituencies” 
— including women, people of 
color, lesbians and gays. In do¬ 
ing so, the Public Broadcasting 
System has not fulfilled its 


Congressionally-mandated mis¬ 
sion. That mission, as set forth 
in a 1967 Carnegie Commis¬ 
sion Report, insists that the 
purpose of public television is 
to “help us see America whole, 
in all its diversity” and “pro¬ 
vide a voice for groups in the 
community that may otherwise 
be unheard.” 

Contact the management of 
your local PBS television sta¬ 
tion and advise them to care¬ 
fully study the results of this 
new study. Public television 
has yet to adequately serve the 
lesbian and gay public It’s a 
simple matter of fact.

Instead, 
the board voted to continue 
the state’s prohibition of text¬ 
books that “accept or advo¬ 
cate” homosexuality (California 
is not much better off, by the 
way, since our own state law 
requires that all public school 
textbooks “teach honor and re¬ 
spect for monogamous, hetero¬ 
sexual marriage”). 

Obviously, these board 
members could benefit from a 
little remedial education in hu¬ 
man sexuality, not to mention 
human dignity.

Oregon Supreme Court 
Clears Way For 
"Nazification"

Two recent court actions 
have given the Oregon Citi¬ 
zens Alliance the green light 
in its efforts to pass local anti¬ 
gay rights ordinances and a 
new statewide initiative de¬ 
scribed as a watered-down 
version of Ballot Measure 9. 

OCA backers may now be¬ 
gin collecting petition signa¬ 
tures to place a proposed con¬ 
stitutional amendment on the 


November 1994 general elec¬ 
tion ballot. The Oregon 
Supreme Court approved a ti¬ 
tle for the “Colorado-style” 
measure, clearing the way for 
such action. 

Opponents of the measure 
suffered a blow following the 
court’s decision to remove the 
word “discrimination” from 
the ballot title (a brief summa¬ 
ry of the proposed measure 
that appears on the ballot and 
initiative petitions). The

OCA’s original title read: 
“Amends Constitution: Pro¬ 
hibits Minority Status and 
Expressing Approval of Ho¬ 
mosexuality,” but Attorney 
General Ted Kulongoski con¬ 
cluded that did not accurately 
describe the intent of the 
measure. Last month he is¬ 
sued a reworked title: 
“Amends Constitution: Gov¬ 
ernments Cannot Bar Dis¬ 
crimination Against Homo¬ 
sexuals, Approve Homosexu- 
lity.” 

Gay rights backers hailed 
Kulongoski’s move, believing 
Oregonians would be less in¬ 
clined to vote for a measure 
that bolstered sanctioned dis¬ 
crimination. The state 
Supreme Court subsequently 
removed the word “discrimi¬ 
nation,” saying it should be 
avoided “because of the nega¬ 
tive context in which that 
word normally is used.” The 
new — and final — title reads: 
“Amends Constitution: Gov¬ 
ernments Cannot Approve, 
Create Classifications Based 
on Homosexuality.” 

“The Supreme Court’s ac¬ 
tion is disappointing because 
I don’t think voters would 
have felt comfortable voting 
for something that essentially 
endorsed discrimination,” 
says John Baker of the Sup¬ 
port Our Communities Polit¬ 
ical Action Committee (SOC 
PAC), which was formed in 
response to the OCA’s current 
campaign to pass 33 local 
anti-gay rights initiatives. “But 
I also think Oregonians will 
vote on whether they approve 
of people being gay. For 
them, that’s the real issue, not 
‘special rights’ or ‘discrimina¬ 
tion.’ I think we just have to 
keep working on our efforts 
to educate the public about 
who we are so they’ll be able 
to make that leap from think¬ 
ing it’s not okay to be gay to 
believing that yes, in fact, it’s 
perfectly okay.” 

Although admittedly 
pleased “discrimination” was 
bumped for the title, OCA 
chairman Lon Mabon ex¬ 
pressed disappointment that 
the catch phrase “minority 
status” — code in OCA circles 
for “special rights” — was also 
removed. However, he de¬ 
scribed the title as a “compro¬ 
mise” that “fairly represents 
what the initiative says.” 

Wanted: 89,000 bigots 

The OCA must gather 
valid signatures of 89,000 vot¬ 
ers by next July to place its 
statewide initiative on the bal¬ 
lot. Those on both sides of 
the issue admit the group will 
have little difficulty doing so, 
in light of the fact that nearly 
640,000 Oregonians supported 
Measure 9, an extremely- 
worded initiative that sought 


to declare homosexuality “ab¬ 
normal, wrong, unnatural, 
and perverse.” 

The American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union has filed suit in 
Marion County Circuit Court 
to keep the statewide initia¬ 
tive off the ballot. The suit in¬ 
cludes an agrument that the 
initiative violates the U.S. 
Constitution’s requirement 
that states have a representa¬ 
tive form of government. The 
Portland City Council voted 
unanimously to join the law¬ 
suit. Portland is one of three 
Oregon cities that have ordi- 
naces prohibiting discrimina¬ 
tion based on sexual orienta¬ 
tion, all of which would be in¬ 
validated by passage of the 
statewide initiative. 

City officials’ concerns 
don’t end there, however. 
“Larger groups should not be 
able to deprive smaller 
groups of their rights of gov¬ 
ernment protection from dis¬ 
crimination,” says Portland 
City Attorney Jeff Rogers. 

The ACLU is currently 
working to persuade officials 
in Corvallis and Ashland — 
the two other cities with anti- 
discrimination ordinances—to 
become parties in the lawsuit. 

In related news, the ACLU 
is appealing a court ruling in 
Clackamas County that allows 
local elections to be held next 
month on anti-gay/lesbian 
rights measures. The ACLU 
filed the appeal with the Ore¬ 
gon Court of Appeals on Au¬ 
gust 23, arguing a new state 
law, House Billl 3500, pro¬ 
hibits local elections on char¬ 
ter provisions dealing with 
sexual orientation. 

Clackamas County Circuit 
Court Judge Patrick Gilroy re¬ 
fused to halt the September 
21 elections in Estacada and 
Molalla, stating the law was 
not intended to remove from 
citizens their right to vote on 
such matters. 

HB 3500 says cities and 
counties cannot “enact or en¬ 
force” charter provisions, or¬ 
dinances, or policies that “sin¬ 
gle out groups of citizens on 
the basis of sexual orienta¬ 
tion.” The ACLU describes 
the word “enact” as meaning 
“to make into law.” ACLU of¬ 
ficials say that should include 
the act of voters passing ini¬ 
tiatives, which, in essence, is 
“making law.” 

Political observers and 
state officials say even if the 
elections are held and voters 
approve the anti-gay rights 
initiatives, the measures will 
not be enforced, due to HB 
3500. If the Oregon Court of 
Appeals does not intervene, 
mail-in ballots will be sent to 
voters in Estacada and Molal¬ 
la by August 30. 

On the flip side, opponents 
of gay rights are using 
HB3500 as a way to keep ex¬ 
isting anti-discrimination mea¬ 
sures from being enforced. 
Paul deParrie, a vocal anti¬ 
abortion and anti-gay rights 
activist, filed suit asking a 
judge to enjoin Portland and 
Multnomah Counties from en¬ 
forcing ordinances or policies 
he alleges give special prefer¬ 
ence based on sexual orienta¬ 
tion. Portland’s ordinance, 
passed by the city council in 
1991, extends civil rights pro¬ 
tections based on sexual ori¬ 
entation in employment, 
housing, and public accommo¬ 
dations. The suit contends 
phrases such as “sexual orien¬ 
tation” are code words for 
“gay and lesbian issues,” and 
that gays have received spe¬ 
cial treatment by city and 
county officials. 

A hearing date for the 
complaint has not yet been 
scheduled. T

Colorado Group 
Issues Urgent Appeal

Christians must be able to 
hate, homosexuals should be 
quarantined and stoned to 
death, and tolerance enslaves: 
these are all concepts being 
taught from pulpits in Col¬ 
orado Springs. 

It’s a town where the may¬ 
or openly calls gay people 
queers; the Colorado for Fam¬ 
ily Values leader says it is not 
about God or homosexuality 
— it’s about “who carries the 
biggest stick” — as he an¬ 
nounces a fundraising drive 
to raise $1,000,000 to support 
anti-gay legislation; America 
for Family Values announces 
nationwide organization to 
enact legislation that denies 
equal rights and opportunity 
to gays and lesbians, as the 
Coalition on Revivalism an¬ 
nounces its move to Colorado 
Springs to be near supportive 
groups — the common objec¬ 
tive is a theocracy in America 
in 20 years. These are all ex¬ 
amples of daily events in Col¬ 
orado Springs. 

And there’s more: cars are 
driven off road, a psychother¬ 
apist has crosses carved in his 
hands, windows are broken, 
friendly business owners and 
churches are harrassed, gays 
and gay supporters are intim¬ 
idated and threatened, hate 
posters are appearing all over 
town, the KKK is holding ral¬ 
lies, news media are blacking 
out gay-friendly news. Now 
the phrase “celebrate diversi¬ 
ty” has become fighting 
words. 

But in the face of over¬ 
whelming odds, Ground Zero, 
a human rights advocacy or¬ 
ganization of 250 members 
working in the gay, lesbian, 
bisexual and transgendered 
community, struggles to sur¬ 
vive and to fight the right an¬ 
other day. That fight, and 
Ground Zero itself, are cen¬ 
tered in Colorado Springs, 
“the Belly of the Beast,” home 
to sixty national and interna¬ 
tional fundamentalist organi¬ 
zations with more of the same 
on the way. 

Ground Zero organizers tell 
the Bay Area Reporter it 
is a non-profit (501 (c)(3) pend¬ 
ing) human rights advocacy 
organization seeking to coun¬ 
teract — through education, 
coalition-building, and com¬ 
munity outreach — the reli¬ 
gious right’s political agenda 
of intolerance and discrimina¬ 
tion, particularly in its attack 
on gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgendered people. 

Until now, this small 
group has done miraculous 
things with money raised lo¬ 
cally, from members and 
from small fundraisers. It has 
sent out tens of thousands of 
documents to hundreds of or¬ 
ganizations nationally that are 
fighting similar fights and are 
starved for guidance and 
background; produced a radio 
series on the issues, designed 
for national distribution on 
educational and college sta¬ 
tions, and a video documen¬ 
tary on gay civil rights just re¬ 
leased across the nation; gen¬ 
erated thousand of interviews 
and news articles; debated the 
devil at every corner; 
marched; and educated. 

But the opposition threat¬ 
ens to overtake this intrepid 
band with the sheer might of 



money and power. Ground 
Zero organizers say it must 
grow if it is to continue, and 
must raise more money if to 
be successful. 

Numerous projects are 
planned, including a new 
video, expanded information¬ 
al services, a national infor¬ 
mational BBS, a major multi- 
media campaign, but they all 
are on hold awaiting funding; 
their combined costs will be 
in excess of $100,000. 

Donations of any size are 
desparately sought. Checks 
and money orders may be 
sent to Ground Zero, in care 
of P.O. Box 1982, Colorado 
Springs, Colorado 80901. 
Those who would like to 
donate through their Visa or 
Mastercard may also write to 
the same address, including 
their name, card number, ex¬ 
piration date, and amount to be 
charged. . 

Ground Zero’s fundraising 


plans, somewhat reminiscent 
of public broadcasting pledge 
drives, include bonuses avail¬ 
able to donors who send over 
the designated amounts and 
indicate a desire to receive 
them with the donation letter: 

•A sustaining member¬ 
ship of $25 or more gets the 
Ground Zero newsletter and 
continuing information.

New Shocker in Meholick Case 

Expert Opinion is that Court Document Was Forged

The case of Larry Mehol¬ 
ick, the former U.S. sailor 
now serving time at Ft. Leav¬ 
enworth, Kansas, on charges 
he committed forcible sod¬ 
omy on two shipmates, has 
taken another strange turn. 
An expert on handwriting 
now claims at least one of the 
affidavits filed by the purport¬ 
ed victims may have been 
forged. 

Elaine Senko, an expert 
with Associated Document 
Examiners of Arlington, Vir¬ 
ginia, examined three affi¬ 
davits and says it is “highly 
probable” as “a conditional 
opinion” that “the same indi¬ 
vidual who wrote the signa¬ 
ture as Joseph DeSantis [the 
special agent of the Naval In¬ 
vestigative Service who inter¬ 
viewed the three com¬ 
plainants] also wrote the sig¬ 
nature and initials as Rick 
Swenson [one of the sailors 
who testified against 
Meholick].” 

Senko’s extensive back¬ 
ground in the field of docu¬ 
ment examination dates back 
to 1978, and includes study in 
five states with such teachers 
as Felix Klein, a Certified 
Document Examiner who has 
served as a consultant to the 
United Nations. She is 
schooled in techniques of 
forgery identification, forensic 
document examination, and 
even the “Effects of Medica¬ 
tion/Disease in Handwriting.” 

Senko based her appraisal 
of the Swenson document on 
“factors including measure¬ 
ments, initial strokes, termi¬ 


nal strokes, letter formations, 
spacing, speed of writing, and 
other empirical data.” She has 
offered to prepare exhibits 
“that will graphically demon¬ 
strate how [she] arrived” at 
her conclusion after an exam¬ 
ination that covered “conspic¬ 
uous characteristics ([such as] 
general letter formations, 
spacing, speed of writing, 
etc.), but also the inconspicu¬ 
ous characteristics ([such as] 
pressure pattern, proportions,, 
connections, etc.) 

According to Mike Meyer, 
an activist working for 
Meholick’s release, there is 
ample reason to suspect De¬ 
Santis of forgery: one of the 
complainants, James B. Jones, 
admitted on the stand that his 
most famous statement in his 
affidavit — “Meholick was try¬ 
ing to fuck me in the ass!” — 
was a lie. The presiding offi¬ 


cer at Meholick’s court mar¬ 
tial found that DeSantis “sub¬ 
orned perjury” from Jones 
when taking his statement. 

Meyer told the Bay Area 
Reporter he has brought the 
suspected forgery to the atten¬ 
tion of Secretary of Defense 
Les Asp in in a 38-page letter. 
“I never expected to get an 
answer,” he said, and to date, 
he hasn’t. 

Meholick’s most recent 
hearing was in April, where 
his request for parole was de¬ 
nied. According to Meyer, “ir¬ 
regularities in procedure” at 
that hearing have led to an 
appeal of the decision. 

Unfortunately, the official 
now charged with overseeing 
that appeal is the Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy (Man¬ 
power and Reserve Affairs). 
That position has not yet 
been filled by the Clinton Ad¬ 
ministration. ▼ 


Were Meholick's 
Civil Rights Violated?

Sources close to Larry 
Meholick, a 44-year-old gay 
sailor convicted on (potential¬ 
ly bogus) rape charges, say that 
military otlicials have begun 
an investigation into Mehol¬ 
ick’s claims that his civil 
rights have been violated dur¬ 
ing his imprisonment. 

The Inspector General at 
the U.S. Disciplinary Bar¬ 
racks at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kansas, where Meholick is in¬ 
carcerated, opened an investi¬ 
gation earlier this month, said 
Michael Meyer, spokesperson 
for the Free Larry Meholick 
Ad-Hoc Committees of Amer¬ 
ica. Meyer, who regularly 
talks to Meholick over the 
phone, said that among the 
charges being looked into are 
claims that privileged attor¬ 
ney-client conversations were 
bugged and that Meholick’s 
mail has been tampered with. 

Glenview, Illinois resident 
Bob Spriggs, one of 
Meholick’s lawyers, con¬ 
firmed Meyer’s report. “The 
investigation covers his entire 
imprisonment, ranging from 
all of [Meholick’s] time at 
Fort Leavenworth back to 
Miramar,” Spriggs said. 
Meholick began serving time 
on his six-year sentence in 
June 1991 in the Navy Consol¬ 
idated Brig at Miramar, just 
outside of San Diego. He was 
transferred, without being 
told why, to maximum cus¬ 
tody at Fort Leavenworth in 
February of this year after 
media interest in Meholick’s 


case began to swell in San 
Diego. 

A spokesperson for the 
Kansas facility said she could 
not comment on the case. “I 
can’t confirm or deny” the in¬ 
vestigation, said Janet Wray, 
public information officer at 
Fort Leavenworth. “The reg¬ 
ulations concerning investiga¬ 
tions are very narrow,” she 
said, adding that she would 
not be able to answer such a 
question about any prisoner. 

“Any time an Inspector 
General from the Defense De¬ 
partment starts an investiga¬ 
tion, you’ve got yourself one 
hell of a bit of interest in the 
case,” said Spriggs. “This is a 
very big deal.” 

The investigation is the re¬ 
sult of pressure put on the 
Defense Department, both by 
grassroots activists and by 
members of Congress who 
have taken an interest in 
Meholick’s case, Spriggs said. 
“This is a product of putting 
the pressure on. Thank God 
for all the pressure.” 

Meyer agreed. “There’s a 
tremendous amount of mail 
directed to Fort Leaven¬ 
worth, as well as to the White 
House, concerning Meholick’s 
well-being,” he said. Much of 
the grassroots effort on the 
sailor’s case is being generat¬ 
ed by the Free Larry 
Meholick committees, which 
are based in Washington, 
D.C.; Fayetteville, N.C.; 
Kansas City; New York; and 
Los Angeles. Other networks 
of activists from Connecticut, 
West Virginia and Arizona 


have also been working on 
the case, Meyer said. 

A decorated Vietnam vet¬ 
eran, Meholick was charged 
with forcible sodomy in 1989, 
two months after he exposed 
a senior officer for embez¬ 
zling funds on his ship. 
Meholick admitted to having 
consensual sex with each of 
the four men who accused 
him of rape, but says the 
charges were fabricated in re¬ 
taliation for his whistle-blow¬ 
ing. 

According to Meholick’s 
lawyers, two of the men who 
made the accusations recant¬ 
ed their testimony before 
Meholick’s court-martial and 
a third, while testifying on 
the witness stand, admitted 
that he lied and that the sex 
was consensual. Furthermore, 
a confession made by 
Meholick and used against 
him in his trial was obtained 
while he was still hospitalized 
and taking anti-depressant 
medication because of a sui¬ 
cide attempt. 

“He’s had his rough times 
in Leavenworth and Miramar, 
but they aren’t anything com¬ 
pared to the violation of his 
constitutional rights in his tri¬ 
al,” Spriggs said. 

The highest appeals court 
in the military system should 
decide by September 15 
whether or not it will hear 
Meholick’s case. If the court 
does hear his case and rules 
in his favor, Larry Meholick 
could be a free man before 
the year is out. ▼

Perry and Thrust of Compromise: 
Watkins Speaks Out About the Ban

The following is an inter¬ 
view with Perry J. Watkins, 
Sergeant First Class, U.S. 
Army, (Retired). Watkins was 
drafted into the army despite 
his admission that he was 
gay. He served this county for 
15 years, and when the Army 
decided to put him out, 
Watkins took it to court. Af¬ 
ter more than nine years of 
court battles, he won. The 
U.S. Supreme Court upheld 
the Ninth Circuit Appeals 
Court decision, requiring the 
Army to consider him for 
reenlistment without regard 
to his sexual orientation, be¬ 
cause they had previously al¬ 
lowed him to serve as an 
openly gay — and in the 
Army’s own admission, “ex¬ 
emplary” soldier. 

James Tanner: Perry , you 
served 15 years in the 
military as an openly gay 
man. Would you say you 
were successful, and why or 
why not? 

Perry Watkins: Yes, I was 
extremely successful. The pri¬ 
mary reason is the fact that I 
communicated with my fel¬ 
low soldiers. 

People fear what they do 
not understand. If all they 
hear about gays and lesbians 
are rumors, lies, propaganda, 
and rhetoric, then that is what 
they will base their actions 
on. Because people could al¬ 
ways discuss with me things 
that concerned them, they felt 
comfortable with me. I was 
able to prevent homophobic 
activity by making people feel 
comfortable enough to not 
see me as a threat, but to re¬ 
spect me as a member of 
their team, their unit, and 
even as a friend. Something 
impossible to do without com¬ 
munication. 

How do you feel about the 
“don’t ask, don’t tell” 
compromise? 

Obviously, since it severely 
restricts communication, I do 
not feel it is in the best inter¬ 
est of either the gay or non¬ 
gay service member. We 
must work to increase com¬ 
munications, not limit them. 

The fact that [during my 
service] no disrespect toward 
any service member would be 
tolerated made everyone per¬ 
form at their best, even those 
who did not like or agree 
with my presence. I certainly 
view [the “don’t ask, don’t 
tell” policy] as a step in the 
wrong direction, particularly 
since we do not live in an eli¬ 
tist society. 

My own decision contained 
absolutely no compromises, 
and no other service member 
should have to serve with 
compromises. If experience is 
the best teacher, then all it 
takes to lift the ban complete¬ 
ly is obedience to orders and 
dedication to mission accom¬ 
plishment. 

What do you believe, as a 
community, we need to 
work towards and focus on? 

I presume you mean 
specifically in the area of to¬ 
tally lifting the ban. I think 
our initial efforts lacked a 
positive element. Discussing 
specific areas of concern, such 
as “barracks justice” and “the 
dreaded shower room,” and 
offering positive, tried and 


proven solutions to these very 
valid concerns, would lessen 
the effectiveness of the oppo¬ 
sition’s fear tactics consider¬ 
ably. After all, do you think 
bungee jumping would be as 
popular if all you heard was 
that the cord broke? 

Every bit as much money, 
energy, and effort should be 
directed by this community 
toward the exploration, devel¬ 
opment, and presentation of 
the success of being openly 
gay in the military, as has 
been devoted to highlighting 
the failure. 

Having had the experience 
of serving openly gay in the 
armed forces, what effect do 
think this compromise will 
have on those now serving? 

Not being able to define 
yourself within the system 
leaves people totally vulnera¬ 
ble. To pursue any type of 
orientation issue under the 
current policy would cause 
people to have to defend their 
personal conduct, even if per¬ 
sonal conduct was not a fac¬ 
tor. The policy not only re¬ 
quires one to remain closeted, 
but virtually locks the door 
behind them. 

You are obviously a front¬ 
runner in this issue, having 
won your case at the 
Supreme Court level in 
1990, and yet you seem to 
have been silent of late. 

Why? 

I’ve not been silent. I’ve 
been speaking at universities 
and organizations such as the 
National Lawyer’s Guild, the 
National Association of Black 
Journalists, and the American 
Association of Physicians for 
Human Rights, and of course 
gay, lesbian, and bi veterans 
organizations, to name a few. 
I’ve participated in pride ral¬ 
lies from as far away as Lon¬ 
don, England, and served as 
Grand Marshal, with Miriam 
Ben-Shalom, for New York 
City’s 1993 parade: things I’ve 
been doing since my first ral¬ 
ly in Seattle, Washington, in 
1982.1 seem silent because all 
of the attention has been on 
the political front and the 
people participating in that ef¬ 
fort. Since I was not asked to 
participate, I haven’t been 
heard from. 

Is racism a factor in the gay 
and lesbian community’s 
effort to deal with this 
issue? 

It certainly has been for 
me. Our leadership doled out 
credibility, not on the basis of 
impeccable credentials and 
unprecedented success, but 
on the basis of the color of 
the victims. 

To provide a powerful, 
credible, and convincing argu¬ 
ment for openly gay service 
members, the political and or¬ 
ganizational leadership appar¬ 
ently feels that [a history of] 
living in the closet, earning 
promotions and awards while 
passing as heterosexual, 
(which ceases once the orien¬ 
tation is known) — and pre¬ 
senting the image of “being 
treated like blacks prior to 
1948” when action is brought 
by the system — is necessary to 
qualify one to debate. 

[My] being openly gay, 
earning all promotions and 
awards, never being removed 
from a duty position, every 
day of a 15-year career; chal¬ 


lenging the policy for nine 
years in court; becoming the 
first gay person in the history 
of this nation to win approval 
from the United States 
Supreme Court to remain on 
active duty, with no compro¬ 
mises; that seems to have no 
credibility at all [to gay lead¬ 
ers]. 

Racism is certainly in no 
danger of becoming extinct in 
this community. 

Where are you going from 
here? 

I’m writing a book to help 
people understand what it 
takes to be a successful open¬ 
ly gay soldier. What being 
openly gay really means. 
How to deal with the fears, 
stereotypes, double standards, 
racism, and violence. Things 
that others can only guess 
about, I actually lived for 15 
years. I wasn’t in an isolation 
booth while I was in the 
Army, and I’m tired of being 
treated as if the experiment 
never happened. Simply re¬ 
peating that we are good sol¬ 
diers is not an effective deter¬ 
rent to the opposition. Unless 
we start dealing with issues 
directly, offering tangible, 
proven solutions, we will nev¬ 
er make any progress. 

Your years in the military 
proved that people can 
serve, be openly gay, 
receive promotions, 
positive evaluations, etc.

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Martin Luther King's Dream: 
Still Deferred, Still Potent 

The following speech was given by Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. at the Lincoln Memorial during the Civil Rights March of 
August 28, 1963 

I am happy to join with you today in what will go down in 
history as the greatest demonstration for freedom in the 
history of our nation. 

Five score years ago, a great American, in whose sym¬ 
bolic shadow we stand today, signed the Emancipation Procla¬ 
mation. This momentous decree came as a great beacon light 
of hope to millions of Negro slaves who had been seared in the 
flames of withering injustice. It came as a joyous daybreak to 
end the long night of their captivity. 

But one hundred years later, the Negro still is not free; one 
hundred years later, the life of the Negro is still sadly crippled 
by the manacles of segregation and the chains of discrimina¬ 
tion; one hundred years later, the Negro lives on a lonely is¬ 
land of poverty in the midst of a vast ocean of material pros¬ 
perity; one hundred years later, the Negro is still languished 
in the corners of American society and finds himself in exile 
in his own land. 

So we’ve come here today to dramatize a shameful condi¬ 
tion. In a sense we’ve come to our nation’s capital to cash a 
check. When the architects of our republic wrote the magnif¬ 
icent words of the Constitution and the Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence, they were signing a promissory note to which every 
American was to fall heir. This note was the promise that all 
men, yes, black men as well as white men, would be guaran¬ 
teed the unalienable rights of life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
hapiness. 

It is obvious today that America has defaulted on this 
promissory note in so far as her citizens of color are concerned. 
Instead of honoring this sacred obligation, America has given 
the Negro people a bad check; a check which has come back 
marked “insufficient funds.” We refuse to believe that there are 
insufficient funds in the great vaults of opportunity of this na¬ 
tion. And so we’ve come to cash this check, a check that will 
give us upon demand the riches of freedom and the security 
of justice. 

We have also come to this hallowed spot to remind America 
of the fierce urgency of now. This is no time to engage in the 
luxury of cooling off or to take the tranquilizing drug of grad¬ 
ualism. Now is the time to make real the promises of democ¬ 
racy; now is the time to rise from the dark and desolate valley 
of segregation to the sunlit path of racial justice; now is the 
time to lift our nation from the quicksands of racial injustice 
to the solid rock of brotherhood; now is the time to make jus¬ 
tice a reality for all God’s children. It would be fatal for the na¬ 
tion to overlook the urgency of the moment. This sweltering 
summer of the Negro’s legitimate discontent will not pass until 
there is an invigorating autumn of freedom and equality. 

1963 is not an end, but a beginning. And those who hope 
that the Negro needed to blow off steam and will now be con¬ 
tent, will have a rude awakening if the nation returns to busi¬ 
ness as usual. There will be neither rest nor tranquility in 
America until the Negro is granted his citizenship rights. The 
whirlwinds of the revolt will continue to shake the foundations 
of our nation until the bright day of justice emerges. 

But there is something that I must say to my people, who 
stand on the warm threshold which leads into the palace of jus¬ 
tice. In the process of gaining our rightful place, we must not 
be guilty of wrongful deeds. Let us not seek to satisfy our 
thirst for freedom by drinking from the cup of bitterness and 
hatred. We must forever conduct our struggle on the high 
plain of dignity and discipline. We must not allow our creative 
protest to generate into physical violence. Again and again we 
must rise to the majestic heights of meeting physical force with 
soul force; and the marvelous new militancy, which has en¬ 
gulfed the Negro community, must not lead us to a distrust of 
all white people. For many of our white brothers, as evidenced 
by their presence here today, have come to realize that their 
destiny is tied up with our destiny. And they have come to re¬ 
alize that their freedom is inextricably bound to our freedom. 
We cannot walk alone. And as we talk, we must make the 
pledge that we shall always march ahead. We cannot turn 
back. 

There are those who are asking the devotees of Civil Rights, 
“When will you be satisfied?” We can never be satisfied as long 
as the Negro is the victim of the unspeakable horrors of police 
brutality; we can never be satisfied as long as our bodies, 
heavy with the fatigue of travel, cannot gain lodging in the mo¬ 
tels of the highways and the hotels of the cities; we cannot be 
satisfied as long as the Negro’s basic mobility is from a small 
ghetto to a larger one; we can never be satisfied as long as our 
children are stripped of their selfhood and robbed of their dig¬ 
nity by signs stating “For Whites Only”; we cannot be satisfied 
as long as the Negro in Mississippi cannot vote and a Negro 
in New York believes he has nothing for which to vote. No! no, 
we are not satisfied, and we will not be satisfied until “justice 
rolls down like waters and righteousness like a mighty 
stream.” 

I am not unmindful that some of you have come here out 
of great trials and tribulations. Some of you have come fresh 
from narrow jail cells. Some of you have come from areas 
where your quest for freedom left you battered by the storms 
of persecution and staggered by the winds of police brutality. 
You have been the veterans of creative suffering. Continue to 
work with the faith that unearned suffering is redemptive. Go 
back to Mississippi. Go back to Alabama. Go back to South 
Carolina. Go back to Georgia. Go back to Louisiana. Go back 
to the slums and ghettos of our Northern cities, knowing that 
somehow this situation can and will be changed. Let us not 
wallow in the valley of despair. 

I say to you today, my friends, so even though we face the

Black Gays and Lesbians Made 
Welcome at Washington March

African-American lesbians 
and gays celebrated two mile¬ 
stones last weekend, during 
the 30th Aniversary March of 
the great 1963 civil rights 
March on Washington. One 
was that they were marching 
as a full-fledged contingent, 
without having to resort to 
the sit-in demonstration tac¬ 
tics necessary five years ago; 
the other was the gala they 
staged at the Kennedy Cen¬ 
ter, a musical tribute to Ba¬ 
yard Rustin, an openly gay 
black man who was the prin¬ 
cipal architect and unsung 
hero of the 1963 march. It was 
the first time African-Ameri¬ 
can lesbians and gays spon¬ 
sored an event at that presti¬ 
gious location. 

The march itself was, to 
most observers, a disappoint-

ment. Its sponsors had origi¬ 
nally projected a million par¬ 
ticipants, but scaled back 
those numbers as the day 
drew nearer. While some 
march leaders claimed that 
200,000 took part, official esti¬ 
mates put the number at 
75,000. By comparison, the 
1963 march drew 250,000, 
then the largest demonstra¬ 
tion the nation’s history, and 
the 25th Anniversary March 
drew a like number. 

Charlene Cheatam, co-chair 
of the D.C. Coalition of Black 
Lesbians, Gay men and Bi¬ 
sexuals, said, “If it wasn’t for 
the unions there wouldn’t 
have been a march, because a 
majority of the people were 
union-organized.” She said 
the union focus on the North 
American Free Trade Area 
(NAFTA) Treaty definitely 
set the overall tone of the 
day. 

"Like it was my march" 

She compared this march 
with the April one for gay 
and lesbian rights: “Because 
they had an African-American 
contingency, that made it (the 
April march) feel like it was 
my march. Now in this 
march, because there was a 
gay and lesbian contingency 
in an African-American 
march, it made it feel like my 
march. I felt connected to 
both of them and had my 
place in both of them.” 

Cheatam was one of four 
lesbians and gays to have spo¬ 
ken at the march, but never 
had the opportunity to speak: 
The speakers ran so late that 
before Cheatam’s turn at the

microphone came, the crowd 
was already moving down to¬ 
ward the main assembly at 
the Lincoln Memorial and the 
sound was turned off. 

The Kennedy Center musi¬ 
cal tribute to Rustin on Sun¬ 
day night, with a special guest 
appearance by pop diva 
Martha Wash, drew about 
1,700. It was staged by the Ba¬ 
yard Rustin Commerative Al¬ 
liance, an ad hoc group 
formed only two months pri- 
or. 

Rustin was the organizing 
genius behind the 1963 
march. His gayness was a 
source of contention at the 
time and one faction sought 
to have him removed from 
the role of principle organiz¬ 
er. But Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. and others stood be¬ 
hind Rustin, knowing he was 
integral to the success of the 
march. Many historians share 
that perspective, calling 
Rustin’s work indispensible. 

Cheatam noted the impor¬ 
tance of having the tribute at 
the Kennedy Center, “to have 
black gays and lesbians come 
out to their activity, in such a 
public space was special.” ▼

difficulties of today and tomorrow, I still have a dream. It is 
a dream deeply rooted in the American dream. I have a dream 
that one day this nation will rise up and live out the true mean¬ 
ing of its creed, “We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all 
men are created equal.” I have a dream that one day on the red 
hills of Georgia, sons of former slaves and the sons of former 
slave owners will be able to sit down together at the table of 
brotherhood. I have a dream that one day even the state of Mis¬ 
sissippi, a state sweltering with the heat of injustice, sweltering 
with the heat of oppression, will be transformed into an oasis of 
freedom and justice. I have a dream that my four little children 
will one day live in a nation where they will not be judged by the 
color of their skin, but by the content of their character. 

I have a dream today! 

I have a dream that one day down in Alabama - with its vi¬ 
cious racists, with its governor having his lips dripping with the 
words of interposition and nullification - one day right there in 
Alabama, little black boys and black girls will be able to join 
hands with little white boys and white girls as sisters and broth¬ 
ers. 

I have a dream today! 

I have a dream that one day “every valley shall be exalted and 
every hill and mountain shall be made low. The rough places 
will be made plain and the crooked places will be made straight, 
and the glory of the Lord shall be revealed, and all flesh shall see 
it together.” 

This is our hope. This is the faith that I go back to the South 
with. With this faith we shall be able to transform the jangling 
discords of our nation into a beautiful symphony of brotherhood. 
With this faith we will be able to work together, to pray together, 
to struggle together, to go to jail together, to stand up for free¬ 
dom together, knowing that we will be free one day. And this 
will be the day. This will be the day when all of God’s children 
will be able to sing with new meaning, “My country ’tis of thee, 
sweet land of liberty, of thee I sing. Land where my fathers died, 
land of the pilgrim’s pride, from every mountain side, let free¬ 
dom ring.” And if America is to be a great nation, this must be 
true. 

So let freedom ring from the prodigious hilltops of New 
Hampshire; let freedom ring from the mighty mountains of New 
York; let freedom ring from the heightening Alleghenies of Penn¬ 
sylvania; let freedom ring from the snow-capped Rockies of Col¬ 
orado; let freedom ring from the curvaceous slopes of California. 
But not only that. Let freedom ring from Stone Mountain of 
Georgia; let freedom ring from Lookout Mountain of Tennessee; 
let freedom ring from every hill and molehill of Mississippi. 
From every mountainside, let freedom ring. 

And when this happens, and when we allow freedom to ring, 
when we let it ring from every village and every hamlet, from 
every state and every city, we will be able to speed up that day 
when all God’s children, black men and white men, Jews and 
gentiles, Protestants and Catholics, will be able to join hands and 
sing in the words of the old Negro spiritual: “Free at last. Free 
at last. Thank God Almighty, we are free at last.”V

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Melissa Etheridge Sings Out

Melissa Etheridge is sky¬ 
rocketing to major rock and 
roll stardom. In 1992, she won 
the Grammy for Best Female 
Rock Performance. She head¬ 
lined an all-star cast during 
the Clinton Inauguration. 

And now she is getting top 
billing for the September 4 
AIDS special on ABC called 
In a New Light ’93, where 
she will sing “Silent Legacy,” 
a powerful song about 
teenage sexuality. The song, 
her personal favorite, is from 
her new “Yes I Am” album 
due out in October. 

Though Etheridge says she 
has always been openly gay, 
she has never talked about it 
publically. Until this exclu¬ 
sive interview for the Bay Area 
Reporter and the Lesbian 
News. 

Besides k.d. lang, Etheridge 
is the most prominent Amer¬ 
ican crossover rock star to be 
openly lesbian. Her debut al¬ 
bum “Melissa Etheridge” 
(1988) garnered rave reviews 
and went platinum — selling 
over one million copies. Her 
next two albums “Brave and 
Crazy” (1989) and “Never 
Enough” (1990) earned her 
gold records in the United 
States. All three albums went 
platinum worldwide. 

Just her attendance at the 
lesbian and gay Triangle Ball 
during President Clinton’s In¬ 
auguration was an event — es¬ 
pecially since she was much 
in demand by the MTV 
“Rock The Vote” crowd and 
had performed for the Clin¬ 
tons with such music giants 
as Aretha Franklin. 

So Etheridge’s “official 
coming out” was a surprising 
moment. When gay favorite, 
TV-horror hostess Elvira, 
Mistress of the Dark, lamented 
to the black-tie revellers at 
the Triangle Ball that she 
wasn’t gay — “but I could be 
talked into it” — lang planted 
a huge kiss on Elvira’s lips. 
Just as lang disengaged, 
Etheridge swung around and 
smacked Elvira as well, lang 
later told the crowd that com¬ 
ing out was the “best thing” 
she had ever done. Etheridge 
said she was happy to have 
been a lesbian all her life. 
Then the two lesbians hugged 


to the delight of everyone. 
Later, at the March on Wash¬ 
ington, Etheridge was intro¬ 
duced as “one of our own.” 

“You know I’ve never been 
in the closet. I’ve never lied to 
anyone,” Etheridge says dur¬ 
ing the recent one hour and 
15-minute interview in West 
Hollywood. “When I was on 
tour and had albums and was 
doing press, I would say two 
people actually brought up 
the subject of sexuality and 
lesbianism. And I said, ‘You 
know, I choose to just talk 
about my music.’ And they 
never asked me: ‘Are you a 
lesbian?’ I never said no. 

"You have to say it." 

“I understand that for 
celebrities and famous people 
you’re in the closet if you 
don’t say you are. It’s differ¬ 
ent — you have to say it. But 
every single person I’ve 
worked with, every single 
person that is a friend, every¬ 
body who knows me in any 
way knows that I’m a lesbian 
and has always known. My 
record company — everyone. 
I’ve never hidden that. It’s 
just when it comes to press — 
I just didn’t put it in my bio.” 

Etheridge says that as her 
circle of gay friends widened, 
she started to meet more po¬ 
litically active gays and be¬ 
came involved with helping 
raise money for the Washing¬ 
ton D.G-based National Gay 
& Lesbian Task Force, 
among other groups. 

Etheridge credits Urvashi 
Vaid, former executive direc¬ 
tor of the Task Force, with 
expanding her political 
awareness. “She educated 
me,’’she says. “And the more 
educated I got, the more I re¬ 
alized that we have to have 
political equality, and the 
more I got involved in wom¬ 
en’s rights, the more it was 
very closely linked to gay 
rights. 

“I was never really politi¬ 
cally involved at all until 
about the last two or three 
years. Then it was just this 
sort of awareness. I turned 30 
and started thinking there’s 
more than just singing, play¬ 
ing, and having a good time. 
There’s a whole world. 
There’s a purpose some¬ 
where.” 


“She’s pretty in touch and 
she has a real committment 
to social change,” says Vaid, 
who was introduced to 
Etheridge about three years 
ago by Vaid’s girlfriend, 
comedienne Kate Clinton. 

“I think what I did was 
connect her to the move¬ 
ment,” Vaid says. “I asked her 
to do something [perform] 
and she said yes right away. 
Then hearing me and others 
talk about why it was impor¬ 
tant to be out in Los Angeles 
— she got it.” 

Etheridge also credits lang, 
who emerged on the music 
scene about the same time, 
with helping to break the ice 
before she became more pub¬ 
lic about her own sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

“[But] no matter how many 
people come out, it’s each per¬ 
son’s own personal journey. 
It’s basically the fear that peo¬ 
ple aren’t going to like you,” 
she says candidly. 

“Somewhere in the back ol 
my subconscious I’m just 
afraid that everyone’s going 
to leave. But you kind of have 
to fill up a space inside your¬ 
self to know that — ‘Hey, even 
if everybody did go away, I 
still like me. I love me.’” 

It is that core of courage — 
of having the fear but being 
who you are anyway — that 
perhaps enables Etheridge to 
perform with what has often 
been described as a power 
and depth of heartache simi¬ 
lar to that of the legendary Ja¬ 
ms Joplin. But unlike Joplin, 
Etheridge has made a con¬ 
scious decision to survive and 
prosper. 

Etheridge was born May 
29, 1961 at 1:15 p.m. (“for 
those who want to do my as¬ 
trological chart”) in Leaven¬ 
worth, Kansas, “the center of 
America.” 

A child of children of... 

“My parents grew up with 
dysfunctional alcoholic fami¬ 
lies. They were non-alcoholic. 
But they were children of al¬ 
coholics so there were a lot of 
unsaid things. A lot of unex¬ 
pressed emotions. Not a lot of 
love. Not a lot of anger. Hid¬ 
den anger, you know, but not 
expressed. Nothing was ex-

pressed. 

“So as a child I was just 
filled with all this stuff and 
where was I going to put it? 
Some children get angry and 
they do drugs and rebel. I 
went in the basement and 
wrote songs. I cultivated this 
anger and this fear and this 
sadness and longing into mu¬ 
sic.” 

But the response to her 
music brought her attention — 
she “received something back 
from it” — which became a 
powertul motivator. Her tal¬ 
ent made her feel different. 

“But” she adds, “I think 
every child thinks they’re dif¬ 
ferent, gay or straight. I think 
in this society, it’s so hard to 
be a child because there’s so 
much that’s not talked about,” 
particularly in connection 
with sexuality. 

Although turned off by al¬ 
cohol and drugs, Etheridge 
nonetheless says “I believe 
I’ve been addicted to love and 
relationships. I understand ad¬ 
diction. I understand where it 
comes from because I am the 
child of children of alcoholics. 
If I hadn’t been a singer I’d 
probably be an addict in 
some way.” 

Etheridge says she didn’t 
know she was a lesbian until 
she had a secret relationship 
with her best friend at 17. 
Looking back, “my whole life 
I was. But I never heard of it. 
Even when I was 17, I had 
not heard the word except 
you call someone a ‘lezzie’ in 
gym or something. But I did 
not understand what that 
meant.” 

With her best friend, how¬ 
ever, “it felt so natural. And I 
was so used to being inside 
myself, I thought this is just 
another thing that’s different 
about me.” 

"Yes, we're aware of this.” 

Before coming to Los An¬ 
geles at 20, Etheridge “came 
out” to her parents. Her fa¬ 
ther’s response “was simply, 
‘We were aware of this. Yes, 
we don’t understand it, but as 
long as you’re happy.’ I was 
very, very lucky. “ 

Of coming out to her 
mother, she says, “When 
someone has so many issues 
with themselves, it’s very 
hard to be tolerant and 
understanding of someone 
else’s. I never got any kind of 
response from her on any lev¬ 
el so this was nothing differ¬ 
ent. 

After her mother retired, 
when Etheridge was 24, they 
resolved their differences. 
“She just saw me being inde¬ 
pendent and self-supportive 
and happy and she just kind 
of learned and went, ‘There’s 
nothing wrong with this,”’ she 
says. Her mother now “em¬ 


braces” Etheridge and has be¬ 
come “a little activist herself.” 

Prior to 1987, when she 
was discovered by Chris 
Blackwell, founder of Island 
Records, Etheridge played 
twice a week in lesbian bars 
in Long Beach and Pasadena. 
“Those were great years — 
supportive years,” she remem¬ 
bers. 

Lesbian fans still swoon 
over Etheridge. Her attractive 
looks, her coy expressions, 
combined with the gritty 
voice she gives to the deli¬ 
cious, excruciating pain of 
heartache are an irresistible 
combination. And Etheridge 
clearly knows about the nu¬ 
ances of love lost, like stand¬ 
ing on a corner for hours 
watching an ex-lover’s win¬ 
dow. 

But Etheridge says it is a 
misconception to think one 
major broken heart inspired 
her. In fact, there were many. 

Not monogamous 

“All of my relationships 
overlap,” she says with a 
laugh, wondering whether to 
go on. “Each of my girlfriends 
who reads this is just going to 
cringe. But I have not been 
monogamous in my relation¬ 
ships until this last one of four 
years [with a filmmaker]. I 
have had many relations with 
women and I have had many 
lovers. Through the many 
types of relationships that I’ve 
had I have understood and felt 
lack of commitment or over¬ 
commitment or obsessiveness 
or wanting something and not 
getting it. I have also felt hurt¬ 
ing someone else. 

“There’s pain. I came to a 
point a couple of years ago 
[when] I realized, ‘You know 
what? You’re just going to 
have to feel pain to grow. 
You’re just going to have to 
feel pain to feel joy,”’ she says. 
“It’s a balance.” 

The agony, that triggered 
that awareness was the death 
of her father from cancer on 
August 8, 1991. “Never 

Enough” is dedicated to him. 

“If you had asked me what 
would hurt you most, I would 
say losing my father and that’s 
just what happened,” she says. 
“He meant very much to me 
professionally — he really sup¬ 
ported my career. He helped 
me a lot. Personally, he was 
understanding and just every¬ 
thing you could ask for in a fa¬ 
ther.” 

Melissa Etheridge is keenly 
aware that she can make a dif¬ 
ference in the lives of young 
people, but she doesn’t want 
to feel as if she’s preaching. “I 
don’t ever want to take advan¬ 
tage of the gift I have and ma¬ 
nipulate. I just want to be 
truthful and honest with my¬ 
self and put that in my music 
and hopefully be an example. 
And they can enjoy it and 
make it their own.” ▼

Gay Film Finally Opens in China

BEIJING (UPI) - The inter¬ 
nationally acclaimed Chinese 
film Farewell My .Concubine, 
initially banned for its 
portrayal of the Communist 
Party, began showing in Bei¬ 
jing Sunday, August 29, to ap¬ 
plause from the general pub¬ 
lic. 

The winner of the presti¬ 
gious “Golden Palm” award 
at the Cannes Film Festival, 
Farewell had premiered for 
a select audience in July in 
Beijing but was snubbed by 
conservative leaders worried 
more about its negative im¬ 
age of the party than its artis¬ 
tic value. 

After some light editing 
and the reported intervention 
of more open-minded party 
leaders, however, the Min¬ 
istry of Radio, Film, and 
Television has approved the 
film’s official opening date of 
September 1. 

An advance video copy of 
the film began playing to a 
packed house at one down¬ 
town cinema after midnight 
Saturday, and moviegoers 
welcomed it — despite a 150 
percent surcharge on tickets. 

“For me it was not contro¬ 
versial at all: I loved it,” said 
one woman, adding that she

had no problem with the 25 
yuan ($4.50) ticket price. 

The movie, directed by 
prominent Chinese filmmaker 
Chen Kaige, is a fictional sto¬ 
ry of a gay relationship be¬ 
tween two Peking Opera 
stars. It depicts their lifelong 
struggle to survive and per¬ 
form under modern China’s 
three most recent regimes. 

Conservative leaders were 
apparently angered by the 
demise of the protagonist un¬ 
der Communist rule in the 
1970s after he had managed 
to survive the 1930s and 1940s 


Japanese occupation and life 
under the Nationalist Chinese 
regime that was overthrown 
in 1949. 

But one ticket attendant at 
the Dahua movie theater in 
downtown Beijing said he 
could not imagine what all 
the fuss was about. 

“It is nothing but a story of 
an opera star,” said the em¬ 
ployee, who identified himself 
only as Wang. “I cannot imag¬ 
ine how some conservative 
leaders thought there was any 
political significance.” T

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Once a Queen's Assistant, 

Now a Buddy: One Man's Odyssey 


by Marv. Shaw 

“I’ve never been happier in 
my life!” exclaimed blonde, 
boyish Robin Olive as he 
talked with the B.A.R. about 
his life in the Bay Area, as a 
butler in the household of a 
prominent family — and as a 
buddy to AIDS patients in 
ELLIPSE, the San Mateo 
County AIDS Service. Seem¬ 
ingly an unusual combination, 
his two roles have been well- 
prepared for, stay well-bal¬ 
anced, and bring him satisfac¬ 
tions in depth. His history 
demonstrates how and why. 

Born in Lincolnshire, Eng¬ 
land 43 years ago, Olive de¬ 
veloped musical talents early. 
By the time he was 14, he had 
given his first public piano 
recital, and his interest soon 
thereafter extended to mas¬ 
tery of the organ. Music has 
remained a vital part of his 
life: his first acquaintance 
with U.S. life came in his 
young adulthood, when he 
did five tours of the Middle 
West, giving organ recitals 
followed by lectures. 

But while he was pursuing 
music, he also prepared earli¬ 
er for the vocation of being a 
butler. Intensive training at 
Nottingham Polytechnic in 
hotel management gave him 
the foundation, and he 
launched his career as a wait¬ 
er with the Anchor Hotels in 
Britain, rising rapidly to be¬ 
ing the general manager of 
one of their hotels in Doncast¬ 
er at the age of 22. 

However, the cold imper¬ 
sonality of the operation 
alienated him: once when he 
was ordered to fire a dear 
“washer-up” who was old and 
subject to accident when ob¬ 
served, he refused, saying that 
management would have to 
fire him first. When the old 
woman revealed that she had 
to leave her job anyway be¬ 
cause of failing health, she 
gave him a costly present for 
which she had saved up a 
good deal of her money. 
Olive realized then that he 
couldn’t go on with that job 
and resigned. 

Unleash the Queen Mum 

But his experience stood 
him in good stead, and he 
went to work for the Church 
of England as a manager of 
various festivities. He was 
also a participant at times, 
donning robes to carry a 
mace in ceremonies, includ¬ 
ing banquets, at London’s 
Guildhall. In these and other 
activities, he became acquaint¬ 
ed with the older British roy¬ 
als. 

They’re very gracious peo¬ 
ple with phenomenal memo¬ 
ries and a fine sense of hu¬ 
mor,” he recalled. Soon, what¬ 
ever the occasion, they came 
to recognize him, and the 
greeting was often, “Well, 
Hello, Robin, nice to see you 
again.” 

Delegated to serving the 
Duke of Edinburgh, he was 
often told by the Queen’s hus¬ 
band, “The usual, Robin.” 
And once in Grantham, when 
he and others greeted Queen 
Mother Elizabeth, she ex¬ 
claimed over the steeple of 
St. Wolfram’s Church, a me¬ 
dieval building. It became ob¬ 
vious at once that the sched¬ 
ule needed to be altered, and 
Olive and others had to rush

across town to prepare for a 
sudden royal visit. 

When the Queen Mother 
alighted at the church’s door, 
she spotted them at once and 
asked, “Did you have to run?” 

Recalling this part of his 
life, Olive observed, “In their 
lives the pageantry becomes 
everyday — and so it tended to 
be in mine as well.” 

As a matter of fact, Olive 
stated that what he missed 
about life in Britain was the 
historic buildings, the 
pageantry, the sense of histo¬ 
ry. What he does not miss is 
the weather. 

After emigrating to the 
U.S. in 1979, Olive settled in 
Houston, where he resumed 
being a butler, working for 
several years for a gay couple. 
But he also got involved with 
a group of young theatrical 
types, who established a the¬ 
ater much in the style of 
Beach Blanket Babylon. 
Called Risky Business, it was 
a changing satirical review, 
which eventually foundered. 

Nevertheless, Olive found 
it a wonderfully bonding ex¬ 
perience. “We all lived in one 
apartment and shared every¬ 
thing,” he remembered. At 
one time they were so 
strapped for funds they were 
living on two egg-salad sand¬ 
wiches a day each. 

The "gay cancer” strikes 

AIDS, known at that early 
stage as “gay cancer,” had 
struck, and the Risky Busi¬ 
ness crew, which had done 
some benefits for the local 
multiple sclerosis effort, was 
asked to do another to help fi¬ 
nance a house for AIDS pa¬ 
tients who had no other shel¬ 
ter. The guest of honor was a 
formerly very handsome man 
named Lord Mack. 

When he arrived, much en¬ 
feebled and marked with KS 
lesions, everyone shrank from 
him. Olive, appalled at this re¬ 
action and reacting compas¬ 


sionately, welcomed and em¬ 
braced the man. He counts 
this as the start of his involve¬ 
ment with helping those 
afflicted with the disease. 

That involvement was 
brought brutally home soon 
after, because Olive’s lover 
developed AIDS, and the 
Britisher nursed him for four 
years until the man’s death. 
Additionally, the theatrical 
troupe in Risky Business was 
decimated by 50 percent, be¬ 
cause of AIDS. 

When Olive came to San 
Francisco on holiday, he saw 
one of the annual AIDS 
Walks. In it was a man who 
carried a placard that said, “I 
am walking for my son’s life.” 
Olive decided to get involved 
locally because by that time, 
he had been offered the posi¬ 
tion he still holds: informed 
of ELLIPSE, he became a 
volunteer. 

“I see my buddy twice a 
week,” he explained. Asked 
about the rewards he has dis¬ 
covered in that experience, 
Olive was immediate and 
forthright: “There is a realiza¬ 
tion of the true meaning of 
friendship, and a closeness 
that is simple, deep, and 
strong.” 

Not that all is rosy bliss, 
Olive pointed out. “I have had 
buddies go into dreadful tem¬ 
per tantrums, burst into 
floods of unstoppable tears. I 
have had patients throw up 
on me in restaurants and col¬ 
lapse in such complete weak¬ 
ness that they had to be car¬ 
ried.” 

"It's okay” 

At such times, Olive has 
found that a look straight in 
the eye and a grasp of both 
hands, accompanied by the 
simple statement, “It’s okay,” 
will bring relief to both the 
buddy and his partner. 

Summing up the buddying 
experience, Olive says that it 
has helped him immeasurably 
to grow as a person. 

However, he has regrets 
about some things he has ex¬ 
perienced in the U.S. “The 
worst has been seeing how 
systems allow people to fall 
through the cracks, so to 
speak, especially those AIDS 
patients who can no longer 
work and have no other 
means to sustain themselves. 
It’s in these situations that 
ELLIPSE is a real help.” 

But in general, Olive likes 
Americans better than he 
does English people. “It’s the 
dynamic quality they have,” 
he said. 

As for the future, he in¬ 
tends to continue in much the 
same lifestyle, well-satisfied 
in his employment and devot¬ 
ed to his buddies. “I mean to 
stay in the Bay Area for 
many more years,” he af¬ 
firmed, adding that he would 
like to find a lover here and 
establish a shared home. 

“Finally,” he emphasized, 
“I would urge anyone to get 
involved as an AIDS volun¬ 
teer.”

tell her about his promiscuity 
and HIV-positive status. John¬ 
son says he was unaware of 
his infection at the time. 

Johnson announced in 
November 1991 that he had 
tested HIV-positive and was 
retiring from professional bas¬ 
ketball. The following year, 
he played on the gold-win¬ 
ning U.S. Olympics basket¬ 
ball team, briefly rejoined the 
Lakers, and then retired a 
second time. 

The trial is scheduled to

LANSING, MICHIGAN - 
A federal judge says a five- 
year-old girl may sue retired 
basketball star Earvin “Mag¬ 
ic” Johnson for loss of her 
mother’s companionship due 
to HIV infection. 


On Monday, August 24, 
U.S. District Judge Richard 
Enslen set limits on claims 
the girl, identified in court 
records only as “Infant Doe,” 
may level against the former 
Los Angeles Lakers guard. 
Enslen said the child may not 
claim damages for emotional 
distress because she was not 
present when Johnson and 
her mother, Waymer Moore, 
had a one-night liason in June 
1990. 


However, a claim would 
be in order based on loss of 
her mother’s companionship 
from AIDS-related illness, dis¬ 
ability, or death, said Enslen. 
Michael Bommarito, lawyer 
for Moore and her daughter, 
said the same damages could 
be had from that claim. 

Johnson has acknowledged 
having sex with Moore, a 
longtime friend. Her lawsuit 
claims Johnson refused to 
wear a condom and did not

Blood Bank Acknowledges False Positives 

GLENVIEW, Illinois - LifeSource Blood Services has begun 
contacting some 2,000 donors whose blood tested HIV-positive 
in a faulty test, to tell them they can once again donate blood. 

LifeSource said Wedoesday, August 25, it is sending out let¬ 
ters to the donors, asking them to come in and discuss the test, 
known as Elisa, which indicated they carried the virus. 

The Elisa HIV test is used first because it is quick and 
cheap. But because it is so unreliable, positive readings always 
are verified by a second test, the Western Blot. 

LifeSource recently decided to take advantage of a federal 
program that would allow the blood bank to start using the 
blood of donors who originally tested positive for HIV on the 
Elisa test but then tested negative on the Western Blot test. 

LifeSource is now in the process of contacting the 2,000 
donors whose blood was rejected to tell them their blood is ac¬ 
ceptable.

Mass. Innoculation of AIDS Vaccine 

BOSTON — Health officials disclosed Friday, August 27, 
that Massachusetts will conduct the nation’s first state-spon¬ 
sored tests of an AIDS vaccine. 

The brief announcement in Boston said trials of the drug, 
gp 160, would be conducted over a 15-month period at 12 sites 
across the state. 

Just when the trials would begin, or how many AIDS pa¬ 
tients would be involved, were not revealed. 

The announcement said the tests would be conducted in as¬ 
sociation with MicroGeneSys Inc. and the Wyeth-Ayerst Re¬ 
search Division.

CDC Preaches Against Herbs 

ATLANTA — Federal health officials are warning against 
the use of certain Chinese herbal remedies. 

On Thursday, August 26, The Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention said three Colorado children suffered life- 
threatening reactions when they were given Jin Bu Huan 
tablets for pain relief. 

The CDC said the consumption of such herbal remedies can 
have adverse health affects such as heart beat and breathing 
irregularities, especially among children. 

Herbal products are exempt from safety and effectiveness 
regulations because they are not marketed as drugs. 

The CDC said the public health implications are potentially 
great. A recent survey found three percent of respondents used 
an herbal medicine during the past year.

Exotic Dancer Ordered To Pay 
$18 Million for Passing HIV

MIAMI A jury has 
awarded $18 million to a Fort 
Lauderdale man whose wife, 
before they were married, in¬ 
fected him with HIV without 
telling him she knew she had 
tested positive. 

A Dade County Circuit 
Court jury on Wednesday or¬ 
dered Lucienne Wheeland, 
29, to pay the money to her 
former husband, Bruce Whee¬ 
land, 30. 

Marc Sarnoff of Miami, 
Bruce Wheeland’s lawyer, 
said Thursday, August 28, the 
case is believed to be the first 
in which a jury awarded dam¬ 
ages against a woman for 
knowingly infecting a man 
with HIV. He also said the 
amount of the award is appar¬ 
ently the largest of its kind. 

At a divorce hearing in 
April, Lucienne said she 
might have been told she was 
HIV-positive before she met 
Wheeland, but did not under¬ 
stand the implications until 
much later. 

Judge Alan Gold at the 
April divorce hearing ruled 
Lucienne’s testimony was not 
credible. He said medical 
records showed she knowing¬ 


ly had engaged in unprotect¬ 
ed sex while infected with 
HIV, despite warnings she 
could transmit the virus. 

He granted a divorce. The 
damage phase of the case con¬ 
cluded Wednesday. 

Wheeland was from Oma¬ 
ha, Nebraska, and Lucienne, a 
native of Brazil, was working 
as an exotic dancer. Sarnoff 
said the couple met on April 
21, 1989, the day Lucienne ar¬ 
rived in south Florida. 

Sarnoff said the couple 
had unprotected sex for four 
months before Lucienne told 
Bruce she was HIV-positive. 
Both were tested, Wheeland 
learned he was HIV-positive, 
and they decided to go ahead 
and get married. 

"Not a very active past" 

“At that time he didn’t 
know she had known all that 
time [that she was HIV-posi¬ 
tive],” Sarnoff said. “He didn’t 
know who had infected who, 
though he suspected her, be¬ 
cause he didn’t have a very 
sexually-active past.” 

Sarnoff said Wheeland 
then began to suspect his wife 
was having extramarital af¬ 
fairs when she failed to come 
home nights. He went 


through her purse and found 
the cards of two New York 
physicians. 

He went to Sarnoff, who 
subpoenaed the doctors’ 
records and learned Lucienne 
was being treated for HIV 
and had been informed of the 
diagnosis in 1987. In fact, 
Sarnoff said, she had been di¬ 
agnosed with AIDS on March 
7, 1989 — more than a month 
before coming to Florida. 

“Once he found out she 
had known two years before¬ 
hand [that she was HIV-posi¬ 
tive], he obviously became 
quite upset,” Sarnoff said. 

Wheeland, an unemployed 
security guard, now has full¬ 
blown AIDS. He called the 
award “bittersweet.” 

“But I’m glad we went all 
the way with it,” he said. 
“This may help others in the 
future.” 

Lucienne also is sick with 
full-blown AIDS and did not 
appear in court. She still faces 
the possibility of charges by 
the Dade County state attor¬ 
ney’s office and the possibility 
of deportation to Brazil for al¬ 
legedly providing immigra¬ 
tion officials with a false re¬ 
port saying she had tested 
negative for HIV. T

Tadd Glen Waggoner 

1945 - 1993 

Tadd died on August 30 the way he wanted it: at home, 
with the people he loved. With him were his mother, 
Edythe Atherton, of Mountain Home, Arkansas; his sis¬ 
ter, Evalyn Champion, of Ft. Worth, Texas; his ex-wife, 
Dianna Waggoner; his ex-lover, Chuck Baxter, and his 
friends, Craig Davidson, Marc Rosaaen, and Zooey (his 
Abyssinian cat), all of San Francisco. 

A gathering of his friends will be held at 7 p.m. on 
September 10 at the Metropolitan Community Church, 150 
Eureka. For further information please call Craig (641-4355) 
or Marc (585-4742). Tadd requested that, in lieu of flowers, 
contributions be made to the AIDS Legal Referral Panel. 

Tadd was born December 28,1945, in Mt. Vernon, Illinois 
and grew up in Kentucky and Arkansas. In 1967, he visited 
the City, and fell in love with it. In 1968, he married the 
incomparable Dianna. They were married for two years 
and she’s still Dianna Waggoner. Asked why, Tadd 
answered, “She loves me.” Tadd remained best friends with his three ex-lovers, Chuck, 
Rod Schaefer and Kris Anderson, and with Dianna’s husband Michael Alexander. 

Tadd worked as an editor for Daily Construction Service for 19 years, and for Otis 
Elevator for six. 

His passions were games, square dancing, bridge, and the stage. After college thea¬ 
ter his first role was a bit player in the City Players’ all-male production of “Marne” in 
1972. Later he played the (female) lead in “The Boyfriend,” and stole the show as the 
ditzy maid in “Blythe Spirit.” 

In 1973, Tadd came across a bridge book and studied it for three years, dealing out 
hands on the floor of his apartment. The first time he sat down at a bridge game he came 
in second of 12 pairs. 

Tadd was an active force in the gay square dance community beginning in 1983. He 
was a member of the Western Star Dancers, the Midnight Squares, and the Foggy City 
Dancers, singing calls in his lovely tenor voice. He was instrumental in bringing the In¬ 
ternational Association of Gay Square Dance Clubs convention to San Francisco in 1986. 

His legacy will be Quicktricks Bridge Club, the only gay bridge club sanctioned by 
the American Contract Bridge League, and the friendliest club anywhere. Quicktricks 
was the brainchild of Tadd and Dee Sauer, among others, and Tadd ran it for more than 
14 years, until his health forced him to retire early this year. He also taught beginning 
bridge classes, initiating at least 300 new players into what he knew was the best card 
game in the world. 

He was a charter member of the Plumas Poofters, an unorganized group of friends 
who spent holiday weekends at a cabin in the Sierras playing hearts, bridge, charades 
and every game that comes in a box. 

“Anyone for a game of hearts?” Tadd would ask, often at 3 a.m. 

Tadd wanted his ashes scattered around his cabin. 

Two of Tadd’s loves converged in 1990 when the fall North American Bridge Cham¬ 
pionships were held in San Francisco. Tadd (usually in men’s clothing) sang and danc¬ 
ed in the musical revue “There’s Nothing Like a Game,” which played nightly after the 
bridge games were finished. He reprised his role at the 1991 summer nationals in Las 
Vegas. 

This spring he was nominated for a Cable Car Award for distinguished service to the 
gay community. 

In July 1993 while in the hospital, Tadd received the ACBL’s Presidential Citation (rarely 
bestowed) in recognition of his remarkable contributions to bridge spanning almost two 
decades. 

On Memorial Day 1993, Tad won $1,000 on a $5 slot machine at Cal-Neva in Reno. 
There’s a terrific picture of Tadd and the slot, both smiling. Next time, he plans to go 
to Harold’s Club to play the slot machine the size of a grand piano.

ban, drafted by Senator Sam 
Nunn (D-Georgia), is so anti¬ 
gay some conservative legisla¬ 
tors are gleefully referring to 
it as “ban plus.” 

Liberal members of 
Congress had dogged Asp in 
for weeks about the Rand re¬ 
port, in hopes of obtaining the 
report before it came time to 
vote on “ban plus.” They now 
have their wish. 

“We hope it will affect the 
debate,” said Brendan Daly, a 
spokesperson for openly gay 
Representative Gerry Studds 
(D-Massachusetts). “We’re re¬ 
ally going to use it after re¬ 
cess. At 518 pages, it’s a very 
thorough, substantive report.” 

But other congressional 
sources were still unhappy 
with the timing. “What ticks 
us off is that this has been re¬ 
leased during recess, when 
everyone is away and press 
impact is minimal,” said 
David Vershure, spokesper¬ 
son for Representative Patri¬ 
cia Schroeder (D-Colorado). 
“It makes you wonder: Did 
Sam Nunn have to sign off on 
this, too?” 

Vershure said he was “not 
at all confident” that Rand 
would have an impact on the 
codification debate. “Rand is 
far more helpful in its long¬ 
term impact, such as in future 
court cases,” Vershure said. 
“It’s just another piece of the 
arsenal arguing for a conduct- 
based policy.” 

The potential results of the 
Rand report are hard to 
gauge, said Tanya Domi, di¬ 
rector of the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force’s 
Military Freedom Initiative. 
“You’d hope that it would 
give serious members of 
Congress pause before voting 
for a convoluted policy [‘ban 
plus’],” she said. “But given 
the fact that the politics of 
hysteria reign, I don’t know 
[how the codification effort 
will end]. We will certainly be 
making the case with the 


Rand report, I can tell you 
that.” 

Strategy in the House 

In the House of Represen¬ 
tatives, sources said, the best 
bet for nipping “ban plus” in 
the bud comes from a first- 
term member, Representative 
Martin Meehan (D-Mas¬ 
sachusetts), who sits on the 
House Armed .Services Com- 
mittee. 

Currently, the “ban plus” 
language is attached as an 
amendment to the defense au¬ 
thorization bill. Meehan 
would like to offer up another 
amendment that would leave 
Clinton’s compromise intact, 
and would not give any policy 
on gays in the military the 
force of law — in effect, nulli¬ 
fying “ban plus.” 

“We think the best way to 
go is the Meehan Amend¬ 
ment, which would leave 
these decisions up to the exec¬ 
utive branch,” Daly said. 
“That way, Congress wouldn’t 
vote at all on [the content of] 
the president’s policy.” While 
not a perfect solution, Daly 
added, “Unfortunately, at this 
point, that’s the best we could 
come up with.” 

Vershure said a “major 
selling point” of the Meehan 
language is that it provides 
political cover for all the mid- 
dle-of-the-road representa¬ 
tives, who would prefer to 
not be forced into a vote on a 
highly charged issue. 

“If we succeed with the 
Meehan Amendment, we’ve 
still got a bad policy,” Ver¬ 
shure explained. “But if we 
fail with the Meehan Amend¬ 
ment, we’ve got a bad policy 
that’s going to become a bad 
law, which is much harder to 
change.” 

But the Meehan Amend¬ 
ment faces a hurdle before it 
can ever come to a floor vote, 
due to a procedure followed 
in the House of Representa¬ 
tives, where (unlike in the 
Senate), any amendments to 
bills must first clear the Rules 
Committee. But, sources said, 
the Rand report will hopeful¬ 
ly aid in pushing the amend¬ 
ment through committee. T

Do you believe there is a 
lesson to be learned form 
your experience? 

I certainly do. Even if the 
government does not ac¬ 
knowledge it, the fact is that 
my service was an “unsolicit¬ 
ed experiment.” The control 
group was the U.S. Army and 
a policy stating homosexuali¬ 
ty is “incompatible with mili¬ 
tary service.” My serving as a 
documented openly gay sol¬ 
dier tested the validity of the 
policy. It began the day I was 
drafted. The Army acknowl¬ 
edged the experiment was an 
indisputable success, when 
they stated in court that Per¬ 
ry Watkins was an exemplary 
soldier. 

The U.S. Supreme Court 
validated this acknowledg¬ 
ment by reviewing the 
Army’s own documentation 
and then refusing to hear the 
argument that enforcing the 
policy was more important 
than the validity of the results 
of the experiment. In fighting 
the current homophobia I 
would certainly include, 
rather than ignore, techniques 
so effective that not one per¬ 
son has ever said they 
couldn’t serve with me be¬ 
cause they were “afraid I 
would look at them in the 
shower.” 

Building on what has been 
successful should certainly be 
a major part of any political 
or organizational effort. Gath¬ 
ering as much information as 
possible—from units in which 
I, Ben-Shalom, [Keith] Mein- 
hold, and others have, and 
are, serving to establish a true 
unbiased, non-political, factual 
data base, and from people 
who have served with openly 
gay and lesbian service mem¬ 
bers — would provide a very 
solid foundation and a credi¬ 
ble frame of reference to dis¬ 
credit the homophobic myths, 
lies, rhetoric, and conjec¬ 
ture. ▼

appealing that decision. 

Schwartz is the second 
judge in the United States to 
rule on the constitutionality 
of the military’s ban on gays 
and lesbians. In Monday’s 43- 
page ruling, he stated, “No 
governmental entity, even the 
military, can enact and en¬ 
force prejudicial policies with¬ 
out doing violence to constitu¬ 
tional guarantees.” Schwartz 
stated that regulations requir¬ 
ing discharge on the basis of 
sexual orientation violate the 
Fifth Amendment guarantee 
of equal protection. 


The Navy was ordered to 
reinstate Dahl, to eliminate 
all records and references to 
his sexual orientation, and en¬ 
joined not to take any adverse 
action against Dahl because 
of his sexual orientation or to 
seek to discharge him under 
any “purported authority” of 
DOD or Pentagon rules bar¬ 
ring lesbians and gays in the 
military. 

Schwartz reviewed and an¬ 


alyzed the Navy’s arguments 
in support of the ban and

then contended that the poli¬ 
cy of preventing sexual con¬ 
duct in the rank and file by 
prosecuting men and women 
who will not lie about their 
sexual orientation is inconsis¬ 
tent because they don’t pros¬ 
ecute those who “don’t tell.” 
Schwartz called the policy “il¬ 
logical.” 

In a sweeping opinion, 
Schwartz discounted Pen¬ 
tagon and official testimony 
which was heard in the Sen¬ 
ate Armed Services Commit¬ 
tee this spring, calling all of 
the reasons asserted, including 
those of Desert Storm leader 
General Norman Schwartz- 
kopf, “prejudicial on their 
face. The court may not give 
effect to such illegitimate 
fears and biases reflected in 
government policy, whether 
military or civilian.” 

Schwartz’s ruling targeted 
DOD policies which were in 
effect at the time of Dahl’s 
1982 discharge — not the cur¬ 
rent “don’t ask, don’t tell” pol¬ 
icy. 

Dahl said Monday he 
would consider reentering the 
Navy as a military attorney if 
Schwartz’s decision is not ap¬ 
pealed. ▼

Clinton to 
Religious Leaders: 
'Respect Diversity'

WASHINGTON - Presi¬ 
dent Clinton met with 250 re¬ 
ligious leaders Monday, Au¬ 
gust 30, and preached toler¬ 
ance of diversity and unity for 
the common good as the 
country moves into the 21st 
century. 

Clinton, who hosted the ec¬ 
umenical breakfast for the 
ministers in the East Room, 
quipped that he happily had 
received dispensation for his 
refreshing ten-day vacation at 
Martha’s Vineyard and was 
told that “I do not have to feel 
any guilt.” 

The president, who re¬ 
turned to the White House 
Sunday evening, said he 
wanted the get-together with 


the religious leaders to repre¬ 
sent a “new beginning ... as 
we rededicate ourselves for 
the purpose of why we’re 
here.” 

Clinton said he had an “in¬ 
teresting conversation” with 
some of the ministers at his 
table “on some of the things 

dividing this country as well 
as uniting them.” 

“I am often troubled, as I 
try to find a new way of com¬ 
mon purposes,” he said, that 
differences turn into a 
“screaming match.” 

“That does not mean that 
we have to minimize our dif¬ 
ferences or pretend that we 
don’t have deep convictions 
or run away from our honest 
differences,” he explained. “It 
means we have to find a way 
to talk with respect to one an¬ 
other.” T 


Lutheran Group Backs Gay 
Marriages and Ordinations

More than 500 Lutheran 
pastors, seminary professors, 
bishops, and church adminis¬ 
trators took a stand in sup¬ 
port of the ordination of les¬ 
bian and gays, and of ecclesi¬ 
astical recognition of gay rela¬ 
tionships, Friday, August 27. 

The clergy and religious 
workers are part of The Net¬ 
work To End Sexual Dis¬ 
crimination within the Evan¬ 
gelical Lutheran Church In 
America, which gathered in 
Kansas City during the bien¬ 
nial Assembly of the Evangel¬ 
ical Lutheran Church. 

The Network is predomi¬ 
nately composed of heterosex¬ 
uals who feel compelled to 
take a stand against the ban 
on married gay clergy and for 
religious recognition of les¬ 
bian and gay relationships in 
the denomination, according 
to Mahrya Monson, a 
spokesperson for the group. 

“As one who has held the 
office of bishop in the church, 

I cannot remain passive or 
silent,” said retired Bishop 
Stanley T. Olson. “I have wit¬ 
nessed the unscriptural bur¬ 
dens the ELCA has placed on 
all of its gay and lesbian 
members, whether lay or or¬ 
dained.” 

ELCA is a 5.3 million- 
member denomination that 
was formed in a 1988 merger 
between the American 
Lutheran Church and the 
Lutheran Church in America. 

The denomination current¬ 
ly has a policy that requires 
lesbian and gay clergy to re¬ 
main celibate, and does not 
officially sanction marriage 
ceremonies among same-sex 
couples. 

“It’s an extremely impor¬ 
tant issue and we are very 


hopeful,” Monson told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “Sooner 
or later the church will 
change its policy. The church 
usually acts later because it 
follows its people, and we’re 
out there in front, leading on 
this issue.” 

The clergy who made the 
August 27 public affirmations 
of support for changes in 
Lutheran policy can face sanc¬ 
tions, Monson said: if their 
congregations are conserva¬ 
tive and do not support their 
actions, they may vote to dis¬ 
miss the pastors from their 
duties. 

“It’s a very courageous 
thing [for the pastors] to do,” 
Monson said. “I think it’s very 
important to remember that 
the people of the Network are 
part of the Lutheran tradition. 
After all, Martin Luther was 
not exactly in tune with the 
church in his day.” 

Monson said that she ex¬ 
pects that in coming months 
more lesbian and gays will be 
ordained as Lutheran pastors, 
in open defiance of the ban 
by congregations around the 
country. 

A history of intolerance 

In 1990 the ELCA disci¬ 
plined two Bay Area congre¬ 
gations, St. Francisco and 
First United, for ordaining 
and employing a lesbian cou¬ 
ple and a gay man in viola¬ 
tion of the ban. 

The trio — the Reverends 
Ruth Frost, Phyliss Zillhart, 
and Jeff Johnson — also staff 
the Lutheran Lesbian and 
Gay Ministry, an outreach 
ministry that serves people 
with AIDS, lesbian and gay 
singles and couples, and sex¬ 
ual minority youth, in addi¬ 
tion to their congregational 
posts. 


The two congregations 
were suspended for five years 
because of the historic act, 
and will be expelled in 1995 if 
the denomination, after stud¬ 
ies of its policies on human 
sexuality and ordination, fails 
to change its anti-gay stance. 

However, the studies the 
ELCA commissioned in re¬ 
sponse to the irregular ordina¬ 
tions have failed to address 
the issues of ordination for 
lesbians and gays and gay 
marriages, according to one 
Network spokesperson, and 
its policy on lesbians and gays 
is now similar to President 
Clinton’s unpopular compro¬ 
mise on gays in the military. 

“Our church has for 
decades maintained a ‘don’t 
ask don’t tell’ policy, while at 
the same time demanding 
that its pastors and lay people 
live honest and exemplary 
lives,” said Lynn Mickelson, 
co-chair of Lutheran Con¬ 
cerned North America, a les¬ 
bian and gay group. “Yet 
when one is honest about 
their orientation and their re¬ 
lational life, the ELCA reacts 
with discipline and censure. 

“Many church leaders are 
quietly supportive of lesbian 
and gay persons in the 
church, however, their public 
silence precludes them from 
being agents for change. Gay 
and lesbian people will not 
feel welcome in the ELCA 
until their loving, committed 
relationships are affirmed and 
pastors in such relationships 
are enabled to serve openly,” 
said the Reverend Paul John¬ 
son, who was forced last year 
to resign from his position as 
an Assistant to the Bishop of 
La Crosse, Wisconsin, be¬ 
cause he is gay. ▼ 


SurveySays— Straight 
Male Protestants 
Get Few Sex Partners 


A recent study of the sexu¬ 
al activity of several thousand 
men revealed who — among 
heterosexuals—switches part¬ 
ners most. 

The study, published in a 
journal linked to Planned 
Parenthood, Family Planning 
Perspectives, sampled more 
than 3,300 men ranging be¬ 
tween 20 and 39 years of age. 

Almost 90 percent of the 
never-married men had en¬ 
gaged in sexual intercourse at 
least once in their lives. The 
highly educated and conserva¬ 
tive Protestants were less 
likely to engage in sexual ac¬ 
tivity while unmarried. These 
two groups also had the 
fewest number of sexual part¬ 
ners during their lives. Since 
education has a supposedly 
liberalizingeffect, researchers 
were somewhat surprised 
that the educated were more 
likely to refrain from sexual 
activity. 

About 23 percent of all 
men in the survey had sexual 
intercourse with more than 20 
partners in their lifetime. 
Men with no religious convic¬ 
tions had the most sexual 
partners. Currently-cohabiting 


men had significantly more 
partners during their lifetime 
than other single men. Cur¬ 
rently-married men had the 
fewest number of partners in 
their lives. 

The survey also inquired 
about numbers of partners 
during the past 18 months. Al¬ 
most 96 percent of married 
men had engaged in sexual 
intercourse with only one 
partner, presumably their 
wives, in the preceding 18 
months. However, among 
men currently cohabiting, 69 
percent had only one partner 
during that time. 

The results of the study in¬ 
dicate that sexual activity 
varies significantly depending 
on the educational level, reli¬ 
gious commitment, and mari¬ 
tal status. The AIDS epidem¬ 
ic and risk of other sexually 
transmitted diseases may 
have reduced the numbers of 
partners among the more 
highly educated, along with 
other groups. Those who are 
religious or married presum¬ 
ably had lower numbers of 
sexual partners because of 
personal belief systems which 
mitigate against extramarital 
sex. Y

or segregated. 

What’s more, expanded 
rights tend to make the exe¬ 
crated more uppity. Clinton’s 
new policy won’t end the 
witchhunts, but if it did, would 
lesbians and gays then rest 
content? Even if the military’s 
closets were abolished, would 
gays emerge quietly? Or 
would they protest against un¬ 
just and unneeded wars? Or 
maybe demand the right to 
elect their officers, a la Trot¬ 
sky’s Red Army after the 1917 
Russian Revolution? 

And what would happen 
when these newly empowered 
vets come marching home? 

The lavender menace that 
terrifies skittish politicos is a 
beautifully clear and present 
danger to the fraying fabric of 
Amerikkka. 

2. It’s the military that's 
sick and perverted. 

Gay people aren’t the ones 
with a deviant, illegitimate, 
immoral lifestyle. The military 
establishment is the body with 
the disease, and its name is 
sexual fascism. 

Army culture cements a 
male bonding based on shared 
misogyny and race-hate. Basic 
training relies on humiliating 
the raw recruit by calling him 
a pussy or girlie. Platoon spirit 
is buoyed by chanting jingois¬ 
tic jingles about the racial/ 
physical traits of the enemy. 

' Servicemen are indoctrinat¬ 
ed to scorn open gays who 
won’t endorse their view of 
women as hunks of meat, rape 
objects, and practice toys for 
sadism. Straight male G.I.s are 
terrified that gay men will 
treat them the way they them¬ 
selves treat women. Out les¬ 
bians are despised because 
they refuse to be part of the 
victim reservoir. 

Yes, sexual marauding is 
intrinsic to the military, part 
and parcel of its climate of im¬ 
perialist violence. 


But if the institution is so 
evil, why should gays strive to 
be in it? Because it is their 
simple right not to be discrim¬ 
inated against. And because 
some of those gals and guys 
are equalitarians who want to 
be in the trenches beside their 
working-class sisters and 
brothers in order to better 
challenge the Pentagon, not 
promote it. 

Moral pollution exists — in 
the stance of the warmongers. 
And gays are the uncontami¬ 
nated troops destined to clean 
out the stables. 

3. Lesbians and gays are 
oppressed because they 
threaten the forced 
maintenance of the 
fissioning nuclear family. 

It goes like this: The system 
extracts super-profits from the 
unpaid or vastly underpaid la¬ 
bor of women. And the patri¬ 
archal, male-headed family is 
the conduit for this rip-off. 

A vast superstructure keeps 
fracturing families mortared 
together, despite widespread 
misery and repression in the 
home. Alternative ways of liv¬ 
ing are a Bad Influence, espe¬ 
cially as practiced by lesbians 
— so bachelordom is chic, but 
old maidhood is always pathet¬ 
ic, and lesbians are kicked out 
of the services six to ten times 
as often as gay men. Yet the 
number of lesbians is growing, 
partly because hetero relations 
today are so unappetizing. The 
arrogance and boorishness of 
typical male egos eventually 
repels self-respecting women. 

Both genders have every 
right to claim a sexual mode 
that is less dangerous and irri¬ 
tating and more sensually ful¬ 
filling, more democratic and 
supportive of integrity and ac¬ 
tivism, more respectful of 
motherhood and childhood, 
and more feminist. 

Face it, globo-cops: the val¬ 
ues of the Victorian hearth are 
falling into the ashbin of histo¬ 
ry. Alternate mores are filling 
the vacuum. Cultural plural¬ 
ism on the family front is tru¬ 
ly, delightfully subversive! 


A new day is dawning. 

Homosexual rights are big- 
media cover stories. Gays are 
scaling unaccustomed heights 
of power. The polymorphously 
perverse packed up in record- 
shattering droves for the giant 
April 25 March on Washing¬ 
ton. The gay community, with 
a renewed life-energy pro¬ 
pelled by AIDS and the spec¬ 
tre of death, is politicized and 
afire. The battle against the 
troglodytes is joined. 

But this expanded confi¬ 
dence needs all the radical vi¬ 
sion and audacity it can 
muster, because our new Prez 
is as treacherous on civil rights 
as he is on the economy, 
stupid, and austerity and 
dashed hopes will be the sole 
rewards for his misguided sup¬ 
porters. 

The message for labor and 
all civil rights and civil liber¬ 
ties movements: Insist on gay 
rights now. Forge a united 
front against the tyranny of 
the homophobes. Protest com¬ 
promises and stalls and the 
“practical-politics” betrayals of 
the so-called liberals. And ask 
not for whom the presidential 
sellout is being prepared, for 
the answer is you. 

Don’t you see? Sexual 
liberation will never be toler¬ 
ated by a market, dog-eat-dog, 
cannibalistic economy. Free 
love can flourish only in a 
caste-free and thereby a hate- 
free community of equal and 
autonomous humans, who will 
bypass the nature/nurture nig¬ 
gling and serenely proclaim 
their affectional choices free of 
any pressure to vindicate their 
delicate, personal decisions to 
anybody. 

The only antidote to sexual 
fascism is socialist democracy. 
The only road to gay freedom 
is a universal, across-the-board, 
non-exploitative family of 
earthlings. Gay Pride shall 
ring out when the human race 
as a whole becomes proud of 
itself. T

bers of the Corps. 

Meanwhile, the man de¬ 
scribed by police and military 
investigators as the leader of 
the gay Marine porno produc¬ 
tion ring, says that more than 
500 Camp Pendleton Marines 
have, at one time or another, 
taken part, adding that even 
the “straight” Marines take 
part because “they’re lonely, 
homesick, and horribly under¬ 
paid” and that “most women 
don’t want to have anything to 
do with them; women here 
want college guys who want to 
be attorneys and who can give 
them a nice car and nice fam¬ 
ily.” Not according to the Ma¬ 
rine Corps; I mean, they might 
find one or two they will give 
up, but you won’t hear much 
more about this one. folks. 

Jerry Falwell’s Liberty Uni¬ 
versity in Lynchburg, Virginia, 
is reportedly on the financial 
brink and said to be “tens of 
millions” in debt; Falwell, in a 
recent USA Today interview: 
“I opposed the President on 
lifting the ban (on gays in the 
military) and I’m glad we won 
that.” He also commented that 
“if the religious right has any 
friends in the White House, 
they’re hiding because they 
want to keep their jobs.” Some 
homophobic pigs never 
change, do they? 


In Marietta, Georgia, gay 
rights activists say they’ll urge 
corporations with 250 tentative 
bookings at the new $43 mil¬ 
lion convention center to go 
elsewhere, in a campaign to 
pressure commissioners to re¬ 
voke resolutions condemning 
gay and lesbian “lifestyles” and 
eliminating arts grants. 

Not the most exciting per¬ 
son to begin with, Governor 
Pete Wilson was having a bad 
time last week: the day he was 
unveiling his suggested immi¬ 
gration reforms, L.A. televi¬ 
sion stations all but ignored 
him to put the spotlight on 
Hollywood’s alleged madam- 
to-the-stars, Heidi Fleiss, who 
was in court; then when he 
tried again last Tuesday to 
make a speech about immigra¬ 
tion, media attention went to a 
packed news conference given 
by Michael Jackson’s lawyer 
Howard Weitzman, regarding 
the LAPD’s investigation of 
the superstar entertainer, and 
the guv’s latest political issue 
went nearly unnoticed. 

Sacramento insiders who 
are supposed to know these 
things tell me that State Con¬ 
troller Gray Davis, with high 
name recognition, might force 
former state Demo party chair 
Phil Angelides out of the lieu¬ 
tenant governor’s race and 
into the race for state treasur¬ 
er; meanwhile, board of equal¬ 
ization member Matt Fong, 


the son of Democratic Secre¬ 
tary of State March Fong Eu, 
is a sure bet to be the GOP’s 
nominee for Treasurer next 
year. 

Former L. A. Mayor Tom 
Bradley will address San 
Francisco’s Commonwealth 
Club luncheon next Friday, 
September 10 (597-6705 for tix 
and info). 

Well, it’s taken enough 
time, but President Clinton is 
said to be close to announcing 
a slew of Federal judicial ap¬ 
pointments that will reshape 
the judiciary, moving it away 
from the ultra-conservative di¬ 
rection it took under the Rea- 
gan-Bush years. 

And as the L.A. Times 
pointed out, some Congress 
members come to their beliefs 
through cold, political calcula¬ 
tion, while others get the ben¬ 
efit of personal moments. Sen¬ 
ator Barbara Boxer, long a 
proponent of gun control, 
deepened her resolve when 
two recent incidents touched 
her life. When the heavily

Boxer receptionist, immediate¬ 
ly fired, was carrying a 9-mil¬ 
limeter handgun.

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Travels in

D riving from Chicago 
to San Francisco 
along Interstate 80 
isn’t usually consid¬ 
ered a dangerous trek, but 
my partner Steve, who just 
completed such a trip with a 
rented truck, considers him¬ 
self lucky to have made 
through in one piece. Aside 
from minor harassment and 
constant homophobic com¬ 
mentary from the locals, he 
and his traveling companion 
had their lives seriously 
threatened twice, were denied 
lodging because they were 
gay, and were occasionally 
threatened with arrest for no 
reason. 

For starts, let me point out 
that neither of the travelers 
involved here are particularly

outrageous in appearance: no 
multiple facial piercings (even 
earrings had been removed), 
no Queer National buttons or 
stickers on their persons or 
vehicle, and no outward signs 
of sexual perversion except 
for their ponytails. However, 
the New York plates on the 
truck were no help. 

The troubles began in Ne¬ 
braska, after their truck blew 
a tire. The rental company re¬ 
fused my partner’s offer to 
front the repair costs himself 
or to use his AAA coverage; 
they insisted he wait for their 
designated local repair per¬ 
son. Unfortunately it was 
Sunday and it took four hours 
for this worthy to show up 
(drunk as a skunk). In the 
meantime, they attempted to 
kill time by hanging out at 
the local truck stop. 

Steve knew they were in 
for trouble when a trucker 
walked in wearing a T-shirt 
that said “Proud to be a red¬ 
neck” on one side and “There 
are some things a man just 
has to get angry about” on the 
other. Homosexuality, appar¬ 
ently, is one of those things. 
The occupants at all of the 
neighboring tables began dis¬ 
cussing them loudly in tones 
clearly meant to be over¬ 
heard. “Is that a boy or a 
girl?” “Look at that long hair; 
that just ain’t right.” “Went 
looking for adventure and 
can’t even change a tire.” 

Booze throws off their aim 

After an hour of escalating 
attention and verbal abuse 
they fled the restaurant. They 
spent the next several hours 
sitting in the disabled truck in 
100 degree weather while 
waiting for the drunken re¬ 
pairperson. Their only compa¬ 
ny was a local self-described 
“old bachelor” who hit on 
them aggressively for much 
of that time. “Did I mention 
that I’m a ‘bachelor?’” he kept 
asking them. 

They finally got the truck 
fixed and got out of Nebraska 
without further incident. 
Steve initially attempted to 
explain away the locals’ hos¬ 
tility. “These truck stops are 
like home to truckers, and 
they resent any invasion,” he 
rationalized. Also, he figured, 
several generations of in- 
breeding may have impaired 
their intelligence. Even so, he 
was a little unsettled by the 
plethora of songs on local ra¬ 
dio stations along the lines of: 
“these damn wussies from the 
coasts drive through our land 


America 


and treat us like dirt but 
someday we’re gonna get 
back at ’em.” 

It wasn’t until they got to 
Rock Springs, Wyoming, that 
they encountered potentially 
lethal violence. After check¬ 
ing into a motel they walked 
a block or so to a restaurant. 
En route, a big-wheel jeep 
with four drunken rednecks 
in it swerved across two lanes 
of traffic and gunned right for 
them, stopping a few inches 
short of running them over, 
then drove off laughing hys¬ 
terically. “Suppose that drunk 
hit the brake a little too late.” 
Steve commented later. 
“We’d be dead and listed as 
an unfortunate (or not so un¬ 
fortunate) accident.” 

After dinner, on the way 
back, they were shot at by a 
pair of local residents, the 
bullets passing over their 
heads. It’s a good thing that 
booze throws off their aim! 

When they got back to the 
motel the desk clerk was 
skeptical and hostile. “I never 
heard of such a thing happen¬ 
ing around here.” she insisted. 
She did not offer to call the 
police. They decided they had 
to check out and leave right 
away. “We can’t give you a re¬ 
fund, you know,” was her 
closing remark. 

Motivated by mortal fear, 
and assisted by the relatively 
decent condition of Wyo¬ 
ming’s roads (Nebraska’s 
were a disaster) they made it 
to Salt Lake City by 3:30 am 
and went in search of lodging. 

You can get arrested 

Most hotels were closed, 
but they did find a 
Quality/Comfort Inn (a Mor¬ 
mon-owned chain, as is Mar¬ 
riott) that was open and had 
vacancies, but — alas! — not for 
queers. “We’re full” they in¬ 
sisted (but then why were 
they staffing their front desk 
in the middle of the night?). 
“You can get rooms at the Ra- 
mada.” This was true, but it 
turned out that such rooms 
cost three times as much. In 
no condition * to argue, they 
paid the mark-up at the more 
tolerant hotel. 

Later they were to learn 
that Salt Lake City’s (and 
therefore Utah’s) three gay 
bars were about a block away 
from the Comfort Inn, and 
the clerks there doubtless as¬ 
sumed that they were looking 
for a place to trick. Of course, 
they’d assumed wrong; but 
even if they were correct, 
what right did they have to 
discriminate in that way? 

However, Utah offered 
some relief in that there were 
other men with ponytails to 
be seen. 

Now they were ready for 
the final drive across the 
Nevada desert for the safe 
haven of California. Around 
Winnemucca, they stopped 
for gas and, since the station 
attendant seemed determined 
to ignore them while he chat¬ 
ted with a couple of fat cops 
in their car, Steve began to 
pump his own gas. Eventual¬ 
ly the attendant sauntered 
over. 

“Where you guys from?” 
he asked, eyeing those 
damned New York plates. 
“Chicago and California,” 
Steve answered. This did him 
no good; Chicago is seen as a 
suburb of New York City and 
California — well, you know 
what that’s like. “Well I knew 
you weren’t from around 
here. People around here 


know you can get arrested for 
pumping your own gas at a 
full service station,” he 
replied, nodding towards the 
cops. Steve apologized pro¬ 
fusely, paid, and drove safely 
at legal speeds for the border. 

“This country isn’t safe,” 
was Steve’s conclusion. “It’s 
no better than it was 100 
years ago, when bandits 
robbed the stagecoaches. It’s 
like Bosnia!” 

I don’t agree that the U.S. 
is as bad as Bosnia, but it 
might get there surprisingly 
soon. Outside the major ur¬ 
ban areas ignorance and big¬ 
otry rule unopposed. It’s not 
just fags — or suspected fags— 
that get hassled, either. Any¬ 


one who isn’t a fat white red¬ 
neck will likely get the same 
treatment. At a gas station on 
the outskirts of Rock Springs, 
Steve exchanged commiserat¬ 
ing glances with a African- 
American guy who was, obvi¬ 
ously, having an equally un¬ 
pleasant trip. “He looked ter¬ 
rified,” Steve said. Although 
his kids were anxious to use 
the bathroom, their father 
wouldn’t let them out of the 
car: too dangerous. 

If you’re queer and must 
travel through “the Heart¬ 
land” I suggest you do so in 
disguise. Wear baseball caps, 
remove outward signs of per¬ 
version, and favor T-shirts 
with dumb slogans (like “no 
fat chicks” or “ proud to be 


trailer trash”). Avoid New 
York or California plates; 
Texas license plates would be 
ideal (particularly if you’re 
driving through Texas). Add 
some reactionary bumper 
stickers to your car (along the 
lines of “Support your local 
police” or “Jesus is Lord”). 

Remember, it’s a free 
country; inbred bigots are 
free to shoot you or run you 
over whenever they can get 
away with it. Fortunately, this 
only applies in about 95 per¬ 
cent of the country. As for 
me, I’ve hardly left the nine- 
county greater Bay Area re¬ 
gion in over two years, and 
may not again for the rest of 
my life. V

I ’ll never forget the ex¬ 
pression on the dancer’s 
face the first time I went 
to the Mother Lode.

Comedy of Terrors: Two 
weeks ago Yours Truly asked 
a Warners spokesman about 
rumors in Star gossip colum¬ 
nist Janet Charlton's col¬ 
umn that Anne Rice was 
upset with the casting of 
Tom Cruise in Interview 
With the Vampire, and that 
Cruise insisted on the re¬ 
moval of all homoeroticism 
from the script.

Some 
filming will take place here in 
November, and here’s anoth¬ 
er OutThere exclusive: the 
scenes between Louis and the 
boy (River Phoenix) who 
conducts the interview may 
be transplanted, at least in 
part, from the Divisadero 
Street house to the Golden 
Gate Bridge. Warners says 
that Vampire is a “closed 
set,” which means no press or 
other visitors, anywhere, any¬ 
time. So remember, if you 
don’t read any future Vam¬ 
pire items here first, it won’t 
be for lack of trying. And if 
this flick turns out to be a 
turkey, cheer up: Rice has 
signed a $17 million contract 
with Knopf to produce three 
more vampire chronicles.

Is the Vampire saga the 
only ongoing homophobic sto¬ 
ry in Hollywood?

Certi¬ 
fied Neanderthal Mel Gib¬ 
son has just brought 


Isabelle Holland's novel 
The Man Without a Face to 
the big screen. OutThere got 
a call from David “Salinas, 
who went to see the flick and 
left the theater in shock. Sali¬ 
nas says that in the novel, the 
Gibson character was gay, 
and not only that, he and the 
boy have a sexual encounter. 
And was that in the movie? 
Guess. Us, Entertainment 
Weekly, and Premiere all 
ran cover stories on Gibson; 
not only did this “minor” de¬ 
tail about the film get by 
them, they all let Gibson get 
away with his publicity cam¬ 
paign to remake his image. 
There will presumably be no 
“movie tie-in” reissue of the 
book. 

Speaking of Hollywood’s 
mixed-signal mania, check out 
Entertainment Weekly. 
Their list of upcoming films 
includes a number of gay in¬ 
terest: M. Butterfly and 
Derek Jarman's Wittgen¬ 
stein in September, Farewell 
to My Concubine in October, 
Even Cowgirls Get the Blues 
in November, and perhaps 
the most important flick, 
Philadelphia, in December. 
Hollywood’s first big-budget 
“AIDS/Gay” movie may be its 
last if the flick tanks at the 
box office — but a rumored 
Oscar-caliber performance 
from Tom Hanks may save 
the day. However, EW also 
notes that New Line Video is 
giving retailers two versions 
of the lesbian triangle flick 
Three of Hearts: they can get 
the “happy” ending in which 
William Baldwin gets the 
girl, or the “sad” ending, in 
which he doesn’t.

true of the album’s cover 
songs, where he chooses 
fresh, unlikely targets for 
queer ridicule/worship. 

The first cover takes on 
the little bit country, little bit 
rock ‘n’ roll Juice Newton and 
her hit “Angel of the Morn¬ 
ing.” Newton, who shares 
honors with Kim Carnes as 
one of the early ‘80s most 
memorably terrible female 
vocalists, is easy prey for 
campy parody, but that’s not 
what we get here. D. offers a 
moody, Euro-discoish rework¬ 
ing of “Angel,” turning the 
lightweight pop tune into 
something dark and com¬ 
pelling. Not that he’s totally 
reverent. He can’t resist fuck¬ 
ing with the lyrics on occa¬ 


chugging train rhythm, beau¬ 
tifully sparse acoustic guitar, 
and D.’s tortured vocals, cre¬ 
ating a hymn that’s unexpect¬ 
edly cohesive and haunting. 
It’s unfortunately followed by 
an expendable “organ jig” 
remix. 

As for D.’s original songs, 
the best are “Rosalita,” a 
slow, hazy slab of psy¬ 
choblues, and “Paradise Is¬ 
land,” a boppy dance tune 
that should appeal to anyone 
already nostalgic for ‘80s new 
wave. Too many of the other 
originals consist of D.’s “vocal 
improvs,” which basically 
have him rambling into the 
mike. These improvs are an 
inventive idea, and would 
probably work well in a live 
setting where the spontaneity 
and risk involved would seem 
more palpable. On disc it just 
seems pointless. 

On the basis of The Fertile 
Boy, this psychotic Mormon 
death popster shows tons of 
promise, but isn’t ready to 
have superstar attached to his 
name ... yet. On future efforts 
D. should chuck the improvs, 
work on his originals, and 
most importantly, hook up 
with a good producer. It’s no 
mere coincidence that the 
best song here, “Angel of the 
Morning,” is the only one D. 
didn’t produce himself.

Growing up in Salt Lake 
City, Utah, local singer/perfor¬ 
mance artist Robbie D. was a 
skinny, misunderstood Mor¬ 
mon queer with dreams of su¬ 
perstardom. He spent much 
of his time at Salt Lake’s only 
hip all-ages nightclub, where 
he eventually became the res¬ 
ident “artistic director and 
teen idol,” An adolescence 
spent in a dark, smoky, 
Bauhaus-spinning club envi¬ 
ronment has left D. a bit goth- 
damaged, as anyone can tell 
from The Fertile Boy’s bleak 
atmospherics and D.’s over¬ 
wrought, Master Thespian- 
style singing. (The album isn’t 
subtitled Psychotic Mormon 
Death Pop for nothin’.) 

But anyone who would ac¬ 
cuse D. of taking himself or 
his music too seriously should 
check out this album’s open¬ 
er. On “The Introduction” the 
singer gives a long-winded 
speech about himself, much 
like the self-aggrandizing 
spiels of some rappers, only 
this one is totally tongue-in- 
cheek. The cut has D. spew¬ 
ing amusing bullshit about his 
vocal talents, elaborating on 
his “resonating soprano which 
makes even the most brute 
and violent man cry bitter 
tears” and his “enchanting 
alto ranges which once re¬ 
ceived a rave review from the 
Queen of Europe.” 

The great “Introduction” is 
followed by the lame “vocal 
improv,” “Five Minutes Ago,” 
and the hit-and-miss pattern 
holds for the rest of the al¬ 
bum. But even many of the 
weaker tracks here are 
marked by D.’s fierce wit and 
originality. This is especially

sion, as on the line, “Just slap 
my cheek before you leave 
me.”

Audacious Queen of the Nile

N efertiti, the Pyra¬ 
mid Queen or How 
Someone Almost 
Shot Off My Wig 
As I Was Trying to Get On¬ 
stage Tonight — now there’s a 
mouthful. The ambitious title 
of John S. Patterson’s one- 
man show hints at a wild and 
wacky evening, which is ex¬ 
actly what the New York per¬ 
former delivers in his satiric 
look at homophobia, national¬ 
ism, and Afrocentrism in the 
black community. 

Despite some technical 
glitches and the non-appear¬ 
ance of the aforementioned 
wig, Patterson’s piece is rip¬ 
roaring fun, with an African- 
American accent. 

“I am a product of the pub¬ 
lic library,” exclaims the viva¬ 
cious black drag queen Nefer¬ 
titi as she reads the beads — 
and criticizes the minds and 
methods — of the members of 
an Afrocentric group that has 
threatened her life and im¬ 
prisoned her in a broom clos¬ 
et. 

Her crime? A proud and 
defiant drag queen, she has 
had the temerity to sing her 
own distinctive paean to self¬ 
esteem and economic devel¬ 
opment (“If I Can’t Sell It, 
I’m a Sit Down on It”) at their 
International Black African 
Peoples Ancestry Summit for 
Self-Determination and Eco¬ 
nomic Development (IBA- 
PASSDED).

Scathing Wit 

Afrocentrism is not the 
only sacred cow of the black 
community that comes in for 
the laserlike scrutiny of Ne- 
fertiti’s scathing wit and 
scorn. Black churches, nation¬ 
alism, and unreconstructed 
Marxism/socialism/left-wing 
philosophy also bear the 
brunt of her caustic tongue. 

Nefertiti says, “They’re 
crazy and totally crazed when 
it comes to this black cultural 
history bullcrap. Know why 
they want to beat me to a 
pulp? Because they manufac¬ 
ture rules. Talk much crap 
about economic development. 
But all they actually produce 
is rules. ... About how people 
are supposed to behave here 
and now based on some fanta¬ 
sy they have about how folks 
behaved way back in some 
kind of unspecified African 
time and place ... which they 
ain’t never seen and have 
only badly imagined. Makes 
me sick.” 


Alter Ego Speaks 

Actor John Patterson, Ne- 
fertiti’s alter ego, says that 
“Nefertiti is the voice I have 
heard in my head for a year 
or so, responding to the mad¬ 
ness of nationalism, sepa¬ 
ratism, and religious homo¬ 
phobia — the whole last-ditch 
effort being mounted to blunt 
the empowerment of lesbians 
and gay men. I’m a man who 
served ‘honorably’ in the U.S. 
Army for two years, by lying. 
I fought in the civil rights 
movement, one of the main 
events of which — the 1963 
March on Washington — was 
organized by Bayard Rustin, 
a black gay man I met on sev¬ 


eral occasions. 

“It is, therefore, especially 
painful for me to watch so 
many black leaders ‘integrate’ 
themselves into the main¬ 
stream backwardness which

seeks to destroy all my gay 
brothers and sisters in the 
name of God and good gov¬ 
ernment. Gore Vidal has re¬ 
peatedly stated that the only 
thing Americans really under¬ 
stand is a kick in the teeth. 
Well, this is my theatrical 
‘kick in the teeth.’ ” 


Proud, Rebellious 

And what a kick it is. No 
one can remain unmoved by 
Nefertiti’s proud, rebellious 
stand against the ignorance 
and prejudice prevalent in her 
own communities, particular¬ 
ly those of us who grew up in 
the communities she so elo¬ 
quently criticizes. 

But anyone who has 
known what it is like to be 


oppressed by ignorance and 
bigotry simply because of 
who and what they are will 
be able to understand and 
empathize with Nefertiti’s 
heartfelt anger. She refuses to 
be put down or to crawl back 
into the closet to please those 
who refuse to understand her. 

Patterson attempts to 
make the show relevant to 
San Francisco audiences by 
naming places, clubs, and 
streets with which locals 
would be familiar. This strat¬ 
egy rings slightly false, 
though it does underscore the 
fact that San Francisco does 
not have as large and visible a 
black community as New 
York or Chicago. One appre¬ 
ciates the attempt to make 
the material more immediate 
to a San Francisco audience, 
but the net result is that the 
play loses a bit of its poignan¬ 
cy and power. 

This, however, is but a 
small quibble about such an 
exciting and audacious perfor¬ 
mance piece. Nefertiti takes 
no prisoners and does not 
apologize for what she is. She 
is an ebullient black drag 
queen who will take a back 
seat to no one’s stupidity, ig¬ 
norance, or bigotry, the kind 
of ancestor who has made it a 
little easier for so many of us 
to lead proud lives as queers, 
lesbians, gays, bisexuals, or 
transgenderists. 

So does Nefertiti ever get 
out of that proverbial broom 
closet and finds happiness, 
love, freedom, and her own 
self-empowerment? The an¬ 
swer’s at Josie’s Cabaret. ▼

Civics 

Lessons

B lessed are we who 
live in the Bay Area, 
where having a social 
conscience is not con¬ 
sidered a liability. Engage¬ 
ment with the imperfect polit¬ 
ical world and a proclivity for 
progressive social activism 
characterize many of our arts 
institutions as well. Never a 
stranger to social issues, the 
Artists Committee of the San 
Francisco Art Institute has 
now given us the 112th Annu¬ 
al Exhibition, which this year 
calls itself “The Voice of Cit¬ 
izenry: Artists and Communi¬ 
ties in Collaboration.” The 
seven artists’ groups invited 
to contribute to the show all 
take a pro-active stance to¬ 
ward improving their commu¬ 
nities. They’re people-in¬ 
volved, do-good artists in a 
feel-good world. 

The first image which 
strikes one upon entering the 
Art Institute’s Walter/McBean 
Gallery is the Life, Liberty 
and the Pursuit of Happiness 
poster commissioned by the 
San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion a few years ago for an 
educational campaign target¬ 
ing young men. No doubt you 
remember the poster: two 
shirtless, fresh-faced lads 
wrapped in the American flag 
offer a foil-wrapped condom 
enticingly. It’s difficult to con¬ 
ceive of this image in any oth¬ 
er way than how it was in¬ 
tended — the boys exude such 
a puppy-dog innocence, a 
playful sexuality. However, 
hate-mongers will find threats 
to the American way where 
none exist, as evidenced by a 
video of the odious Lou Shel¬ 
don parading his insecurities 
on broadcast television. 

The SF AIDS Foundation 
has by now developed a track 
record of commissioning 
striking graphic imagery for 
its prevention campaigns.

Also on view here are several 
Be Here for the Cure cam¬ 
paign posters, portraits of San 
Franciscans living with HIV 
photographed by celebrity 
lenswoman Annie Leibovitz. 
Leibovitz’s gift for creating in¬ 
timate, empathetic portraiture 
is nicely set off by the sub¬ 
jects’ declarations of survival, 
written across their image in 
their own hand. There’s also 
a poster from this summer’s 
Street Smarts campaign, a 
photo of a stylish young hus¬ 
tler illustrating the slogan 
“No Condom No Date!” 

In a similar spirit of public¬ 
mindedness, the artists Mar¬ 
garet Crane and Jon Winet 
have created a set of 13 wal¬ 
let-sized cards containing vital 
information about social ser¬ 
vices in Marin County. The

cards, appealing in their slick 
design and collect ’em/trade 
’em format, were distributed 
to agencies and the public li¬ 
brary in English and Spanish. 
Crane/Winet’s project, The 
Days of Our Lives, is a fine 
example of smart design and 
an art sensibility used for the 
public good. 


Liveliest Installation 

The remaining five pro¬ 
jects all feature artists work¬ 
ing in collaboration with 
downtrodden communities. 
The liveliest of these installa¬ 
tions is a collection of arti¬ 
facts from Cultural Odyssey’s 
Medea Project, a theatre 
workshop developed by ac¬ 
claimed performance artist 
Rhodessa Jones for women in¬ 
mates at San Bruno County 
Jail. The tableaux on exhibit, 
re-creations of altars used in 
such productions as Food 
Taboos in the Land of the 
Dead, are colorful assem¬ 
blages of the prisoners’ art¬ 
work and poetry, traces of 
their survivor souls. 

One altar includes a dish 
of Skittles, with an explanato¬ 
ry text: “Because cigarettes 
have been abolished and are 
considered contraband, Skit¬ 
tles have become the new 
drug of choice.” Voices of the 
disenfranchised incarcerated 
population come through 
loud and clear in the Medea 
Project’s performance 
archives. 

Another people fighting 
for visibility, the Bay Area 
Filipino-American communi¬ 
ty, is represented by a project 
of the DIWA Arts group. A 
large chalkboard inscribed 
with an outline of goals, prob¬ 
lem-identifying, and affirma¬ 
tions is the product of what 
seems to be a meeting/pro- 
cess/art event, based upon the 
documenting video. The 
preservation of the chalk¬ 
board immediately recalls 
similar treatment of slates 


used by Joseph Beuys, who 
held social activism in the 
highest esteem as an art form 
and, in so doing, became one 
of the century’s seminal 


artists. With Beuys, and with 
the Annual’s artwork as well, 
the chalkboards or other arti¬ 
facts are not the primary facet 
of the art. It is the doing, the 
community-building work, 
which yields the art moment. 

The strongest work on dis¬ 
play in terms of the immedia¬ 
cy and potency of its content 
is Toni Lane’s documentation, 
in photography and video, of 
the devastation wreaked upon 
the Hayes Valley Public 
Housing Community in the 
form of the senseless violence 
which attends crack cocaine. 
The R.I.P.s of young men and 
women, memorials in spray 
paint on project walls, are 
painfully but forthrightly 
recorded. Lane, proprietor of 
Ethnic Trip gallery in Hayes 
Valley, also documents a 
yearly casket-carrying cere¬ 
mony in front of City Hall, 
representing true casualties of 
urban poverty and drug vio¬ 
lence. 

Two projects created by 
senior art programs at St. 
Mary’s Community Center in 
Oakland, coordinated by 
artist Roxanne Hills, bring 
more underrepresented voic¬ 
es into the fray. Message art 
from No Place to Stay and 
Alternatives to Violence: 
Talking Together has the re¬ 
freshing naive hand of chil¬ 
dren’s art, along with the 
weight of adult concerns, as 
seen in the text, “Homeless 
Why? Rent’s Too High,” in 
one piece. It’s nice to find 
some good positive gay stuff 
among the elders’ artwork. 
One picture signed “Alfee! 
’92” sports the legend “The 
Faeries Grow Taller ” beside 
a smiling flower thriving at 
the White Horse Bar.

Finally, the most effective¬ 
ly installed project is that rep¬ 
resenting CAMP, the Clarion 
Alley Mural Project, the work 
of a coalition of artists and 
neighborhood residents. Door 
panels encoded with graffiti 
enclose a space hung with 
panoramic photo collages of 
the alley. On the floor, a map 
of Clarion’s location in the 
Mission District. CAMP is 
further documented by video; 
in fact, the entire exhibition 
drives home the indispens¬ 
able place video has carved 
out for itself in the toolbags 
of contemporary art. Five out 
of seven installations in The 
Voice of Citizenry rely on 
video monitors to convey at 
least part of their story. 
That’s a lot of social con¬ 
science unspooling in those 
camcorders. ▼ 


The Voice of Citizenry 
Walter/McBean Gallery (San Fran¬ 
cisco Art Institute), through

The White Oak Dance Project Visits Berkeley 

Modern Masters

S ummer dance dol¬ 
drums came to an end 
last Friday night when 
Cal Performances 
.launched its new fall season, 
presenting the newly rein¬ 
vented Mikhail Baryshnikov 
and the White Oak Dance 
Project. There was great 
cause for rejoicing — both in 
the dancers and the dances 
(despite a not-so-riveting con¬ 
tribution by Mark Morris, the 
normally brilliant, pioneering 
choreographer). 

My only big regret was 
that there weren’t more local 
choreographers/dancers in the 
audience. Because the White 
Oak artists are doing every¬ 
thing that is not happening at 
the Bay Area Dance Series, 
or Theatre Artaud’s Summer¬ 
time Dance Project (currently 
in progress), or the Footwork 
Studio’s Edge Festival (judg¬ 
ing from past encounters). 

What, then, are the ingre¬ 
dients of White Oak’s excel¬ 
lence? For one, this small en¬ 
semble (there are only six 
dancers including Barysh¬ 
nikov) clearly values bodies 
that are well-trained: the per¬ 
formers move with a combi¬ 
nation of precision, control, 
and grace. Secondly, White 
Oak appears to be committed 
to making work that responds 
— rhythmically and choreo- 
graphically — to difficult, seri¬ 
ous music. On Friday, some 
of the musical selections in¬ 
cluded Gershwin’s “Three Pi¬ 
ano Preludes,” two string 
quartets by 20th-century com¬ 
poser Henry Cowell, and a se¬ 


lection of movements by Gio¬ 
vanni Pergolesi. 

Third, the White Oak Pro¬ 
ject seems to be a dance orga¬ 
nization where an economy of 
means receives priority con¬ 
sideration. And this results in 
a mimimum of sets, props, or 
other (expensive) parapherna¬ 
lia. Similarly, there are no 
speeches from the dancers, no 
film clips or other multimedia 
distractions, and no attempts 
at personal therapy or the res¬ 
olution of global crises within 
the dancing.

Instead, the White Oak 
group appears to be centered 
on an exploration of the idea 
of art — and its potential for 
complex human expression. 
Both simple and radical in ap¬ 
proach, White Oak is doing 
what many of our local per¬ 
formers either refuse to do or 
are unable to envision. 


Witty and Debonair 

Friday’s program included 
five dances, beginning with 
Baryshnikov’s interpretation 
of Morris’ now famous solo 
piece, Three Preludes (set to 
the Gershwin preludes). Un¬ 
like the choreographer’s port¬ 
ly profile and almost campy 
interpretation when previous¬ 
ly seen dancing this piece, 
Baryshnikov was absolutely 
razor-sharp, witty, and 
debonair in a Fred Astaire- 
goes-postmodern sort of way. 

The program also featured 
a relatively new piece by 
Morris, a dance for five 
performers called Mosaic and 
Untied. As previously noted, 
this wasn’t one of the chore¬ 
ographer’s best works, and 
the problems result, I suspect, 
from the episodic, undevel 
oped nature of the music. Set 
to two string quartets by Hen¬ 
ry Cowell, the dancing was 
fragmented and never 
seemed to communicate any 
clear statement of artistic in¬ 
tention. 

The best piece on Friday’s 
program, a revelation, really, 
was the reconstruction of 
Hanya Holm’s Jocose. Holm, 
for the record, was one of the 
early pioneers in 
expressionist modern dance 
and the individual responsible 
for bringing Mary Wigman’s 
ideas to America Jocose is 
an abstract, witty dance, full 
of runs and spinning for the 
five dancers and lots of slow, 
quirky humor. 

It also appeared to be a 
vaguely narrative piece, a 
mating game of sorts. Divid¬ 
ed into three sections, the two

men and three women initial¬ 
ly establish their distance; lat¬ 
er they connect, but only with 
a mixture of trepidation and 
suspicion; and finally, they 
celebrate their interchange 
with one another. The score, 
Maurice Ravel’s “Sonata for 
Violin and Piano,” reminded 
me of how lyrical and astrin¬ 
gent a modern composition 
can be. 

White Oak’s very full 
evening of dance also includ¬ 
ed a series of solo variations 
for Baryshnikov called Per¬ 
golesi, choreographed by 
Twyla Tharp and previously 
seen in the Bay Area, a work 
that surveys a multitude of 
ballet cliches with great 


knowledge and good humor. 
Also featured was a short 
duet for dancers Kate John¬ 
son and Kevin O’Day called 
White Man Sleeps, chore¬ 
ographed by O’Day and set to 
a contemporary quartet by 
Kevin Volans. 

In a nutshell, there was so 
much pleasure, craft, and in¬ 
telligence in the performances 
by the White Oak dancers 
that one wishes they would 
have remained for a week’s 
worth of performances. It 
would also be nice if more of 
our local, aspiring dancers 
and choreographers would 
turn on to the serious fun — 
and serious art — that White 
Oak represents. ▼

Identity Seekers

I t’s fitting that, after all 
the gay and lesbian 
headlines of the past few 
months and as school be¬ 
gins for the year with more 
lesbian and gay studies pro¬ 
grams and classes as part of 
the university curriculum, 
Theatre Rhinoceros should 
present Loverguys. Although 
very different in approach 
than a college course, the 
three one-acts which comprise 
this evening in the theatre 
seek to understand exactly 
what is the gay identity. 

In Honeymoon Suite, 
playwright Richard Garufi 
spins a kind of film noir tale 
in which a former gangster 
and his male moll (complete 
with squeaky voice) are con¬ 
fronted by a mob representa¬ 
tive. Instead of cowering or 
running out of town, the 
lovers force the gangster into 
participating in their mar¬ 
riage ceremony. Then they re¬ 
lease him to report back to 
the boss. 

David Damuchik’s Touch 
has a male couple decon¬ 
structing the fantasies of 
pornography. Where straight 
porn has long been touted as 
being exploitive of women, 
Damuchik suggests that gay 


porn reinforces the straight 
notion of homosexuals as per¬ 
verted. The couple struggles 
to talk about what they feel 
about themselves and each 



other and what porn means 
to them. 

Playwright Christopher 
Wiley’s An Appointment 
With Mr. Hugo also seems to 
be exploring identity. The 
Mr. Hugo of the title is the 
“world’s greatest wedding de¬ 
signer,” and a gay couple are 
long-suffering clients only 
days away from their nup¬ 
tials. When two lesbians crash 
into Mr. Hugo’s office, they

White Bird of Happiness

i ecause we've 

been excluded 
from mainstream 
traditions for 
long, gay men have had to 
find new paths to spirituali¬ 
ty,” says Robert Barzan, edi¬ 
tor and founder of the San 
Francisco-based quarterly 
White Crane Newsletter, cur¬ 
rently celebrating its fourth 
year of publication exploring 
gay male spirituality. Consid¬ 
ering the number of gay min¬ 
isters, priests, rabbis, gurus, 
and all manner of shaman 
among our ranks, gay spiritu¬ 
ality is a topic ripe for discus¬ 
sion, but except for the pages 
of the White Crane, RFD, 
and a handful of Lavender 
Pagan newsletters, issues of a 
spiritual bent tend to get 
short shrift in the gay press. 

If you’ve ever paged 
through the journal named 
for the Asian symbol of holis¬ 
tic happiness, you know that 
the White Crane’s contribu¬ 
tors bring their readers in¬ 
sight into a wide range of 
non-traditional spiritual paths. 
Barzan and company have 
found “an unexpected spiritu¬ 
al dimension to a great many 
things of interest to gay men, 
including dancing, the envi¬ 
ronment, certain sex tech¬ 
niques, and even drag.” 


In the Mix 

This potpourri of spiritual 
outlets ensures an eclectic 
blend of articles. One recent 
issue, for example, included 
an essay on Aelrid of 
Rievaulx, known as “the Ab¬ 


bot who loved”; a sample rit¬ 
ual invocation, “Casting the 
Circle”; an installation of the 
ongoing Gay Myth Series, 
this time on Poseidon (“As 
with most other Greek gods, 
Poseidon was not without his 
homosexual relationships”); 
and a proposal from Joseph 
Kramer of the Body Electric

School for a new term for 
masturbation, “soloving”: “If 
ten percent of the times we 
‘jacked off we were actually 
making love with ourselves 
we would be transformed in¬ 
dividuals.” And this is just the 
tip of the proverbial iceberg. 

In the latest issue, Darrell 
g.h. Schramm takes notice of 
all those headless torsos in 
gay media and commerce, 
lamenting the obsessive pur¬ 
suit of the Body Beautiful in

proceed to spout off about les¬ 
bian and gay pride and pro¬ 
mote by gunpoint the idea 
that gays and lesbians should 
create their own kind of part¬ 
nership rituals. 

One Ensemble 

Although each play had a 
different director, they had 
the same acting ensemble. I 
particularly liked Greg Hoff¬ 
man, who plays the macho 
former gangster in Honey¬ 
moon Suite and the precious 
personal assistant in An Ap¬ 
pointment With Mr. Hugo. 

However, as the corner¬ 
stone of the ensemble with 
roles in all three plays, David 
C. Perez is pushed beyond his 
acting capabilities. In the sec¬ 
ond play, he merely recites 
his lines as if he had just 
memorized them. 

I did like Geoff Fiorito and 
Greg Lucy in Honeymoon 
Suite, but found them weak 


which “we attempt to show 
the world” this is who I am: 
these pecs, these biceps, these 
lats and abdominals — these 
are me.’” Schramm asks, 
“How did we get to this point, 
this place where we try to 
force all meaning from the 
human body as a fetish?” 

We are apt, in these pages, 
to be challenged to work our 
spiritual muscles as well as 
our abs. One issue is themed 
“Courage,” another “Forgive¬ 
ness.” Barzan has contributed 
“Reinhabiting: Exercises in 
Native Spirituality,” a list of 
26 suggested activities to get 
back in touch with the land, a 
list created with city-dwellers 
in mind. 


Cautionary Eye 

Partly what is refreshing 
about White Crane is its 
clear-eyed skepticism regard¬ 
ing a spiritual panacea to our 
worldly woes. As in many 
journals, its liveliest passages 
are frequently found among 
the letters to the editor. 
Barzan encourages readers’ 
accounts of their successes 
and failures on their spiritual 
journeys. Reader Michael 
Corrigan writes in one letter, 
“Spirituality has become a 
commodity (as Art has), a con¬ 
trolled commodity that is 
carefully doled out by those 
who ‘know us better than our¬ 
selves’ in order to keep us 
wanting just enough to be 
gullible and easy to manipu¬ 
late.” Such healthy suspicion 
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of the workings of capitalism 
is part of a true learning pro¬ 
cess, which is how the White 
Crane posits a spiritual quest. 
Reflections on ritual, medita¬ 
tion, yoga and the nature of 
religion are all grist for this 
particular mill. 

Even a high-minded ven¬ 
ture like this runs afoul of 
some controversy. Readers in 
radical faery circles remem¬ 
ber the flap a few issues back 
when Arthur Evans, author 
of the seminal Witchcraft and 


the Gay Counterculture (pub¬ 
lished by Fag Rag, 1978), re¬ 
counted the early days of the 
San Francisco Faery Circle 
and deflated alleged claims of 
Harry Hay to have started the 
faery phenomenon by calling 
a 1979 gathering. While 
Evans’ memoirs are mar¬ 
velous and undoubtedly in¬ 
valuable for gay history, the 
dispute over the origin of the 
faery movement ultimately 
comes down to contesting 
egos and a cult of personality.

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in their otner roies. in Mori- 
to’s case, he was crippled by 
the sentimentality of his char¬ 
acter in Touch. In An Ap¬ 
pointment With Mr. Hugo, 
Lucy was downright annoy¬ 
ing. 

Still, the ensemble cast 
does reinforce the unity of the 
plays. Now that coming-out 
stories or AIDS stories are 
not the only stories we have, 
what other stories can we 
tell? Where and how do we 
fit into heterosexual-based 
history and what is our own 
history? As public persons, 
who are we and how do we 
just be ourselves? It’s good 
that artists are exploring 
these questions, and even 
though the three plays here 
fail to provide any fresh in¬ 
sights, at least they are a step 
in the right direction. V

This season has been criti¬ 
cized for not offering a mod¬ 
ern opera, (last season had 
two: Britten’s 1960 Midsum¬ 
mer Night’s Dream and 
Adams’s 1991 Death of 
Klinghoffer) but Mansouri 
stoutly insists Janacek’s The 
Makropulous Case is this sea¬ 
son’s contemporary work. It 
is the opera written most re¬ 
cently, but since it premiered 
in 1926, a few month’s after 
Puccini’s Turandot, “contem¬ 
porary” seems something of a 
misnomer. 

Opera-goers unfamiliar 
with Janacek’s music might 
want to bone up on The 
Makropulous Case before at¬ 
tending performances which 
open October 14. Fortunately 
the CD of the opera is con¬ 
ducted by Mackerras, the 
world’s leading authority on 
Janacek’s music, and features 
Elisabeth Soderstrom as the 
337-year-old Emilia Marty. 
(Soderstrom is co-directing 
the San Francisco perfor¬ 
mances with Mansouri.) 
There is also a video version 
starring Stephanie Sundine 
who will make her local de¬ 
but in the opera. Among oth¬ 
er reasons to see this riveting 
drama are Tom Fox (a mag¬ 
netic Jochanaan in Salome 
this summer) as Prus and 
Graham Clark, a truly out¬ 
standing singing actor who 
will debut as Gregor.

T he San Francisco 
Opera’s Fall 1993 sea¬ 
son opens September 
10 with what I sus¬ 
pect will be the highlight of 
the season: a new production 
of Verdi’s I Vespri Siciliani 
featuring a cast I doubt could 
be bettered anywhere in the 
world. Carol Vaness, Chris 
Merritt and Timothy Noble 
(the same singers from 1992’s 
William Tell) will be joined 
by bass James Morris and 
principle guest conductor Sir 
Charles Mackerras in the 
company’s premier of Verdi’s 
seldom done work. If you tru¬ 
ly love opera, move heaven 
and earth to catch this one. 

“You don’t do Vespri un¬ 
less you’ve got the artists for 
it,” says Lotfi Mansouri, the 
company’s general director. 
“If I couldn’t get Carol Vaness 
and Chris Merritt I couldn’t 
do it. The singers have to 
have agility, passion, strength 
and presence. Vaness is a 
born Elena.” 

Elena offers a singer ev¬ 
erything; ardent emotional 
fireworks, meltingly lyric 
phrases, and a fiendish per¬ 
forming range (in one phrase 
she sings a descending chro¬ 
matic scale of two and a half 
octaves, from high C to low 
F-sharp below middle C). It is 
a role which exposes any vo¬ 
cal shortcomings a singer 
might have. Vaness has lost 
55 pounds since she sang here 
last October, a fact which con-' 
cerns some opera aficionados 
who equate Maria Callas’s vo¬ 
cal problems with her rapid 
weight loss. But I’m betting 
Vaness’s performances in 
Vespri will give new mean¬ 
ing to the word slancio. 

The upcoming production, 
by Christopher Alden and de¬ 
signer Paul Steinberg, cuts 
the ballet entirely and sets the 
opera in the mid-nineteenth 
century, rather than the 1200s 
of the libretto. “There’s so 
much passion for political in¬ 
dependence in Vespri, it’s 
very much like the passion 
for a united Italy in Verdi’s 
own time,” says Mansouri, 
who adds that setting the 


Marton in the role, especially 
one made at this stage of her 
career. 

But apparently, David 
Hockney’s current reputation 
outweighs musical concerns; 
future generations will there¬ 
fore be able to witness a less- 
than-stellar cast coping with 
Puccini’s music, courtesy of 
the San Francisco Opera. 
How sad, especially when the 
company’s superb Vespri is 
not being saved for posterity. 

Although Meistersinger 
did not get a new production, 
beginning October 28, local 
Wagnerites will still be able 
to enjoy “the Master’s” only 
comedy. And since Die Meis¬ 
tersinger von Nurnberg is 
five hours long, it is good 
news that company music di¬ 
rector Donald Runnicles will 
be conducting a promising 
cast that includes Bernd 
Weikl and Jan-Hendrik 
Rootering making their local 
debuts as Hans Sachs and 
Pogner. Since heldentenors 
are perpetually in short sup¬ 
ply (just try naming three 
good ones currently perform¬ 
ing) don’t miss the chance to 
catch Ben Heppner as 
Walther. Karita Mattila as 
Eva, Catherine Keen as Mag¬ 
dalene, and Lars Magnusson 
as David all promise to be un¬ 
commonly good. Unfortunate¬ 
ly Hakan Hagegard, who was 
to assume _ the role of 
Beckmesser for the first time 


Tchaikovsky’s The Queen of 
Spades opens November 23. 
I am told that when Rysanek 
was asked this summer if 
these performances of the 
Countess would be her San 
Francisco farewell, she re¬ 
fused to reply. But she was 
born in 1926 (you can figure it 
out for yourself), and when 
she retires, opera as a living ex¬ 
pression of archetypes will 
pretty much cease to exist. 

Donizetti’s delightful com¬ 
ic opera Fille du Regiment 
opens September 11 with 
Kathleen Battle and Frank 
Lopardo who will probably 
not do it justice. However, in 
an inspired bit of casting, 
Mollie Sugden, best known as 
Mrs. Slocombe in the BBC- 
TV sitcom Are You Being 
Served? is making her com¬ 
pany debut in the small 
speaking role of the Duchess 
of Krakenthorp. Bellini’s 
achingly beautiful I Puritani 
(November 16) either stands 
or falls on the performance of 
the soprano and June Ander¬ 
son is unlikely to change the 
mind of anyone who (wrong¬ 
ly) dismisses Puritani as “a 
nice coupla tunes, but god is it 
dull.” 

The season also includes 
the company’s first perfor¬ 
mances of Mozart’s La 
Clemenza di Tito (with Fred¬ 
erica von Stade) opening

Marton recorded Turandot 
in Vienna shortly after she be¬ 
gem singing the role, then re¬ 
recorded it for laser disc and 
videotape at the Met when 
the Zeffirelli production was 
new. The productions at the 
Met were far from her best 
performances, and recent 
recordings show an almost 
constant wobble in her top 
voice, the part most crucial in 
Turandot. One can only ques¬ 
tion the reasons behind a 
third permanent record of 


opera in Verdi’s era makes it 
“much more immediate” for 
today’s audiences. 

Marton Redux 

The only other new pro¬ 
duction this season is Pucci¬ 
ni’s Turandot, opening Octo¬ 
ber 7. Designed by British 
painter David Hockney, it is a 
co-production with Chicago’s 
Lyric Opera where it pre¬ 
miered last season. (A new 
production of Wagner’s Meis¬ 
tersinger was scrapped for 
lack of funds.) The perfor¬ 
mances, with Eva Marton in 
the title role, will be taped for 
telecast and videotape release, 
a perfect example, of the in¬ 
creasing tendency in the 
world of opera for non-musi¬ 
cal concerns to run the show.

New York Poet Eileen Myles 

Presidential Material

I am always hungry/and 
wanting to have/sex. This is a 
fact. 

S o begins “Peanut But¬ 
ter” from Eileen Myles’ 
most recent collection 
of poetry, Not Me 
(Semiotexte, $10). The 42- 
year-old New York-based 
poet has been writing since 
the 1970s. Branching out into 
politics last year as a write-in 
presidential candidate, she 
merged art and politics in a 
unique year-long campaign 
which took her to 20 states 
across the country, as well as 
Mexico and Canada. Keeping 
her supporters informed 
through a series of campaign 
letters, Myles expressed her 
platforms on everything from 
reproductive rights to the 
North American Free Trade 
Agreement. 

Myles’ campaign received 
some mainstream media cov¬ 
erage (MTV even interviewed 
her), and although Clinton 
won the race, she says of her 
campaign, “As an artist and 
poet it provided tons of op- 
portqnities for me to make 
speeches and make my work 
become more political.” 

Discussing her evolution as 
a writer, Myles recalls, “I 
didn’t come out till I was 27 ... 
my poetry really took off 
when I came out. Falling in 
love and writing poems 
seemed like the same ges¬ 
ture.” She explains that per¬ 


sonal changes in her life led 
to political changes in her 
work: “I stopped drinking al¬ 
most ten years ago — my 
work started to get political 
when I got sober.” 

With her sensual vocabu¬ 
lary and dry sense of humor, 
Myles entwines the personal 
and the political in both her 
prose and her poetry. In “A 
Poem” (from Not Me), she 
touches on relationships, 
world views, and the meaning 
of art: 

Symbolically/I want my 
black jersey back. Realistical¬ 
ly/you must give it to me be¬ 
cause I will keep/talking to 
your machine if you 
don’t./Our mayor is a murder¬ 
er, our president/is a killer, 
Jean Harris is still not/free, 
which leads me to question 
the/ethics of our governor 
who I thought/was good. 
There is an argument/for po¬ 
etry being deep but 1 am not 
that argument. 


Lesbian Label 

Myles identifies as a “les¬ 
bian poet” but acknowledges 
that she has little in common 
with the canon of lesbian po¬ 
ets that includes Adrienne 
Rich. The pitfall of “being la¬ 
beled a lesbian artist,” Myles 
notes, “is that [people think] it 
tells you something about 
content. But I know it doesn’t. 
It simply tells you something 
about me. And there is a gap 
between me and my work.”

Myles is busy with a num¬ 
ber of projects these days. 
She’s working on a screen¬ 
play of her boo k 196 9 (Hanu- 
man Books), and she has an¬ 
other collection of poems and 
a collection of stories await¬ 
ing a publisher. She’s also the 
subject of a campaign docu¬ 
mentary, Poet in the Ring 
(made by her girlfriend, film¬ 
maker Jennifer Montgomery). 
Look for it coming soon to a 
lesbian and gay film festival 
near you.

Although her presidential 
campaign is over, her political 
campaign is only just begin¬ 
ning. “Ending things is my fa¬ 
vorite part — the poet part, 
full of death and incredibly 
sweet,” she writes in her final 
campaign letter. “At this 
point I can say any damn 
thing I want.” ▼

Memorial Prose Prize 


Woman in the Moon Publi¬ 
cations, a black-owned, wom¬ 
an-owned book publisher, an¬ 
nounces the first annual Au¬ 
dre Lorde Memorial Prose 
Prize. The $500 prize will be 
divided into fiction and non¬ 
fiction categories and given in 
the name of Audre Lorde 
(1934-1992), the African- 
Caribbean feminist poet and 
writer. This award will honor 
Lorde’s memory and her 
commitment to political and 
social change.

Fiction and nonfiction sub¬ 
missions are to be 500-7000 
words in length, typed, dou¬ 
ble-spaced, and submitted in 
triplicate to 2215-R Market 
St., Box 137, San Francisco, 
CA 94114. All work must be 
original and unpublished. Sto¬ 
ries and essays are to be sub¬ 
mitted between Sept. 1 and 
Nov. 17. Contestants are to in¬ 
clude a self-addressed, 
stamped envelope for return 
of manuscript, plus an index 
card with the name of the 
piece, the writer’s own name, 
address, and phone number. 
The author’s name is not to 
appear on the manuscript. A 
submissions fee of $10 is re¬ 
quired.

I n my last column I ad¬ 
dressed the topic of 
stress and the link be¬ 
tween various stressors 
and disease. This column will 
focus on some possible solu¬ 
tions. 

Remember that stress 
comes in a variety of forms. 
When it comes our way via 
environmental pollutants, it 
initially assaults our physical 
beings. Less tangible stressors 
— such as a dissatisfying job, 
difficult marriage, or reloca¬ 
tion to another geographic 
area — will first affect our psy¬ 
ches. However, as it is diffi¬ 
cult to separate one from the 
other, especially when dis¬ 
cussing stress, the inevitable 
outcome will be that both 
body and psyche are affected 
adversely. How well we learn 
to cope with the stresses in 


our lives will have a dramatic 
impact on the state of living 
and dying in the 20th century. 

Obviously, the best way to 
deal with these assaults on 
our health and well-being is 
to eliminate them. And while 
this is not always possible or 
practical, there are some steps 
we can take toward this goal. 

Take environmental pollu¬ 
tants, for example. Though 
some things cannot be 
changed except with mass po¬ 
litical lobbying (e.g., air pollu¬ 
tion laws, the use of certain 
chemicals in industry, etc.), 
there are things we can avoid 
in our personal lives to give 
our immune systems a break. 
I assume that my immune 
system can only handle so 
much at a time, and so my ap¬ 
proach is to eliminate as 
many toxins within my con¬ 
trol so that I have a reserve 
available. 


There are many environ¬ 
mentally safe alternatives to 
household cleaners, laundry 
soaps, air fresheners, and pet 
supplies that can give you 
that extra edge in building up 
immune system reserves. Just 
smelling some of those typical 
supermarket products (you 
don’t even need to read the 
label!) will give you a clue as 
to how toxic they are. Num¬ 
ber one on my list of things 
to avoid are pesticides. They 
don’t just do a number on the 
bugs, believe me. I get a 
headache whenever I’m near 
that stuff. 

Food can also be an aller¬ 
gen and a source of stress to 
the body. Many of us are so 
used to not feeling up to par 
that we forget to pay atten¬ 
tion to what makes us not 
feel so good. If your sinuses 
get stuffed up or you retain 
fluid every time you eat a 
wheat, dairy, or sugar prod¬ 
uct, you are probably having 
an allergic reaction. So stop! 
There are so many alterna¬ 
tives to wheat, dairy, and sug¬ 
ar available to us in San 
Francisco health food stores 
that you probably won’t even 
notice the difference. Similar¬ 
ly, if you suspect that your 
system reacts to caffeine, go 
decaf. 

Another potential toxin we 
can eliminate is prescription 
and over-the-counter drugs, 
whenever possible. Obvious¬ 
ly, individuals suffering from 
chronic, life-threatening dis¬ 
eases are required to take cer¬ 
tain medications. If we have 
hay fever or a headache, how¬ 
ever, we do not necessarily 
need to grab for something 
off the shelves of a pharmacy. 

Why add insult to injury? 
Again, we have such an array 
of alternative treatments to 
choose from, such as herbal 
remedies (which only help 
and do not assault our sys¬ 
tems further as most medica¬ 
tions do), it no longer makes 
sense to do things the old 
way. Ten, twenty, fifty years 
ago, human immune systems 
had less smog and factory pol¬ 
lution to deal with, so the 
negative effects of a cold med¬ 
ication were more easily dealt 
with. Now, bombarded from 
all sides as we are, we can’t 
afford to spend our reserves 
on something so meaningless. 

Other obvious preventive 
actions include conscientious 
cleaning and vacuuming of 
your living space if you be¬ 
lieve you are allergic to dust, 
mold, or animal hair — and 
you have any furry creatures 
co-habiting with you. 


Coping Mechanisms 

But what to do about the 
less tangible causes of stress, 
like a dead-end job or a dys¬ 
functional family? If you’re 
convinced these stressors can¬ 
not be eliminated or divorced, 
it’s time to learn some coping 
mechanisms. 

Research has shown time 
after time that individuals 
who meditate react very dif¬ 


ferently to these emotional 
stressors. In addition, their 
likelihood of illness is consid¬ 
erably less. Unfortunately, the 
word “meditation” has a lot of 
charge to it. It evokes pictures 
of cult followers spending en¬ 
tire days staring blankly at a 
wall while in the lotus posi¬ 
tion, waiting for “enlighten¬ 
ment.” 

Meditation can. be any¬ 
thing you want it to be. Basi¬ 
cally, it entails focus and con¬ 
centration. You can focus in 
on yourself — like your breath 
or noticing if there is any ten-

sion in your body — or you 
can close your eyes and look 
at a blank screen, or you can 
chant a mantra. 

In fact, you don’t even 
have to sit still. You can do 
Tai Chi, for instance. What 
form you choose is irrelevant. 
What does matter is that you 


are learning to relax your 
body and slow your breathing 
at will and to eliminate a lot 
of the outside “noise” that we 
are confronted with on a daily 
basis. 

In my last article I men¬ 
tioned the fight and flight re¬ 
action, which is the body’s 
physiological response to a 
stressful situation. One way of 
reversing this impulse is by 
simply breathing into the di¬ 
aphragm rather than high 
into the chest. It engages a 
different part of the autonom¬ 
ic nervous system, the one 
that tells us that the danger 
has passed and we can relax 
again. 

Learning to be aware of 
one’s body and one’s breath is 
a valuable first step in detect¬ 
ing early signs of stress. The 
next steps involve the art of 
alleviating the pressure. Re¬ 
laxation is not the only way, 
of course. A long bike ride or 
some other physical activity, a 
creative distraction such as 
painting or writing, can work 
just as well. Becoming ac¬ 
quainted with your particular 
style with regards to stress 
can be a valuable preventive 
action against illness. 

Remember, though you 
may have become accus¬ 
tomed to the everyday stress¬ 
es that affect all of our lives, 
they still do harm to our 
body, our psyche, and our im¬ 
mune system. Learning to 
eliminate and alleviate the 
pressure whenever possible 
should be on the top of every¬ 
one’s priority list. T

Women Shine at Track Nationals 



Confronting the 
Demons 


As the sole representatives 
of the San Francisco Track 
and Field Club at this year’s 
U.S. Track and Field Nation¬ 
al Masters Championships, 
Valerie Scott and Michele 
Lewis “did the club proud.” 

The four-day competition 
held in Provo, Utah, at 
Brigham Young University 
saw over 1200 athletes com¬ 
peting for top honors in the 
nation. 

The SFT&FC had not par¬ 
ticipated at the National 
Championships since 1989, 
when they made their most 
impressive showing by cap¬ 
turing third place in both the 
4x100 and 4x400 relays. 

This was the first time 
Scott and Lewis had ever 
competed at the highly com¬ 
petitive meet, and for their 
“premiere” showing at the 
event, they did very well. 
Scott was the most ambitious 
of the dynamic duo, compet¬ 
ing in the 400, 200, and 100 
meters. She was disappointed 
in her times (68.75, 29.29, and 
14.28 seconds, respectively), 
but the fact that she pro¬ 
gressed from the trials to the 
finals in each event was am¬ 
ple evidence of her ability to 
run with the best in the na¬ 
tion. She finished sixth in the 
100-meter finals and ninth in 
the 400 — both very good 
showings for the National 
Championships. 

She was also asked to com¬ 
pete on the West’s 4x100 re¬ 
lay team, which finished sec¬ 
ond for a silver medal. As 
leadoff runner, she gave the 
team an excellent start and 


was later praised by her 
teammates for the a job well- 
done. 

“It was the best — and the 
most — competition I had ever 
experienced,” said Scott. “The 
whole thing was a little nerve- 
wracking, which may have af¬ 
fected our times here. But it 
was a great learning experi¬ 
ence, and I’ll be better pre¬ 
pared to compete at next 
year’s Nationals in Eugene 
[Oregon].” 

Showing Out 

Michele Lewis, who has 
struggled this season due to 
injuries, finished just ahead of 
Scott in the 200 meters (with 
a time of 29.18 seconds) and 
just behind her in the 100m 
(at 14.3). Although usually 
stronger in the 100 than the 
200, this season Lewis has 


been showing out in the 200 
meters. 

“I’m not sure why my 200 
has been better this season. 
Maybe because it’s usually al¬ 
ways after I’ve run the 100 
and I’m more relaxed,” com¬ 
mented Lewis. “But overall, I 
think we did a good job in 
Utah. To make'it to the finals 
in any event meant beating 
out 15 to 20 other runners, 
and I think that’s a measure 
of success in itself.” 

The San Francisco Track 
and Field Club has two meets 
remaining this season. Sun¬ 
day, Sept. 12, the team com¬ 
petes at the NorCal Seniors 
meet at UC Berkeley, and 
then finishes the year at San¬ 
ta Barbara’s Club West Mas¬ 
ters meet on Oct. 2. 

The club continues to wel¬

If some¬ 
thing about the shot doesn’t 
feel right, make it a habit to 
stand up and reassess the situ¬ 
ation. Never make ad¬ 
justments when you’re down 
on the ball, and never play a 
shot you’re not committed to.

longed to someone else. Less 
serious than the regulars, was 
I impersonating a transvestite 
or was I the real thing? 

It wasn’t two minutes be¬ 
fore I got a response. “Hey 
chiquita! WHEW!” three 
sailors called out from a 
speeding rental car. I realized 
how ironic it was that I was 
walking through one of the ci¬ 
ty’s meanest and most ne¬ 
glected neighborhoods while 
at my most vulnerable. I had 
become one of the street’s 
many “characters,” which in¬ 
cluded crazed loners milling 
about, the kind of people your 
mother told you to stay away 
from. Could I be tough if I 
needed to be — in high heels? 

“You look great, honey,” a 
girl said as I passed by. I was 
so nervous about my recep¬ 
tion into their fold, but all my 
fears were laid to rest soon af¬ 
ter I entered the Lode: every¬ 
one was so sweet. As Sherry, 
the nerdy, naive country girl 
with the soul of a sex-starved 
tramp, I was making friends 
fast. 

“It’s his first time, Toni!” 
announced Veronica, a secre¬ 
tary by day and bass player 
by night. “Doesn’t she look 
great?” she asked everyone 
within earshot, and they all 
responded enthusiastically 
with compliments. Veronica 
also gave me a few tips. 

“Oh, I’ve been at this 
longer than you’ve been on 
the planet. Listen to me — 
what you need to do is start 
coming a lot and watching 
the other girls. You can learn 
something from everyone 
here.” 

I confessed I was worried 
about my hair, and she sym¬ 
pathetically agreed. “You 
need to control it a little 
more,” she counseled. 

Living the Life They Love 

I admired Veronica’s dedi¬ 
cation. For most of these peo¬ 
ple, this is obviously no week¬ 
end hobby. These girls live 
the life they love. While I had 
barely been able to hobble 
the two blocks from mv 


friend’s apartment where I 
dressed and liquored-up for 
the evening, everyone else 
was bopping around like the 
Solid Gold Dancers. 

I asked a girl if she felt 
vulnerable on the struts and 
she replied that she carried a 
stiletto. She also mentioned 
that many girls carry mace 
and stun guns — or use Aqua- 
Net hairspray to burn eyes. 

Picking up straight-looking 
boys is the name of the game. 
Many of the girls boast of 
picking up a different closet¬ 
ed guy every weekend. Once 
they get home, it’s usually the 
shemale who tops the prep- 
ster. Evidently, these straight 
types would rather be mount¬ 
ed by a boy in a dress than a 
state trooper hunk with a 
mustache. 

However, I lacked the 
glamour and elegance the 
best of them possessed, and 
all the cute guys sensed this. 
One polo-n-chinos boy kept 
giving me the big eye over 
the top of his beer, but when 
I returned his gaze, he just 
looked away. 

I was curious about 
whether or not most of the 
girls were preparing for sex 
reassignment. Veronica, who 
already had her surgery, told 
me it was quite the contrary 
with most of the cross¬ 
dressers; they wanted to re¬ 
main chicks with dicks. 

Another girl piped in, “We 
want to have penises but 
make a living in dresses with 
the glamour, excitement, and 
drugs. The hormones trans¬ 
sexuals take become a drug 
to them.” 

One girl who once wanted 
the operation gave me the 
lowdown. Now a person with 
AIDS, her dirty blond hair 
was thinning severely. She 
was diagnosed just before her 
surgery, and AIDS prevented 
her from completing the pro¬ 
cedure. 

“Never go to Mexico,” she 
insisted, “they’ll butcher you 
there. They’ll just cut it off 
and send you on your way. 
Being transsexual implies a 
discomfort with the male 
body. Suicide among males

yearning to be female is huge. 
There are so many mental 
and physical drawbacks. The 
hormones cause depression. 
It’s all a question of what’s re¬ 
ally inside you. 

“You must prove to the 
doctor that you can live the 
lifestyle 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. As a man with a 
woman inside me, it’s a living 
hell. There are so few jobs we 
can actually do. I want to do 
more with my life besides be¬ 
ing a bartender. I have to be a 
male in the morning and a 
girl at night. A transsexual 
wants a more full and com¬ 
plete life. 

“Operations are granted af¬ 
ter a three-year evaluation. 
These years are spent learn¬ 
ing the tools to change — to 


solve a problem you’ve had 
all your life. The last 72 hours 
are spent in a deathwatch for 
your penis. Any indication 
during this final period that 
you are more male than fe¬ 
male, and the operation is 
canceled. Society makes the 
rules and regulations, and it 
puts us in a very unhappy 
world. Transgenders are the 
strongest people in the 
world.” 

*-¥■-¥- 

My last visit to the bar was 
so different from my first. In 
jeans and a sweater, I felt like 
an outsider; in a dress, I was 
family. After several visits, I 
noticed different cliques with¬ 
in the subculture — transsexu¬ 
als, transvestites, Asian lady- 


boys, camp dragsters, prosti¬ 
tutes, weekend “ladies” — an 
entire universe of alternative 
choices who all responded 
with spontaneous enthusiasm 
to Barry Manilow’s “Copaca- 
bana” on the bar’s sound sys¬ 
tem. 

It was theatre of the most 
confusing sort, the kind of ex¬ 
perience that caused me to 
question where the true self 
stands in relation to gender 
and sexual personae. One of 
the girls told me, ‘Transsexuals 
are one of the greatest myster¬ 
ies of man.” 

Somewhat claustrophobic, 
I ripped off my wig on my 
way out of the bar, and a very 
shocked girl put her hands to 
her mouth and screamed, “Oh 
darling, put it back on!” ▼
